3.  Approved  paying  the  $12.50  registration  fee  for  the  Conference  President  to 
attend  the  Methodist  Convocation  on  Urban  Life  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  February, 
1966.

The  Administrative  Committee  held  a brief  meeting  following  the  Day  of  Self 
Study  in  Pineville,  June  23,  1965.  Approval  was  given  to  pre.sent  an  honorary  mem- 
bership ($100)  to  Mrs.  Martha  Overby,  retiring  Church  and  Communitv  worker. 

(Approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  October  12,  1965). 

The  Administrative  Committee  met  August  11,  1965,  during  the  Conference- 
School  of  Christian  Mission,  and  selected  Mrs.  Max  Clayton  as  a possible  represen- 
tative from  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  regional 
Secretary.

Sulphur,  Louisiana,  October  12-14,  1965 

The  Mid-Year  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  convened  at  1:30  p.m.,  Tuesday,  October 
12.  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Westlake  Methodist  Church,  with  the  president,  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron,  presiding.  The  opening  session  was  preceded  by  meetings  of  the  various 
committees  and  a luncheon  served  by  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
•Service  of  the  Westlake  church. 

The  opening  meditation  was  led  by  the  Reverend  D.  W.  Poole,  pastor  of  the 
Henning  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Sulphur,  using  as  his  text  the  passage  from 
John,  "If  Christ  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed.” 

Roll  was  called  by  the  recording  secretary,  and  the  following  were  present:  Mes- 
dames  G.  W.  Dameron,  J.  B.  Mouton,  W.  E.  Trice,  Carl  Gallaher,  John  L.  Howe, 
IV’.  B.  Gardner,  Max  Clayton,  Garland  Dean,  Jr.,  C.  R.  McCammon,  T.  M.  Ellis,  T. 
I Luster  James,  J.  B.  Kelley,  Charles  H.  Giessen,  Wideman  Watson,  C.  B.  McGowan, 
! R.  Scheffer,  S.  E.  Richardson,  Clifford  Ratliff,  Robert  Reich,  George  H,  Thomas, 
Ciharles  Cain,  Robert  Compton,  Ed  Andrus,  Jesse  R.  Porter,  S.  A.  Seegers,  Lucille 
Goodwin,  Charles  Robards,  L.  C.  Aycock,  J.  T.  .Spencer,  W.  D.  Snelling,  and  J.  R. 
Kavanaugh.  A motion  was  made  and  passed  that  communications  be  sent  to  those 
1 absent. 

The  minutes  of  the  Administrative  Committee  were  read  by  the  secretary  and 
approved  as  read. 

Printed  corrections  of  the  directory  of  the  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Report  were 
distributed  by  the  secretary,  and  some  further  corrections  were  made. 

Mrs.  Dameron  welcomed  the  new  members  of  the  Committee,  some  of  whom 
liad  served  in  other  offices  in  previous  years.  Sire  welcomed  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice,  record- 
ing secretary;  Mrs.  Cliarles  H.  Giessen,  missionary  personnel.  South  Central  Juris- 
diction: .Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  .Alexandria  district  treasurer;  Mrs.  Oren  L.  Kelsey, 
Baton  Rouge  district  treasurer  (in  absentia)  ; Mrs.  Jessie  R.  Porter,  membership  cul- 
tivation, Lake  Charles  district;  Mrs.  Lucille  Goodwin,  membership  cultivation,  Mon- 
roe district;  Mrs.  VV'ilburn  .Slack,  membership  cultivation,  Ruston  district  (in  absentia). 

Correspondence  was  then  read  hy  the  recording  secretary  and  acknowledged  by 
the  group. 

The  following  committees  were  appointed  by  the  president:  Journal  Committee: 
Mesdames  Robert  Reich,  George  lliomas,  and  C.  B.  McGowan.  Resolutions:  Mes- 
dames  Charles  Cain,  J.  R.  Kavanaugh,  and  Clifford  Ratliff. 

In  the  afjsence  of  .Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  .Mrs.  Dameron  brought  a brief  report  from 
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the  Woman’s  Division,  .^s  of  January  1,  1966,  in  information  received  from  Miss 
Barbara  Campbell  of  the  Division,  the  committee  on  program  on  the  conference  level 
will  correspond  to  the  same  personnel  of  the  committee  on  program  on  the  local  level. 
The  committee  on  program  will  elect  its  own  chairman. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS: 

Alexandria  District:  Mrs.  A.  R.  Scheffer,  president,  reported  a total  membership 
of  1,217  in  38  societies,  and  a total  of  $13,376.52  paid  on  its  pledge,  which  repre- 
sented an  overpayment.  The  district  had  18  in  attendance  at  the  School  of  Christian 
Mission,  held  a district  meeting  on  “Self  Study,”  and  recorded  a total  of  218  in  at- 
tendance at  the  Workshop. 

Baton  Rouge  District:  Mrs.  Clifford  Ratliff,  president,  reported  the  “Self  Study,” 
which  the  district  held  September  2,  with  conference,  district  and  zone  officers,  as 
well  as  officers  from  22  societies.  Conducting  such  studies  in  the  local  groups  was 
further  stressed  in  the  zone  meetings  under  membership  cultivation.  District  work- 
shop had  126  in  attendance  (31  churches),  while  179  met  in  the  zone  meetings.  Officer 
training  was  effective  this  year,  with  training  conducted  in  45  of  the  55  societies. 
Total  membership  to  date  is  2,340  in  55  societies  and  guilds,  including  one  new 
.society  and  one  recently  re-activated.  A “Day  Apart”  will  be  held  at  Bethel  and 
Kentwood. 

Lafayette  District:  Mrs.  George  H.  Thomas,  president,  reported  a gain  of  seven 
members  in  1964-65,  although,  with  regret,  the  district  failed  to  meet  its  pledge. 
Seventeen  attended  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  In  August  the  district  executive 
committee  conducted  its  “Self  Study,”  while  such  studies  for  the  local  societies  will 
be  introduced  in  the  November  zone  meeting  when  a “Day  Apart”  will  be  held  in 
Houma  and  in  Crowley.  A workshop  was  held  in  September  in  Opelousas,  with  84 
attending.  A similar  one,  to  have  been  conducted  in  Golden  Meadov\%  had  to  be 
cancelled,  due  to  Hurricane  Betsy.  Plans  were  in  progress  for  a pilot  project  on 
membership  at  Lafayette  First  Church. 

Lake  Charles  District:  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  president,  reported  that  26  out  of 
30  societies  in  the  district  have  had  an  offcers’  training  conducted  by  district  officers. 
Fourteen  societies  were  represented  in  the  “Day  Apart,”  while  108  were  in  attendance 
at  the  workshop. 

Monroe  District:  Mrs.  S.  A.  Seegers,  president,  reported  that  the  Monroe  district 
“Space  Ship”  went  into  orbit  at  the  fall  workshop  at  McGuire  Church,  West  Monroe. 
Seven  of  the  ship’s  crew  (district  officers)  had  received  basic  training  at  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  About  160  were  present  to  receive  “briefing  sessions.”  Along  with 
the  emphasis  on  finance,  the  secretary  of  membership  cultivation  has  added  much 
to  getting  women  to  discuss  membership  and  the  reasons  for  not  securing  more  mem- 
bers. Much  work  is  being  done  to  get  district  members  in  unorganized  churches  and 
to  work  with  small  churches  where  there  are  no  societies.  She  reported  a total  of  44 
societies  and  one  union  society. 

New  Orleans  District:  In  the  absence  of  the  district  president,  Mrs.  Charles 
Robards,  membership  cultivation,  gave  the  report.  All  officers  were  present  for  a 
successful  training  day  at  the  Gentilly  Methodist  Church,  at  which  time  it  was  voted 
to  accept  an  invitation  from  the  Central  Jurisdiction  to  hold  a joint  retreat  with 
them  at  Dillard  University  on  July  18.  One  hundred  eighty-five  were  in  attendance 
at  the  annual  meeting  at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  but  the  district  day  for  “Self 
Study”  and  the  workshop  have  had  to  be  postponed  until  October,  due  to  Hurricane 
Betsy.  The  “Self  Study,”  held  just  prior  to  the  Mid-Year  meeting,  was  small  in 
attendance  but  provided  a w'onderful  experience.  In  order  that  the  societies  could 
have  the  literature,  usually  distributed  in  the  September  workshops,  a “Literature 
Day”  was  held,  at  which  time  representatives  came  to  a given  church  and  picked 
up  the  available  material.  Many,  including  the  district  secretary  of  program  materials, 
lost  all  of  their  possessions  in  the  hurricane,  but  have  been  thankful  for  Christian 
friends  who  helped  them. 

Ruston  District:  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycock,  president,  reported  that  for  the  first  time 
two  zones  were  combined  at  centrally  located  churches  to  train  officers  of  the  local 
societies,  using  for  a part  of  the  training  the  newly  revised  Primer.  A total  of  174 
women  were  in  attendance,  with  33  out  of  38  societies  being  reached.  The  district 
“Day  of  Self  Study”  was  conducted  at  Arcadia,  with  11  district  officers  and  15  local 
presidents  present,  representing  17  different  societies.  Trventy-six  persons  attended 
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the  School  of  Christian  Mission  with  17  societies  being  represented.  The  district 
workshop  had  147  in  attendance,  including  one  jurisdiction  officer,  and  Mrs.  Glenn 
Laskey,  president  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  The  district  took  this  opportunity  to 
pre.sent  Mr.  Laskey  with  a sustaining  membership.  A check  of  those  who  attended 
the  various  district  or  zone  meetings  showed  that  many  of  the  societies  who  need 
help  are  never  present. 

Shreveport  District:  Mrs.  W.  D.  Snelling,  district  president,  reported  that  the 
total  membership  of  the  district  is  now  2,610  in  45  societies,  and  that  this  year  the 
pledge  was  not  met.  Thirty-live  of  the  societies  were  represented  for  the  training  of 
officers  in  the  spring  zone  meetings,  with  one  zone  having  all  18  of  its  churches 
present.  Zone  II  has  two  societies  that  have  not  attended  any  type  of  district  or  zone 
meeting  in  a year,  and  so  the  president  is  attempting  to  find  ways  of  interesting  them 
through  talks  with  the  district  superintendent  and  others.  A small  number  attended 
the  “Self  Study”  day,  but  many  societies  have  had  them  in  the  local  churches.  Due 
to  rain,  only  125  attended  the  district  workshop,  as  compared  to  158  last  year,  but 
due  to  careful  planning,  many  thought  it  to  be  the  best  ever  held.  The  high  point 
of  the  meeting  was  presenting  a copy  of  their  charter  to  each  society. 

Following  the  report  of  the  districts  (not  done  in  alphabetical  order,  as  pre- 
sented, but  mixed  in  order  that  some  could  speak  at  other  times,  than  usual,  for 
interest),  Mrs.  Thomas  of  the  Lafayette  district,  suggested  that  the  districts  needed 
help  on  how  to  hold  the  interest  of  the  small  societies  and  keep  them  active.  Many 
women  in  these  groups,  she  said,  have  no  vision  of  what  they  can  accomplish  as  a 
society.  Speaking  to  this  comment,  Mrs.  Dameron  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Laskey 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  in  which  she  said  that  a section  of  the  Assembly  this  year 
will  be  devoted  to  a study  on  how  to  help  the  local  women  meet  their  needs.  The 
letter  also  called  attention  to  December  10  as  the  deadline  for  the  conferences  to 
send  in  stories  by  local  societies  on  how  they  have  presented  some  program  that  met 
a local  need.  Several  present  told  of  interesting  projects  being  conducted  in  certain 
churches  and  societies. 

The  time  for  adjournment  of  the  afternoon  session  was  set  for  5:.8(},  and  the  com- 
mittee recessed  for  a short  coffee  break. 

The  report  of  the  conference  officers  followed. 

Vice-President:  Mrs.  Mouton  stated  that  reports  from  local  societies  and  districts 
indicated  good  resulting  from  the  sessions  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  on 
better  programming  by  using  varied  means  of  presentation.  In  many  district  work- 
shops the  chairmen  of  the  commissions  on  Christian  Social  Concerns  of  the  church 
were  used,  as  had  been  suggested  in  the  School. 

Treasurer:  Mrs.  Gallaher,  before  presenting  the  financial  report  of  the  first  quar- 
ter, informed  the  committee  that  the  tenure  of  the  office  of  the  treasurer  is  to  be 
changed  to  correspond  with  that  of  the  other  officers— 4 years.  Notification  of  the 
change  will  come  from  the  president  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  She  pointed  out  that 
the  cultivation  fund  was  taken  out  of  the  first  quarter  money  and  that  it  was  encour- 
aging to  note  the  increase  of  $3,358  19  over  the  same  period  last  year.

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Thomas  that  a word  of  appreciation  be  sent  to  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Patterson,  the  retiring  secretary,  expressing  appreciation  for  the  work  done  in  pub- 
lishing the  Annual  Report. 

Secretary  for  Campus  Ministry:  Mrs.  Howe  reported  on  the  new  interest  group 
that  was  conducted  at  the  School  of  Mission  on  “The  University  World.”  Out  of 
this,  she  said,  came  the  realization  of  the  need  of  a better  contact  between  the  local 
churches  and  the  college  campuses.  She  pointed  out  that  the  evaluation  reports  for 
this  year  are  asking  about  the  work  done  with  international  students,  ^’ery  few 
churches  are  doing  work  in  this  field,  so  she  said  there  was  need  for  some  type  of  an 
extra  sheet  being  included  during  the  year  in  order  that  the  work  that  was  being 
done  could  be  properly  reported. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild:  Since  Miss  Tyler  was  unable  to  be  present,  her  report 
was  read  by  the  secretary.  She  said  that  1965  has  been  an  ABC  year;  A for  Action: 
B for  Belief;  and  C for  Concern.  Members  of  the  Conference  Committee  of  the  Guild 
participated  in  a time  of  SELF  STUDY  BEFORE  GOD  on  Friday  evening  preceding 
the  Guild  Weekend  and  found  it  to  be  most  meaningful  to  all  who  shared  in  it. 

The  Mid-^Year  meeting  of  the  Conference  Committee  was  held  in  Alexandria, 
October  2-3,  and  the  following  action  was  taken: 

—plans  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Study  Retreat  at  Hodges  Gardens.  January  29-30, 
1966. 
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—plans  for  the  1966  spring  meeting  at  First  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  opening  with 
the  meeting  of  the  Guild  Committee  on  Friday,  March  4,  and  closing  with  the  installa- 
. tion  of  officers,  Sunday,  March  6. 

—each  district  secretary  accepted  for  her  district  the  proposed  25%  increase  in 
pledges. 

—the  budget  of  $2,100  was  accepted  for  the  1966-67  year. 

—accepted  the  recommendation  to  include  a supplementary  gift  to  MacDonell 
Center  in  1966-67. 

—approved  the  appointment  of  Mi.ss  Mildred  Evans  as  Guild  Editor. 

—approved  a plan  of  volunteer  offering  from  each  local  unit  to  be  designated 
■■.Assembly  Offering.” 

—Mrs.  C.  G.  Mainous  agreed  to  continue  as  chairman  of  program  for  1966-67. 

—necessary  changes  were  authorized  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  Stand- 
ing Rules. 

A discussion  followed  on  those  officers  who  serve  on  the  Guild  Committee  on  the 
district  level.  Mrs.  Dameron  called  special  attention  to  the  Guild  Spiritual  Life 
Retreat  for  January,  saying  that  all  Woman’s  Society  members  are  welcome.  Any  who 
are  interested  are  to  contact  Miss  Mildred  Evans. 

Christian  Social  Relations:  Mrs.  Gardner  stated  that  the  conference  was  100%  in 
reporting  and  that  the  reports  showed  progress  in  the  work.  A letter  was  sent  to 
each  district  president,  with  a copy  to  the  district  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, pointing  out  the  progress  that  district  had  made,  as  well  as  indicating  areas 
in  which  work  needs  to  be  done.  After  the  Workshop  on  Controversy  and  Conflict, 
a letter  was  sent  to  each  district  superintendent,  district  director  of  Christian  Social 
Concerns,  district  president  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  district 
secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  urging  that  a workshop  be  held  within  each 
district.  Not  any  of  the  districts  have  reported  plans  being  made.  The  secretary 
reported  attending  the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission,  the  Seminar  on  Poverty, 
the  Seminar  on  Alcohol,  as  well  as  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Centenary 
College. 

Membership  Cultivation:  Mrs.  Clayton  reported  that  the  goal  of  25%  increase  in 
membership  by  May,  1966,  had  been  set  some  time  ago,  but  until  now  less  than  1% 
increase  has  been  realized.  It  is  thought  that  the  change  of  title  for  the  secretary 
doing  this  work  has  perhaps  caused  some  confusion  on  the  local  level  ,and  Mrs.  Clay- 
ton urged  the  executive  committee  to  try  to  help  these  local  secretaries  with  their 
job  in  gaining  new  members.  Some  societies  are  trying  to  create  interest  groups  that 
will  be  related  to  the  church,  although  most  of  the  members  will  not  be  members  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  or  Guild. 

Mrs.  Dameron,  in  speaking  to  the  report  on  membership  cultivation,  expressed 
the  hope  that  a wide  variety  of  specific  ways  for  membership  cultivation  will  be  form- 
ulated during  the  coming  year. 

Missionary  Education  and  Service:  Mrs.  Dean  reported  on  the  changes  taking 
place  in  the  areas  of  missionary  education,  due  to  the  organizational  structure  changes 
in  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman’s  Division.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  get 
more  of  the  membership  of  the  church  to  become  involved  in  the  approved  studies, 
with  the  commission  on  missions  initiating  the  plans  in  each  instance.  This  spring 
25  World  Division  missionaries  were  assigned  to  Louisiana,  three  women  of  the  for- 
mer Woman’s  Division,  and  II  couples  from  the  former  Division  of  World  Missions. 

Working  in  the  Louisiana  conference  are  6 deaconesses  and  4 US-2’s,  three  of 
the  latter  being  new  this  year  to  Louisiana.  They  include  Linda  Louise  Jackson  and 
Judy  -Ann  .Sherk  at  .Sager-Brown  and  Marjorie  Landshof  at  MacDonell  Methodist 
Center,  and  a number  of  contract  and  full-time  employed  workers  in  the  National 
Division  projects.  We  are  related  to  a new  Overseas  3,  Mi.ss  Carol  Wood  in  Korea 
and  two  new  U.S-2's,  Miss  Carole  Cotton  and  Miss  Betty  Lou  Adckers. 

Filmstrips  ordered  this  year  to  be  placed  in  the  Film  Library  at  the  Area  Council 
office  are  The  Two  Faces  of  Faith,  Mission  Persepective,  and  U.S.— 2 Mission.  The 
secretary  expre.ssed  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  two  weeks  Audio- 
X'isual  Communication  Seminar  at  Fayetteville,  .Arkansas. 

Missionary  Personnel:  Mrs.  McCammon  reported  on  the  otitstanding  sticcess  of 
the  1965  summer  mission  tour,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Oldham. 
I he  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Johns  of  Hosston  served  as  counselors.  Thirty-five  young 
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people  were  able  to  make  the  trip,  althougli  27  applications  had  to  be  turned  down 
because  of  lack  of  available  space.  This  year’s  tour  included  .several  areas  in  Kentucky 
and  Virginia  where  poverty  is  a very  real  problem.  Three  davs  were  spent  in  Nash- 
ville visiting  Methodist  agencies. 

Mrs.  McCammon  then  presented  the  recommendation  of  the  Tour  Committee 
that  another  tour  be  conducted  in  1936,  po.ssibly  of  the  mid-^Vest,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Oldham  as  directors  again.  The  supplementary  financing  would  come  from  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  of  the  ^Voman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Dameron  asked 
for  a vote,  and  approval  of  the  recommendation  was  given  unanimouslv  for  another 
tour;  Mrs.  Dameron  felt  that  more  of  the  local  societies  should  hear  reports  from 
the  young  people  who  go  each  year  on  the  tour.  She  further  pointed  out  that,  at  this 
time,  the  Louisiana  conference  leads  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  number  of  recruits. 

The  afternoon  session  adjourned  at  5:30,  to  meet  immediately  following  the  din- 
ner hour. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  guests  for  dinner  in  the  beautiful 
home  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Lawton.  She  was  assisted  in  serving  bv  the  president  of  the 
Henning  Memorial  Woman’s  Society,  Mrs.  Robert  .\nderson.  .\fter  a delicious  buffet 
dinner  and  a period  of  relaxed  fellowship,  Mrs.  Dameron  convened  the  evening  busi- 
ness session  at  8:00  p.m.,  having  first  presented  Mrs.  Lawton  and  Mrs.  .\nderson  to 
the  group. 

Secretary  of  Program  Materials:  Mrs.  Ellis  pointed  out  that  there  is  a great  deal 
of  excellent  free  literature  now  available  which  societies  should  be  using.  The  sale 
of  literature  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  was  less  than  in  previous  years,  but  it 
is  thought  that  many  bought  books  before  coming  to  the  School.  She  reported  on 
the  di.scussions  at  the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mi.ssion  on  the  evaluation  reports, 
and  presented  to  the  group  an  unusual  idea  which  showed  the  value  of  the  reports. 
Mrs.  Ellis  will  attend  a meeting  November  3-10.  at  the  Service  Center  in  Cincinnati, 
representing  the  Louisiana  conference. 

Secretary  of  Supply  Work:  Mrs.  Kelley  reported  that  of  the  total  amount  of  ask- 
ings for  this  conference  (.$16,387.58).  there  was  paid  in  during  the  first  period  $3,921.41. 
This  included  some  offerings  from  Christmas  in  July  observances.  Since  the  payments 
of  askings  are  usually  low  in  the  first  cjuarter,  it  is  expected  that  the  full  obligation 
will  be  met  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Conference  overpaid  its  askings  last  year. 

Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life:  Mrs.  James  reported  on  many  activities,  relating  to  her 
work,  in  which  she  had  an  active  part.  .\s  a delegate  to  the  .Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Jurisdiction,  she  was  able  to  make  contact  with  Mrs.  Cecil  Matthews,  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  then  later  to  have  the  opportunity  of  sitting  in  on  the 
School  of  Prayer  in  Miniature  which  Mrs.  Matthews  conducted  in  April  at  Alexan- 
dria. From  this  came  the  plans  for  the  “Day  .Apart,”  which  was  conducted  in  every 
district.  Mrs.  James  participated  in  the  Regional  School  in  Dallas  ,and  was  chairman 
of  the  planning  committee  responsible  for  the  .Self  Study  held  in  Pineville  in  June. 
Mrs.  James  prepared  the  table  blessings  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission,  and 
planned  with  Margaret  Wade  Campbell  for  tbe  morning  meditations  held  each  morn- 
ing in  the  amphitheater.  .Also  at  the  School,  she  had  for  sale  14  copies  of  the  new 
Book  of  Worship,  all  of  which  were  sold. 

President:  Mrs.  Dameron  reported  that  this  year,  in  the  time  allotted  for  the 
report  of  the  .Society  and  Guild  at  the  Annual  Conference,  Bishop  4Valton  presented 
Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  president  of  the  Division,  to  the  conference.  This  year  she  had 
an  interesting  experience  serving  on  the  planning  committee  and  acting  as  Assistant 
Dean  for  the  Gulf  Region  School  of  Christian  Mission.  In  addition  to  the  usual  func- 
tions as  a member  of  tbe  Board  of  Sager  Brown,  Dulac,  and  MacDonell.  Mrs.  Dam- 
eron worked  on  the  Study  Committee  for  MacDonell  and  repre.sented  the  President 
of  the  Division  at  the  dedication  of  the  new  school  building  at  Sager  Brown.  She 
also  spent  a weekend  at  Business  Girls’  Inn,  holding  conferences  with  the  director 
and  selected  Board  members,  and  installing  the  new  officers  of  the  Board. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reported  participation  in  four  conference  schools  of  Christian 
Mission,  the  Jurisdiction  and  Conference  Guild  AVeekend  meetings  and  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Board  of  Missions  and  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  Since  the  first 
of  this  conference  year,  she  attended  the  following  cooperative  meetings:  the  Confer- 
ence Board  of  Missions,  the  1,000  Club,  the  executive  committee  of  the  Louisiana 
Cotincil  of  Churches  and  the  .Area  Council.  AVherever  possible,  she  has  spoken  in 
local  societies  and  guilds. 
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Bishop  W'alton  has  honored  the  Society  and  Mrs.  Dameron  by  naming  her  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Methodist  Urban  Convocation,  meeting  in  Chicago  in  February,  and 
to  the  World  Methodist  Conference,  to  be  held  in  London,  England,  next  August. 

Mrs.  Dameron  took  the  opportunity  in  this,  her  last  mid-year  executive  session 
as  president,  to  express  appreciation  for  the  fellowship  which  she  has  enjoyed  with 
the  members  of  the  committee  during  the  last  four  years. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  South  Central  Jurisdiction:  Mrs.  Giessen 
shared  with  the  committee  many  of  the  experiences  she  has  had  since  taking  office. 
One  impression  she  has  had,  as  she  met  with  leaders  of  the  church,  is  the  lack  of 
complacency  on  the  part  of  all  with  things  as  they  are.  She  quoted  Dr.  Tracey  Jones 
as  saying  that  there  is  not  so  much  need  for  more  people  on  the  mission  field  as 
there  is  a need  for  dedicated  Christian  laymen,  working  as  doctors,  teachers,  etc.  Mrs. 
Gies.sen  told  of  plans  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  a pilot  experiment  to  decide  what  this 
Jurisdiction  can  do  to  give  better  vocational  guidance.  In  conclusion,  she  read  a 
letter  from  Carol  Wood  in  Korea.  Those  wishing  to  correspond  with  her  may  send 
letters  c/o  Methodist  Missions  International,  P.  O.  Box  1182  Seoul,  Korea. 

School  of  Christian  Mission— -1965:  Mrs.  Dean  reported  the  total  number  regis- 
tered for  the  1965  School  of  Christian  Mission  was  272.  This  number  included  258 
students,  with  222  enrolled  in  Application  Groups,  122  in  Special  Interest  Groups, 
and  79  in  the  Coaching  Sessions.  The  Officer  Responsibility  Groups  had  an  attend- 
ance of  182,  of  these  54  were  district  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work.  The 
total  number  of  churches  represented  was  120. 

Committee  on  School  of  Christian  Mission— 1966:  Mrs.  Howe  announced  the  dates 
for  the  1966  school  as  July  18-22  and  the  study  to  be  entitled,  “Affluence  and  Poverty: 
Dilemma  for  Christians,”  and  James  and  I Peter.  The  format  will  be  as  before  with 
plenary  sessions,  etc.  Application  group  leaders  who  have  already  accepted  include 
the  Rev.  Woodrow  Hearn,  the  Rev.  Phil  'Woodland.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  and  Mrs. 
-Alfredo  Nanez. 

The  committee  %oted  to  invite  the  Conference  and  District  Missionary  Secretaries, 
Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  the  Conference  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  local  chairmen  of  the  Commissions  on  Mis- 
sions. The  school  will  also  be  open  to  other  laymen  who  wdsh  to  come.  To  this  end, 
Mrs.  Dameron  suggested  that  the  committee  work  with  Mr.  Tom  Matheny,  conference 
lay  leader. 

Committee  on  Tours:  Mrs.  McCammon  moved  that  the  conference  Woman’s  Society 
again  sponsor  the  mission  tour  and  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Oldham  be  asked  again 
to  act  as  tour  leaders  The  motion  passed. 

Committee  on  Annual  Meeting:  Mrs.  Mouton,  chairman  for  the  1966  program, 
reviewed  the  plans  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  indicating  that  the  theme  selected  will 
be  “For  He  Has  Chosen  Me.”  She  told  of  some  of  the  features  of  sepecial  interest, 
as  well  as  the  various  speakers  and  leaders.  Plans  will  again  be  made  for  the  execu- 
tive committee  to  have  a quiet  hour  before  the  first  session  and  for  them  to  have 
lunch  with  the  delegates,  rather  than  apart  as  in  previous  years. 

Committee  on  Nomination.s:  Mrs.  Watson  reported  on  the  officers  who  will  be 
elected  at  the  1966  .Annual  Meeting  for  4 years:  Secretary  of  Campus  Ministry,  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Per.sonnel,  Secretary  of  Program  Materials,  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  and  Secretary  of  Supply  Work.  In  order  to  bring  the  pattern  of  election  in  line 
with  elections  in  the  By-Laws,  the  Treasurer  in  1966  will  be  elected  for  2 years. 

Alexandria  District  Advisory  Committee:  In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  McSween,  chair- 
man, Mrs.  Dameron  reported  on  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  from  work 
in  the  .Alexandria  district,  thus  closing  the  work  of  the  committee  for  the  present. 

Places  of  Meeting:  Mrs.  James  reported  that  an  invitation  had  been  extended  for 
the  .Annual  Meeting  of  1967  from  First  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles.  The  invita- 
tion was  warmly  receired  and  a suggested  date  of  March  1.8  was  made  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  1967  meeting. 

The  time  of  8:45  a.m.  was  .set  for  the  reconvening  of  the  executive  committee  on 
Wedne.sday  morning.  The  Tuesday  evening  .session  was  adjourned  at  10:00  p.m., 
after  a closing  prayer  by  Mrs.  McCammon. 

Wednesday,  Gctolrer  14,  1965 

Lhe  devotional  Wedne.sday  morning  was  presented  in  an  original  panel  form, 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  James.  The  theme,  “Peace  and  .Serenity,”  was  developed 
by  panel  members  Mesdames  McGow'an,  Kelley,  Ellis  and  Trice.  A beautiful  solo. 
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sung  by  Mrs.  Fay  Thornton,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton  at  the  organ, 
highlighted  the  presentation  of  this  very  effective  devotional. 

Committee  on  Finance:  Mrs.  Kavanaugh  read  the  proposed  budget  for  1966-67, 
showing  an  increase  over  that  of  1965-66  of  $340.00,  representing  $42.30  increase  per 
district.  This  would  be  divided  between  the  Guild  ($7.00  per  district)  and  the 
Woman’s  Society  ($35.00  per  district).  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  the  adoption  (as  printed 
below).  Motion  passed.

Motion 
passed. 

4.  That  a conference-wide  one-day  training  school  for  district  officers  and  sec- 
retaries shall  be  held  annually,  if  finances  permit,  beginning  in  the  1963-66 
conference  year.  .Mrs.  Trice  moved  that  this  be  amended  to  read  “With  ref- 
erence to  Standing  Rule  28.  p.  107,  25th  Annual  Report.  Louisiana  Gonfcrcnce 
Woman's  Society  of  Ghristian  .Service,  it  is  recommended  tliat  a conference- 
wide  . . .’’  Motion  passed.  Mrs.  Gallalicr  movctl  that  tlie  recommendation 
be  adopted  as  amended.  Motion  passed. 
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5.  That  with  reference  to  Standing  Rule  6,  Standing  Rules  for  the  Local  So- 
cieties, p.  13,  2,'ith  Annual  Report,  and  with  reference  to  Article  V,  By-Laws 
of  the  District  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  p.  109,  25th  Annual 
Report,  the  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  not  less  than  15  cents 
and  not  more  than  25  cents  for  district  cultivation,  the  exact  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  district  committee  on  finance.  Mrs.  Kavanaugh  moved 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation.  Motion  passed.

7.  That  we  allow  expenses  for  the  Conference  Vice-President  to  attend  the 
Workshop  on  Worship  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  in  April,  1966.  Mrs.  Gallaher 
moved  its  adoption.  Motion  passed. 

8.  That  we  allow  the  expenses  for  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel and  Secretary  for  Campus  Ministry  to  attend  a Pilot  Project  on 
Christian  Vocations,  to  be  held  in  Ardmore,  Oklahoma,  November  30  through 
December  1,  1965.  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  its  adoption.  Motion  passed. 

9.  That  we  pay  travel  expenses  for  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  who  attend  the  Bi- 
Racia!  Day  Apart  in  Baton  Rouge,  November  3,  1965.  Each  person  attending 
shall  pay  for  her  lunch.  Mrs.  Trice  moved  that  the  word  “Inter] iirisdiction” 
be  substituted  for  “Bi-Radal.”  Motion  passed.  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  the 
recommendation  be  adopted  as  amended.

Motion  passed. 

c.  That  local  Societies  and  Guilds  be  requested  to  include  a supplementary 
gift  for  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  in  their  budgets  for  1966-67.  The  amount 
to  be  determined  by  each  local  group.  The  total  recommendation,  on  motion 
from  Mrs.  Gallaher,  was  adopted  as  amended. 

11.  That  we  refer  the  matter  of  bank  signatures  of  the  district  treasurers  and 
district  presidents  for  study  to  a special  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
conference  president  and  to  report  not  later  than  the  Spring  Executive  Com- 
mittee meeting.  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  its  adoption.  Motion  passed. 

12.  That  .?400  from  the  Recruitment  Fund  be  used  to  help  finance  the  1966  youth 
tour  for  missions.  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  its  adoption.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  Jack  Dolan,  local  chairman  on  arrangements  of  the  Henning  Memorial 
Church,  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Dameron  to  the  group. 

The  meeting  recessed  for  a coffee  break. 

A long-distance  call  came  during  the  recess  for  Mrs.  Dameron,  Mrs.  Moiiton  and 
the  Executive  Committee  from  Mrs.  Edna  (Robley)  Davis,  former  Conference  officer, 
to  let  the  committee  know  that  her  love  and  prayers  were  with  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Dameron  appointed  as  committee  members  to  study  the  matter  of  signa- 
tures on  the  district  treasurers’  bank  forms  Mesdames  Gallaher,  Kavanaugh,  Rich- 
ardson, Ratliff,  and  McSween.  .She  also  appointed  a committee  to  study  plans  for 
the  training  day  for  district  officers,  the  members  to  be  Mesdames  McCammon,  chair- 
man, Thomas,  Aycock,  and  Clayton. 

Mrs.  Trice  moved  that  the  date  for  a one-day  officers’  training  meeting  to  be 
set  for  Wednesday,  April  27,  First  Church,  Alexanclria.  A noon  meal  will  be  served, 
not  to  exceed  $1.00.  Motion  passed. 
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Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws:  Mrs.  McGowan  presented  changes  to 
l)e  considered  by  the  Executive  Committee  without  adoption.  .\  vote  will  be  taken 
at  (he  Annual  Meeting  in  March. 

Louisiana  Methodist  and  Comment  Series:  Mrs.  Dameron  said  that  Mrs.  Knox 
of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  had  been  most  helpful  about  the  Woman’s  .Society  ma- 
terial in  the  paper.  Mrs.  Knox  did  suggest  that  the  Conference  Guild  Chairman,  as 
well  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Guild  be  included  in  the  “Comment”  series.  She  also 
indicated  that  the  paper  would  like  to  receive  more  news  of  the  districts.  Mrs.  Dam- 
cron  asked  that  Mrs.  Ellis  work  out  another  series  to  take  care  of  the  articles  in 
the  Louisiana  Methodist  that  would  run  through  the  Spring  of  1966. 

Mrs.  Howe  moved  that  the  president  appoint  a committee  to  study  the  best 
uses  that  can  be  made  by  tbe  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Guild  of  the  various  news 
media  available  to  us.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  Dameron  announced  that  Nancy  Tebow  had  accepted  the  responsibility  for 
keeping  the  Membership  Book.  Mrs.  Thomas  moved  that  a note  be  written  to  Mrs. 
Tebow,  thanking  her  for  accepting  this  task. 

The  need  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  a historian  was  pointed  out  by  Mrs. 
Dameron. 

The  morning  session  was  adjourned  for  lunch,  served  at  the  Henning  Memorial 
Church  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  Vinton  Methodist  Church.  The  Rev.  James 
Poole,  pastor  of  the  Vinton  church,  led  the  group  in  prayer  before  the  meal.  Since 
the  president  of  their  society,  Mrs.  James  Poole,  could  not  be  present,  Mrs.  Gerald 
Cormier  served  in  her  place. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  session,  Mrs.  Dameron  appointed  as  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  on  news  media  Mesdames  Trice  and  Howe,  with  Miss  Georgia 
Dailey  as  consultant. 

Louisiana  Conference  News:  Mrs.  McGowan  reported  on  a meeting  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Guild  held  just  prior  to  the  mid  year  meeting. 
At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  recommend  that  four  copies  a year  be  published, 
with  the  January  issue  to  promote  the  Annual  Meeting  and  the  June  is.sue  to  promote 
the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  The  other  two  issues  would  promote  various  phases 
of  the  work.  The  format  would  include  8 sheets  of  two  columns  to  a page.  The 
Guild  has  already  started  taking  subscriptions  of  $1.00  per  year. 

The  staff  will  include  Mrs.  Howe  as  editor  with  Mrs.  McCammon  gathering 
material  for  the  Woman’s  Society  and  Miss  Mildred  Evans,  the  Guild.  Mrs.  ^V.  B. 
Gardner  will  secure  subscriptions  from  the  Woman’s  .Society.  The  former  Woman’s 
Society  editors  of  the  Louisiana  News  will  gather  the  fVoman’s  .Society  news  for  the 
Woman’s  Society  for  the  Januaury  issue,  while  Mrs.  Howe  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
actual  printing.  Mrs.  McGowan  propo.sed  the  name  of  Christian  Service  Times  as  the 
new  publication  name.  Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mend this  name  to  the  publication  committee.  Motion  passed.  With  reference  to  the 
securing  of  subscriptions  to  the  paper,  Mrs.  Gardner,  new  circulation  manager,  sug- 
gested that  promotion  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  districts,  as  well  as  in  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

Mrs.  Thomas  moved  that  the  subscription  campaign  be  launched  with  the  .Annual 
Meeting  in  March,  the  subscription  year  to  coincide  with  that  of  the  Guild  subscrip- 
tion year.  Motion  passed.  Attention  was  called  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  the  lists 
of  new  officers  in  the  local  societies  immediately  upon  election. 

Mrs.  Thomas  moved  that  the  district  recording  secretaries  and  the  district  presi- 
dents cooperate  in  preparing  correct  lists  of  district  and  local  officers  for  the  Annual 
Report.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  Seegers  moved  that  the  recommendations  be  sent  again  in  advance  to  the 
local  societies.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  I rice  moved  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Conference  officers  be  received 
by  a committee  on  recommendations  who  would  condense  the  materials  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  societies  would  receive  the  recommendations  in  advance  of  the 
.\nnual  Meeting  in  the  following  form: 

1.  A statement  of  the  recommendations  which  all  officers  hold  in  common. 
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2.  Those  recommendations  which  deal  with  each  specific  officer  and  secretary 
of  line  of  work  be  included  under  that  area  of  work.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  value  of  recom- 
mendations in  the  Louisiana  conference  by  the  mid-year  executive  meeting  in  1966. 
Motion  passed. 

The  afternoon  session  recessed  for  a coffee  break. 

Mrs.  Dameron  told  the  committee  of  her  plans  to  be  out  of  the  state  in  the 
month  of  December,  visiting  her  son  and  his  family.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency, 
she  can  be  reached  in  care  of  Dr.  George  Dameron,  501  46th  Avenue  South,  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida. 

The  following  committee  appointments  were  made  by  Mrs.  Dameron:  Committee 
on  Recommendations  for  1966:  the  recording  secretary  and  the  conference  president; 
the  Committee  to  Study  the  Value  of  Recommendations;  Mrs.  Gardner,  chairman; 
Mrs.  Dean,  and  Mrs.  Clayton. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  read  Article  IV,  Section  6 of  the  By-Laws  with-  ref- 
erence to  the  election  of  a delegate  six  months  before  the  Assembly.  Mrs.  Clayton 
was  elected  to  serve  as  the  delegate  with  the  president.  Alternates  named  were  Mrs. 
Dean  and  Mrs.  Gardner.  .Some  of  the  districts  reported  that  their  delegates  had 
already  been  named. 

Mrs.  Robards  volunteered  to  secure  information  concerning  various  prices  on 
transportation  to  Portland,  Oregon,  for  the  Assembly. 

Mrs.  Dameron  presented  the  matter  of  the  "Charter  of  Racial  Policies”  which, 
she  felt,  should  be  considered  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  this  time  and  not  to  be 
left  for  an  incoming  administration.  The  recording  secretary  was  asked  to  read  the 
Charter  in  its  entirety.  Mrs.  Dameron  pointed  out  that  the  committee  would  recog- 
nize that  many  of  the  points  had  already  been  implemented  throughout  the  Church. 
The  vote  was  to  be  balloted  only  by  the  voting  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
(conference  officers  and  the  president  of  each  district).  The  vote  was,  as  Mrs.  Dam- 
eron explained,  not  to  involve  the  local  society  or  district  of  those  voting.  Mrs. 
Reich  and  Mrs.  Spencer  acted  as  tellers  and  brought  in  the  count  of  the  ballots  to 
read:  13  for  the  ratification  and  8 opposed. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reported  receiving  information  through  Mrs.  Laskey  of  a sugges- 
tion of  a press  room  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  This  would  facilitate  the  dissemination 
of  vital  information  at  that  time.  There  are  plans  also  to  hold  a conference  on  public 
relations,  set  up  on  a regional  basis,  to  which  representatives  would  be  sent  at  the 
expense  of  the  individual  conference.  Mrs.  Dameron  was  instructed  to  write  the 
Division,  indicating  the  interest  of  this  conference  in  the  Department  of  News  Serv- 
ice’s suggestions. 

Conference  Historian 

Mrs.  Coffee,  president  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  Mrs.  Dameron  explained, 
has  urged  that  each  conference  have  a historian  or  a historical  committee.  Mrs. 
Thomas  moved  the  office  of  Historian  be  created  for  the  Louisiana  Conference,  and 
that  such  a person  be  named  by  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  to  be  a mem- 
ber of  this  body.  Motion  passed. 

Inter-Jurisdiction  Day  Apart.  Mrs.  McGowan  reported  on  the  plans  for  this  day, 
to  be  called  “A  School  of  Prayer  for  a Life  of  Commitment,”  to  meet  in  Baton 
Rouge,  November  3,  1965,  at  the  William  B.  Reily  University  Methodist  Church. 
Elton  Trueblood’s  Company  of  the  Committed  will  be  used  for  much  of  the  material. 
Mrs.  Dameron  asked  for  an  indication  of  those  who  would  be  present  for  this  day. 

In  addition  to  the  balloting  for  new  officers  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  Mrs.  Dam- 
eron pointed  out  that  an  alternate  delegate  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society  meeting  will 
have  to  be  elected. 

Disposition  of  File  and  Typewriter.  Mrs.  Dameron  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  group  the  necessity  of  disposing  of  the  file  and  the  typewriter  which  had  been 
used  by  the  former  Church  and  Community  Worker.  After  discussion,  Mrs.  Scheffer 
offered  to  obtain  the  articles  in  her  station  wagon,  bring  them  to  Pineville  to-  Mrs. 
Dameron’s  home.  Mrs.  Dean,  conference  secretary  of  missionary  education  can  make 
use  of  the  file,  while  Mrs.  Gallaher,  treasurer,  can  use  the  typewriter. 
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Mrs.  Clayton  requested  that  each  district  president  and  secretary  of  membership 
cultivation  make  a survey  of  causes  for  the  loss  in  membership  in  the  Woman’s 

■Society  and  the  Guild  by  May  5.  Mrs.  Dameron  suggested  that  persttnal  contact 

with  members  and  societies  wherever  such  losses  exist  would  be  helpful.  She  further 
added  that  perhaps  controversial  issues,  greater  employment  of  women,  and  rural 

migration  might  be  contributing  factors  to  these  losses,  but  that  she  thought  the 

Woman’s  Division  should  be  asked  for  help  in  finding  a solution. 

Report  of  the  Institutions:  Before  hearing  from  the  institutions,  Mrs.  Dameron 
reminded  the  group  of  Standing  Rule  25,  which  set  up  a district  committee  to  visit 
institutions  within  the  bounds  of  each  district. 

Business  Girls’  Inn:  Mrs.  Snell ing  reported  briefly  on  the  new  set  of  rules  which 
are  being  set  for  the  girls.  She  also  told  of  plans  to  change  the  name  of  the 
institution. 

Wesley  Foundation,  Louisiana  Tech:  Mrs.  Aycock  reported  on  the  enthusiastic 
response  the  students  have  given  to  the  program,  with  as  many  as  164  attending 
a sing  vesper  service.  She  also  said  that  work  is  being  done  to  relate  the  IVesley 
Foundation  to  the  local  societies. 

Wesley  Foundation,  Northeastern:  Plans  have  been  worked  out  for  a Day  on 
Campus  which  has  given  local  women  a greater  contact  with  the  university 
world,  it  was  reported  by  Mrs.  Howe. 

The  afternoon  session  was  adjourned  to  meet  following  dinner. 

Dinner  was  served  at  the  Wesley  Methodist  Church  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
women  of  that  church.  Mrs.  Arthur  Hoffpauir,  vice-president  of  that  church’s  IV’oman’s 
Society,  w'as  in  charge  and  introduced  the  memhers  of  her  committee,  following  the 
blessing,  given  by  the  Rev.  Dan  Tohline,  pastor. 

Following  the  fine  dinner,  the  committee  went  into  the  sanctuary  where  the 
Rev.  Tohline,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Tohline  at  the  organ,  led  in  a spiritually  stimu- 
lating song  service,  using  .songs  from  the  new  Methodist  hymnal,  which  is  to  he 
available  in  1966. 

Committee  on  Journal:  Mrs.  Reich  reported  that  the  minutes  had  been  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  good  order. 

Committee  on  Resolutions:  Mrs.  Ratliff  read  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
adopted  by  a rising  vote  in  appreciation:

Southwestern  University:  Mrs.  Thomas  reported  that  the  Wesley  Foundation  had 
a fine  summer  program  this  year.  New  problems,  however,  will  arise  in  working  with 
the  freshmen  on  the  New  Iberia  campus. 

Sager-Brown:  Mrs.  Dameron  reported  that  several  on  the  Board  went  for  the 
dedication  of  the  new  building.  The  next  construction  will  be  that  of  a new  cafe- 
teria and  administration  building.  Excellent  teaching  is  being  done  there  for  a 
culturally  deprived  children. 

MacDonell  Methodist  Center:  Mrs.  McCamnion  reported  that  the  campus  came 
through  the  recent  hurricane  with  a minimum  of  damage.  It  is  hoped  that  new  build- 
ings will  be  built  through  the  National  Division  of  Missions.  The  problem  of  dealing 
with  emotionally  disturbed  children  continues  to  be  a great  one. 

Dulac:  A new  54-passenger  bus  has  been  authorized  and  a new  home  is  to  be 
built  for  the  director. 

St.  Marks:  Mrs.  Gallaher  reported  that  150  refugees  were  housed  in  St.  Marks 
during  the  hurricane.  Miss  Daves  will  retire  December  31.  A new  athletic  director 
has  been  employed  and  Miss  Jean  Wineinger  is  one  of  the  new  workers.  A program 
of  upgrading  adults,  as  well  as  two  evening  classes  for  Cuban  refugees,  is  being  con- 
ducted. 

Cooperative  Meetings  and  Plans:  Mrs.  Dameron  reported  on  meeting  with  the 
Area  Council. 

Mrs.  Gardner  reported  on  meeting  with  the  Louisiana  Organization  for  State 
Legislation  in  March  and  found  it  a most  informative  and  interesting  group.  Although 
she  was  unable  to  attend  the  June  session,  some  helpful  information  concerning  legis- 
lation came  out  of  the  meeting.  With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Hotalen,  chairman  of 
the  conference  committee  on  legislation,  copies  of  the  minutes  were  mailed  to  each 
of  the  district  secretaries. 

Mrs.  Mouton  reported  on  the  work  with  the  United  Church  Women  with  which 
she  and  Mrs.  Gardner  work  as  representatives  of  the  conference  Woman’s  Society. 
She  lifted  up  a very  helpful  booklet  on  “The  Picture  Story  of  the  United  Church 
Women,”  which  may  be  secured  from  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
the  US.\,  475  Riverside  Drive,  New  York,  N.  Y.  10027.  She  pointed  out  how  impor- 
tant it  is  to  the  ecumenical  church  movement  for  the  women  to  participate  in  the 
United  Church  Women. 

Mrs.  Mouton  also  reported  on  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  She  reported  on  the  plans  for  a new  building  as 
the  headquarters.  The  Foundation  finds  a great  demand  for  another  worker  in  the 
field  of  alcohol.  She  reminded  the  group  of  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Conference 
which  asks  for  2bt  per  member  to  help  secure  such  a worker.  The  Rev.  Mark  Lower, 
she  added,  will  speak  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March. 

Mrs.  Dameron  closed  the  mid-year  meeting  by  reading  the  words  of  the  hymn, 
“Jesus,  Lord,  We  Look  to  Thee,”  as  most  appropriate  for  the  conclusion  of  the  ses- 
sion.

Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Secretary  of  the  ^V’esIeyan  Service  Guild,  was  recognized,  and 
expressed  appreciation  for  her  attendance  at  the  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

Mrs.  James  announced  that  the  time  apart  for  the  Executive  Committee  would 
be  on  Tuesday  at  11  a.m.  and  that  the  doors  would  be  closed  promptly  at  II,  thus 
insuring  a quiet  time  for  the  meditation  to  follow. 

Minutes  of  the  Administrative  Committee  were  read  with  regard  to  the  sending

S. C.  The  action  to  send  observers  w'as  approved. 

Corrections  of  the  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  minutes  were  offered  in  the 
deleting  of  the  reference  to  the  By-laws  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Mrs.  Dameron  announced  the  appointment  of  necessary  committees,  and  the 
appointments  were  read  by  the  Secretary  as  follows:  Journal:  Mesdames  Robert  Reich 
and  George  Thomas,  assisted  by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycock;  Courtesies:  Mesdames  S.  A.  See- 
gers, L.  C.  Aycock,  and  J.  B.  Kelley;  Resolutions  and  Petitions:  Mesdames  Charles  H. 
Giessen,  Garland  Dean,  and  R.  R.  Cahal;  Tellers:  Mrs.  George  Thomas,  chairman, 
who  announced  the  distributing  and  counting  tellers.  These  tellers  will  meet  Tuesday 
night  at  conclusion  of  the  program  at  the  Capital  House.  Each  district  president 
was  asked  to  name  an  alternate  for  the  tellers  from  her  district. 

Mrs.  Dameron  announced  that  at  the  evening  session  of  the  Executive  Committee 
she  would  play  a record  of  excerpts  from  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. She  also  announced  that  Mrs.  Laskey  would  be  unable  to  attend  any  of  the 
Executive  Committee  sessions,  due  to  the  illness  of  her  husband,  but  she  hoped  to 
be  able  to  attend  some  later  sessions  of  the  .Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Howe  announced  that  placemats  have  been  especially  printed  for  use  at 
I he  Annual  Meeting  luncheon.  These  will  be  available  for  district  Annual  Meetings. 

Mrs.  Giessen  reported  on  progress  being  made  in  the  South  Central  Juri.sdiction. 
Eight  conferences,  including  Louisiana,  have  reported  membership  gains.  Lists  of 
leadership  persons  have  been  prepared  for  the  Juri.sdiction  to  be  used  in  the  School 
of  Missions,  Retreats,  and  in  Schools  of  Prayer.  She  also  announced  that  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  will  meet  at  the  Assembly  in  Portland,  Oregon,  May  11,  at  the 
Sheraton  Motor  Inn. 

The  session  adjourned  for  lunch,  served  by  the  nine  circles  of  the  Reily  Memo- 
rial University  Methodist  Woman’s  Society.  Mrs.  yv'illiam  H.  Patrick  was  chairman 
of  the  event.  Paper  poppies  and  roses,  made  by  Mrs.  Bentley  Sloane,  wife  of  the 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  gave  the  luncheon  tables  a 
festive  air. 

The  afternoon  session  convened  at  1;30.  Mrs.  Dean  moved  that  the  District 
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Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  be  included  in  the  committee  for  visit- 
ing home  institutions  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  and  that  the  duties  be  broad- 
ened to  keep  in  touch  with  the  workers.  Motion  carried.  It  was  then  referred  to 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  with  reference  to  Standing  Rule  No.  25. 

Mrs.  Dameron  asked  Mrs.  Dean  to  explore  the  possibility  of  itinerating  certain 
delegates  coming  to  the  General  Conference  in  Chicago  in  November,  1966,  working 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kenneth  Rorie.  Mrs.  Watson  moved  that  if  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rorie 
were  interested  possibilities  of  a cooperative  program  be  investigated,  the  date  con- 
tingent on  the  date  set  for  Mid-year  Executive  Committee.  The  motion  was  carried. 
The  date  of  Nov.  11-20  was  cho.sen  as  preferable. 

At  this  point,  the  president  presented  a letter  from  Mrs.  George  Tigner,  Jr., 
president  of  the  Homer  Woman’s  Society,  inviting  the  Mid-year  session  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  meet  in  Homer  either  the  second  or  third  week  of  October. 

Mrs.  Dean  presented  a detailed  and  provocative  proposal  for  the  new  “Com- 
mittees of  Mission  Studies”  and  suggestions  for  "Gift  from  Study.” 

Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  thanked  the  Woman’s 
.Society  for  the  cooperation  given  her  during  the  four  years  she  served  as  Secretary. 
She  also  gave  a brief  resume  of  the  Conference  Guild  Week-end  just  concluded,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  the  new  Secretary,  Miss  Mildred  Evans,  would  receive  the 
.same  fine  cooperation. 

Mrs.  Ellis,  Secretary  of  Program  Materials,  called  attention  to  the  1966  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church,  explaining  that  suggestions  for 
the  use  of  it  would  be  printed  in  the  May  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman. 

Mrs.  Mouton,  chairman  of  this  year’s  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  called 
attention  to  several  items  of  particular  interest.  The  local  committee  has  provided 
name  tags  with  different  colors  of  ribbons,  designating  Conference  officers,  regular 
delegates,  etc.  She  urged  that  the  evaluation  sheets  be  filled  out  early  and  left  with 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  the  event  of  having  to  leave.  Mrs.  James  will  process  the 
questions  from  the  Question  Box  on  Tuesday  evening  for  the  Wednesday  program. 

Mrs.  Dameron  read  a procedure  for  going  to  and  leaving  the  platform  during 
the  sessions.  She  further  explained  the  election  procedures  for  electing  the  Conference 
Officers  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Conference.  The  Recording  Secre- 
tary will  first  read  Standing  Rule  3 of  the  By-laws  explaining  those  eligible  to  vote. 
Then  the  bar  of  the  Conference  will  be  established.  Following  this  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  will  give  its  report. 

Mrs.  Watson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  presented  the  names 
of  the  nominees,  as  well  as  pointing  out  those  officers  who  will  be  elected  in  1968. 
Mrs.  Thomas  moved  a vote  of  appreciation  be  given  to  Mrs.  Watson  and  the  com- 
mittee for  the  excellent  work  done.  It  was  done  by  common  consent. 

Mrs.  Gardner  reported  on  the  Committee  to  Study  Recommendations.  The  Com- 
mittee decided  to  work  on  the  problems  at  the  local  level.  A questionnaire  will  be 
sent  to  the  president  of  the  local  societies,  trying  to  evaluate  the  use  of  the  recom- 
mendations in  the  local  societies.  These  will  be  returned  by  May  5,  1966. 

Mrs.  Clayton  reported  on  the  Committee  on  membership— Gains  and  Losses. 
She  said  that  the  numbers  reported  for  membership  necessitate  accurate  rolls  checked 
by  the  president,  membership  committee,  and  the  recording  secretary.  The  need  for 
personal  contact  was  pointed  out  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  saying  that  no  magic  nor  any 
gimmick  can  be  substituted.  Mrs.  Clayton  presented  a suggestion  being  made  through- 
out the  jurisdiction  for  the  local  societies  whereby  the  name  of  an  individual  is  given 
to  three  people  for  nurturing,  even  though  they  do  not  join  a .society. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  chairman,  Mrs.  Thomas  reported  for 
the  Committee  on  District  Officers  Training.  The  time  has  been  set  for  April  20, 
9:30-3:00,  in  Pineville.  The  Committee  .suggested  that  the  work  of  the  zone  leaders 
be  discu.ssed  in  the  group  with  the  presidents.  The  Conference  officers  will  write  the 
corresponding  District  officer.  At  noon  of  that  day  the  district  officers  will  meet  by 
districts.  After  much  discussion,  Mrs.  Howe  moved  that  the  zone  leaders  be  included 
in  the  day’s  training  with  a separate  leader  for  them.  Motion  carried. 

With  regard  to  the  committee  appointed  to  study  the  proper  signatures  to  be 
included  on  the  bank  signature  cards  Ity  the  district  treasurers,  Mrs.  Gallaher  re- 
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ported  that  provision  had  been  made  for  signing  checks,  in  the  event  of  tlie  disaldlity 
of  the  treasurer,  in  1959,  and  is  now  being  made  into  a Standing  Rule  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-laws.  She  pointed  out  that  where  an  individual  bank 

requires  a second  signature,  both  persons  will  have  to  be  bonded. 

Miss  Daily  of  Methodist  Information,  with  regard  to  the  Committee  on  News 
Media,  reported  that  a Methodist  Information  person  will  be  named  for  each  dis- 
trict. She  further  recommended  that  the  Woman’s  .Society  have  a representative  on 
the  Director’s  District  committee.  She  is  planning  to  organize  workshops  for  each 
district. 

Mrs.  McGowan,  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  McSween,  reported  for  the  Committee 
of  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  reading  the  recommended  changes.  The  inclusion  of 
Rule  30,  with  regard  to  bank  signatures,  was  accepted.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Trice 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  with  the  changes  indicated  be  accepted.  Motion 
carried.  Mrs.  Dameron  pointed  out  that  many  changes  are  being  made  simply  to 
bring  the  Conference  By-laws  in  line  with  changes  being  made  bv  the  Woman’s 
Division.

(a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  president,  vice- 
president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership 
cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual  life  culti- 
vation, Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  com- 
mittee shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

(b)  The  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  a program  of  information 
and  inspiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society.

Amend  SECTION  1 , paragraphs  two,  three  and  four  to  read: 

The  officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years. 
No  officer  or  secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  years. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  following  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium:  a president,  a secre- 
tary for  campus  ministry,  a secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  a secretary  of  program 
materials,  a secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation,  a secretary  of  supply  work. 

.■Xt  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  following 
shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of 
Christian  social  relations,  a secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  a secretarv  of  mis- 
sionary education  and  service. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

Amend  RULE  19,  page  106,  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  to  read: 

When  persons  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned  as  Deaconesses 
or  Missionaries,  a gift  of  $2,5.00  shall  be  presented  them  and  a Special  Membership 
given  in  their  honor. 

Amend  RULE  21,  page  106,  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  by  deleting 
in  the  quadrennial  pattern. 
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Amend  RULE  28,  page  107,  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  to  read: 

A conference-wide  one  day  training  school  for  district  officers  and  secretaries  shall 
be  held  each  year  beginning  in  1965-1966. 

RULE  30  (new) 

That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Society,  District 
Society,  or  Conference  Society,  or  the  disability  of  such  Treasurer  to  the  extent  that 
she  is  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  the  President  of  the  Local  Society, 
District  Society  or  Conference  Society  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Admin- 
istrative Committee  of  said  Society  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  said 
Society.

(a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  president,  vice- 
president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership 
cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual  life  cultiva- 
tion, Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  committee 
shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

(b)  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  a program  of  information 
and  inspiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  District  Society. 


ARTICLE  IV-Elections 

Amend  SECTION  1,  paragraph  2,  Page  108,  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  RE- 
PORT, to  read: 

District  officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two  years,  with  the 
privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office.  No  officer  or  sec- 
retary shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  years.  One  year  or 
more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a fidi  term,  with  the  privilege  of  re- 
election.

The  treasurer  of  each  local  .Society  shall  send  a copy  of  the  total  budget  to  the 
district  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15.  The  budget  shall  include  an  amount  not 
less  than  fifteen  cents  (15^)  nor  more  than  twenty-five  cents  (25<?)  per  member  for 
district  cultivation,  amount  to  be  determined  by  district  committee  on  Finance. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Manis  read  the  recommendations  of  liie  Finance  Committee  as  follows; 

I.  Thai  the  Wednesday  night  offering  of  this  Annual  Meeting  and  special 
amounts  received  from  local  Guilds  and  Societies  he  sent  to  the  7th  .^.ssembly  Special 
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Offering,  which  is  to  he  used  to  increase  pensions  for  retired  Missionaries  and 
Deaconnesses. 

2.  That  the  Conference  Society  allow  expense  for  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  to  Jurisdictional  Missionary  Conference,  Mt.  Se- 
Cjuoyah,  August  1-4,  1966. 

3.  That  we  recommend  to  each  District  Society  that  they  allow  expense  for 
the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  to  the  Jurisdictional  Missionary 
Conference,  Mt.  Sequoyah,  August  1-4,  1966,  and  that,  if  needed,  each  District’s  ex- 
pense will  be  supplemented  by  the  Conference  Society  in  an  amount  up  to  $15.00. 

4.  That  the  Conference  Society,  as  a courte.sy,  pay  for  lunches  of  all  retired 
and  active  workers  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  who  attend  the  Jurisdiction  meeting 
preceding  the  7th  Assembly. 

5.  That  we  instruct  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  to  have  bound  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Society  Annual  Reports  for  the  quadrennium  1962-1966. 

6.  That  $150.00  be  allowed  for  Conference  Officers’  Orientation  Day. 

7.  That  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Missions  be  reimbursed  $50.00  toward 
the  expense  of  Louisiana  delegates  to  the  Methodist  Convocation  on  Urban  Life  re- 
cently held  in  Chicago,  Illinois. 

8.  That  the  Conference  Society  assist  with  the  expense,  $50.00  each,  of  two  col- 
lege students  to  the  Missionary  Conference,  Mt.  Sequoyah,  August  1-4,  1966.  This 
amount  is  to  be  taken  from  the  Recruitment  Fund. 

9.  That  the  expense  of  two  cars  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of 
Christian  Mission  be  paid  by  the  Conference  for  the  year  1966-67.  Each  car  is  ex- 
pected to  accommodate  four  district  officers  or  to  be  filled  according  to  Standing 
Rule  # 14,  page  106,  25th  Annual  Report. 

Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  recommendations.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Dean  was  asked  to  coordinate  a travel  plan  for  the  young  people,  as  well 
as  the  Dictrict  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education,  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
at  Mt.  Sequoyah. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  after  the  dinner  hour. 

Dinner  was  served  at  the  home  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  Superintendent  and 
his  wife.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bentley  Sloane,  by  the  Baton  Rouge  District  officers.  Special 
guests  were  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Aubrey  G.  Walton.  Following  the  dinner  hour,  Mrs. 
Dameron  was  led  on  a treasure  hunt.  The  treasure,  when  found,  was  a love  gift 
from  the  Executive  Committee  for  her  trip  with  Brother  Dameron  to  the  World 
Methodist  Conference,  meeting  in  London,  .August  1966,  to  which  she  is  an  official 
delegate. 

Committee  on  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Mrs.  Howe  gave  a brief  resume  on 
some  of  the  features  of  the  1966  School.  Special  interest  groups  this  year  will  include 
those  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  planning  for  Church-wide  mission  study, 
the  inclusive  church,  and  self-study.  On  two  days,  time  will  be  given  for  Officer 
Responsibility  Groups,  conducted  by  Conference  officers.  Thursday  of  the  week  will 
have  a session  for  the  Conference  and  District  officers  to  plan  for  the  District  Work- 
shops. All  others  will  meet  with  Mrs.  Gallaher  for  an  hour  on  meeting  the  financial 
needs  in  the  local  societies.  Help  will  be  given  in  the  application  groups  on  how  to 
to  teach  in  the  local  .societies,  and  Mrs.  Dean  will  work  with  a group  on  how  to 
plan  a mission  study  on  the  local  level.  There  will  be  a Platform  Committee  to  be 
composed  of  the  district  presidents. 

Committee  on  Annual  Report.  Mrs.  Trice  reported  on  suggestions  that  had  been 
made  in  the  committee  with  regard  to  the  26th  Report.  It  was  suggested  that  those 
who  serve  on  the  executive  committee,  but  who  are  not  officers,  such  as  chairmen 
of  committees,  be  listed  with  their  addresses  along  with  the  committee.  Other  items 
included  a decision  to  keep  the  spiral  bindings  for  use  of  the  officers;  sending  copies 
of  the  Report  to  all  Conference  board  chairmen  and  a copy  to  the  president  of  the 
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Central  Jurisdiction;  limiting  the  number  of  words  for  reports  of  the  officers  to  200 
words;  asking  the  Secretary  of  the  Guild  to  make  an  introduction  to  the  reports  of 
the  Guild;  working  on  the  use  of  an  index. 

Committee  on  Tours.  Mrs.  John  Oldham,  tour  director  of  the  1965  tour,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  the  Conference  for  the  opportunity  she  and  her  husband  had 
in  conducting  the  mission  tour.  She  told  of  a recent  reunion  at  Camp  Brewer  of  the 
young  people  who  had  been  in  the  tours  at  which  many  gave  testimony  of  the 
Christian  experience  that  had  been  theirs  to  learn  about  the  whole  church. 

In  comparison  to  the  32  who  went  on  the  first  tour,  two  buses  could  have  been 
filled  on  last  year’s  tour.  The  1966  tour  has  been  planned  to  go  to  Chicago  via 
Nashville,  returning  by  the  way  of  Missouri,  using  Trailway  bus.  The  dates  will  be 
July  18-30.  The  cost  of  the  tour  will  be  $85.00  per  person. 

Christian  Service  Times.  Mrs.  Howe  and  Mrs.  Gardner  reported  on  this  new 
publication,  saying  that  the  next  issue  will  have  to  be  later  than  planned  in  order 
to  include  material  on  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Mrs.  Gardner  has  had  posters 
made  to  be  used  for  publicity  at  the  District  Annual  Meetings.  1200  copies  were 
mailed  out  for  the  first  issue,  but  she  asked  that  special  attention  be  given  to  correct 
addresses  and  the  inclusion  of  zip  codes  in  order  that  the  mailings  reach  the  sub- 
scribers. 

Mrs.  Dameron  pointed  out  that  the  names  of  the  alternate  and  regular  delegates 
to  the  Assembly  have  to  be  in  by  April  1.  At  the  fall  meeting  Mesdames  Dean  and 
Gardner  were  elected  alternates  from  the  Conference.  A ballot  was  taken  to  see  which 
should  be  designated  first  and  second  alternate.  Gladys  Dean  was  voted  first  and 
Mary  Ellen  Gardner  second. 

Mrs.  Dameron  asked  what  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  invitation  from 
the  Homer  society  to  have  the  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  to  meet  with  them. 
Miss  Tyler  moved  that  the  invitation  be  accepted.  Motion  passed.  Mrs.  Gardner 
moved  that  the  week  of  October  11th  be  set  as  the  date.  Motion  passed.  The  dates 
set  for  the  meeting  were  October  11-13,  1966. 

Mrs.  Dameron  announced  that  the  state  meeting  of  the  United  Church  Women 
would  convene  in  Monroe,  March  31-April  1.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  Mrs.  Mouton 
is  the  regular  delegate.  A vote  was  taken  and  Mrs.  Lucille  Goodwin  was  elected  as 
the  second  delegate. 

Miss  Tyler  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  confirm  the  election  of  Miss 
Mildred  Evans  as  the  new  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Motion  passed. 

Special  Reports.  Mrs.  Ellis  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  conference  for  Secre- 
taries of  Program  Materials  in  November  in  Cincinnati.  83  secretaries  were  present 
for  what  she  felt  to  be  a worthwhile  meeting. 

Mrs.  Gardner  reported  on  attending  the  Churchman’s  Seminar  in  Washington, 
at  which  time  they  were  briefed  by  government  men  from  the  State  Department, 
attended  Senate  hearings,  etc.  "It,”  she  said,  "was  an  excellent  background  for 
Christian  Social  Relations.” 

Mrs.  Howe  gave  a brief  report  on  her  attendance  at  the  Workshop  on  Christian 
\'ocations. 

Mrs.  McGow'an  and  Mrs.  Howe  reported  on  the  Action  Imperative;  Mission  con- 
ference which  came  to  be  called  the  "Frogmore  Conference.”  Information  on  what 
is  to  be  done  to  complete  the  merger  with  the  Central  Jurisdiction  into  the  geo- 
graphical jurisdictions  was  given.  The  international  team  present  added  much  to 
the  fact  that  race  problems  are  no  longer  peculiar  to  our  nation.  The  Conference 
was  .sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns  and  the  division  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Woodrow  Hearne  went  as 
a representative  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concern, 
while  Mrs.  McGowan  and  Mrs.  Howe  went  only  as  observers  from  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Woman’s  .Society. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reported  on  the  Methodist  Urban  Conference  she  attended,  ex- 
plaining that  it  dealt  exclusively  with  the  urban  cburch  and  the  areas  of  conflict  in 
which  there  can  be  brought  about  community  reconciliation.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana— March  8,  9,  10,  1966 

The  twenty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  llie  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  was  convened  at  1:30  p.ni.,  March  8,  1966,  in  the  sanctuary  of 
the  Reily  Memorial  University  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  with  the 
President,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  presiding. 

Following  the  organ  prelude  by  the  organist,  Mrs.  Robert  Van  Brock,  the  con- 
ference was  led  in  singing,  “Jesus  Calls  Us”  by  Mrs.  M.  D.  Socolofsky. 

Mrs.  Clifford  Ratliff,  president  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  led  the  opening 
worship,  using  as  her  Scripture,  John  15:12-15. 

Mrs.  John  C.  Harvey,  president  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  host  church,  wel- 
comed the  delegates  to  the  church.  She  pointed  out  that  the  occasion  was  more  sig- 
nificant because  this  is  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  year  of  the  church  and  its  min- 
ister, Dr,  W.  E.  Trice. 

Mrs.  Dameron  expressed  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Harvey  and  to  Mrs.  Kenneth  Swart- 
wood,  general  chairman  for  the  local  church,  and  to  the  several  chairmen  of  her 
committee.  The  body  w'as  asked  to  stand  in  appreciation  of  the  w'ork  of  these  women 
and  their  Society. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton,  Conference  Vice-President,  who  served  as  chairman  for  the 
1966  program,  w'as  next  presented  by  Mrs.  Dameron.  Mrs.  Mouton  spoke  of  the  pro- 
gram, its  theme,  and  the  highlights  of  the  various  sessions,  explaining  something 
about  the  speakers  who  w'ould  appear  before  the  meeting.  She  called  attention  to 
the  name  tags  prepared  by  the  local  committee,  using  different  colors  of  ribbons  to 
designate  Conference  officers.  District  officers,  delegates,  and  workers  in  the  institu- 
tions. She  called  further  attention  to  the  transportation  room,  the  press  room,  and 
the  literature  room.  She  also  expressed  hope  that  the  chapel  w'ould  be  used  for  prayer 
by  all.  She  said  that  a “Question  Box”  had  been  placed  in  the  foyer  of  the  church 
in  w’hich  to  place  questions  delegates  would  like  to  have  answ'ered  by  the  Conference 
officers. 

Following  this  presentation  of  the  program,  Mrs.  Mouton  introduced  Mrs.  Dam- 
eron. the  President,  to  the  delegates,  saying  of  her  that  she  "walks  in  that  endless 
line  of  splendor”  of  Methodist  women.  Mrs.  Dameron  then  delivered  the  president’s 
ine.ssage,  entitled  “Chosen.”  Before  delivering  her  message,  she  expressed  apprecia- 
tion for  the  opportunity  of  serving  the  Louisiana  Conference  as  pre.sident,  giving 
credit  to  the  District  and  Conference  officers  for  their  help.  (See  26th  Annual  Report 
for  entire  message). 

Following  the  President’s  ine.ssage,  Mrs.  George  Sexton,  former  Louisiana  Con- 
ference and  .South  Central  Jurisdiction  President,  came  to  the  platform.  She  spoke 
of  watching  Mrs.  Dameron  w'ith  interest  in  the  years  before  she  became  the  Confer- 
ence President.  She  presented  to  her  a Sustaining  Membership  in  the  Woman’s 
Society,  denoting  that  a thousand  dollars  in  her  name  had  been  sent  to  missions. 
She  .said  the  “S”  in  the  pin,  in  Mrs.  Dameron’s  case,  meant  “selfless  service.” 
She  then  led  the  group  in  prayer,  thanking  God  for  the  life  of  service  that  Mrs. 
Dameron  had  given  to  the  cause  of  the  Church.

200th  ANNIVERSARY  OF  FOUNDING  OF  METHODISM  DINNER 


Mrs.  Dameron  presided  at  the  dinner  in  the  Jack  Tar  Capitol  House,  commemo- 
rating the  200th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Methodism  in  America.  Special 
guests  for  the  occasion  were  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
and  their  wives  and  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Aubrey  G.  Walton.  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  on 
behalf  of  the  Conference,  presented  the  Rev.  Mr.  G.  W.  Dameron  an  Honorary 
Membership  Pin.  In  the  commemorative  address  Bishop  Walton  spoke  of  the  stirring 
history  of  the  Church  from  its  early  beginnings,  tracing  its  growth  in  numbers  ami 
spirit  across  the  nation. 


WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

.\fter  the  organ  prelude  by  Mrs.  David  Bell,  Mrs.  Socolofky  led  the  Conference 
in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “Rise  Up  O Men  of  God.”  The  Reverend  Mr.  W.  G. 
Parker,  Associate  Minister  of  Visitation  of  the  host  church,  chose  for  the  Scripture 
of  the  morning,  John  10:7-18,  then  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Dameron  called  attention  to  the  Question  Box  in  the  foyer  of  the  church 
for  those  who  had  c|uestions  to  ask  of  the  Conference  Officers.  She  also  asked  that 
the  evaluation  sheets  be  filled  out  before  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

Communications  received  since  the  opening  of  the  Annual  Meeting  were  read 
by  the  Recording  Secretary.  These  included  messages  from  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Mrs. 
L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  and  Miss  Rosie  Ann  Cobb.  Mrs.  George  Thomas  moved  that  a 
message  of  concern  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Laskey,  expressing  our  good  wishes  for  her  hus- 
band’s early  return  to  good  health.  Motion  passed. 

The  Recording  Secretary  was  asked  by  the  President  to  read  the  Standing  Rule 
with  regard  to  those  eligible  to  vote  in  the  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs.  Thomas,  chairman 
of  the  tellers,  and  the  Recording  Secretary  counted  the  voting  strength  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  the  number  was  set  at  167.  The  names  of  the  tellers,  both  counting  and 
distributing,  were  read  again. 

Mrs.  Wideman  Watson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  presented 

her  report,  nominating  the  officers  and  .secretaries  that  were  to  be  elected  in  the 

Annual  Meeting.  The  following  were  named  for  a term  of  four  years:  President, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan;  Secretary  for  Campus  Ministry,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Bingham,  Secretarv 
of  Missionary  Personnel.  Mrs.  John  Oldham;  Secretary  of  Program  Materials,  Mrs. 
Robert  S.  Reich;  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Mrs.  John  L.  Howe;  Secretary 
of  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycock.  Nominated  for  a two  year  term  was  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher. 

Mrs.  Dameron  called  for  nominations  from  the  floor  but  none  were  received. 
There  being  only  one  nominee  for  each  office,  Mrs.  George  Thomas  moved  that  they 
be  elected  by  acclamation.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  the  newly  elected  president,  was  presented  to  the  meeting. 
She  expressed  appreciation  for  the  confidence  in  her  expressed  by  the  delegates  and 
asked  for  their  support  in  the  new  year. 

The  Recording  Secretary  next  read  Article  I\'  of  the  By-laws  with  regard  to  the 
election  of  alternates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society.  Following  the  suggestion  of  the 
Parliamentarian,  Mrs.  Tom  Pugh,  Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  to  facilitate  the  election 
of  the  alternate  delegates,  the  one  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  designated 
as  first  alternate,  the  next,  second,  etc.  Motion  passed.  The  vote  was  taken. 

Christian  Service  Times.  Mrs.  Wiley  B.  Gardner,  business  and  circulation  man- 
ager for  the  new  Conference  news  media,  explained  the  new  publication  and  the 
means  of  asking  for  subscriptions.  She  instructed  all  subscribers  to  send  in  with 
their  one  dollar  subscription  their  name,  mailing  address,  zip  code,  and  the  name 
of  the  Society  to  which  they  belong.  Sub.scriptions  will  run  from  September  to 
September,  beginning  with  .September,  1966. 

The  Chairman  of  the  tellers,  Mrs.  Thomas,  reported  one  more  vote  cast  than 
allowed  by  the  counting  of  the  voting  strength.  When  it  was  determined  that  it 
had  been  cast  by  a bona  fide  delegate  who  came  in  just  after  the  count  was  taken, 
the  Parliamentarian,  Mrs.  Pugh  allowed  that  it  could  be  counted. 
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Mrs.  Dameron  took  opportunity  at  this  time  to  thank  Mrs.  Watson  and  her 
committee  for  their  untiring  work  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Mr.  Mark  Lower  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  was  presented 
to  the  Conference.  He  told  of  the  work  of  the  Foundation  and  of  the  efforts  that 
had  been  made  to  reach  the  young  people  of  Louisiana  with  the  scientific  facts  about 
drinking  beverage  alcohol.  He  mentioned  the  pioneer  work  done  by  the  late  Dr. 
Vernon  White  and  more  lately  work  done  by  Mr.  Fred  Flurry.  Recently  he  has  had 
opportunity  to  speak  to  the  young  people  in  the  colored  schools.  At  present  the 
Foundation  is  looking  for  a young  Methodist  teacher  who  can  work  well  with  young- 
people.  This  year  the  Foundation  is  working  at  the  legislative  level  to:  1)  obtain  a 
uniform  intoxication  test;  2)  take  alcohol  beverage  sales  out  of  drug  and  grocery 
stores:  and  3)  obtain  permission  to  hold  local  option  elections  on  horse  racing  and 
paramutual  wagering. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer.  Mrs.  Gallaher,  in  presenting  the  work  of  the  treasurer, 
lifted  up  before  the  group  a World  Bank,  saying  she  was  on  her  way  to  a Woman’s 
Society  meeting  and  she  was  going  to  lift  up  the  need  of  using  such  additional  giving 
to  supplement  the  giving  on  the  pledge  to  missions. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  paid  to  the  Woman’s  Division  for  missions  in  1965-66, 
$87,847.99.  It  could  not  have  been  done,  she  explained,  if  the  local  women  had 
not  spent  time  in  getting  pledges  raised. 

Mrs.  Dameron,  by  w'ay  of  comment,  said  we  were  probably  now  patting  our- 
selves on  the  back,  but  it  was  more  fun  to  pat  our  neighbor  on  the  back,  so  she 
asked  each  one  to  pat  her  neighbor  seat  mate  on  the  back. 

Before  the  “Panel  of  American  Women”  was  presented  to  the  body,  Mrs.  C.  R. 
McCammon  and  Mrs.  John  Howe  were  asked  to  help  in  repeating  questions  from  the 
audience  to  members  of  the  Panel. 

Mrs.  Dameron  introduced  the  '‘Panel  of  American  Women”  from  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas.  She  explained  that  the  idea  for  such  a group  came  from  discussion  that 
grew  up  among  some  housewives  in  Kansas  City  nine  years  ago.  She  then  presented 
the  moderator,  for  the  Panel,  Mrs.  Patrick  Murphy,  of  Little  Rock. 

Mrs.  Murphy  introduced  the  other  members  of  the  Panel:  Mrs.  Cal  Ledbetter, 
Mrs.  Rose  Cone,  Mrs.  Louis  Snyderman,  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Gilmore,  and  explained  that 
the  panel  is  about  people,  made  up  of  women  of  wide  differences  in  race  and  relig- 
ion. Each  one  speaks  for  herself  and  not  for  any  organization.  They  are  housewives 
and  mothers,  selected  because  they  are  typical  Americans. 

Each  panelist  told  something  of  her  family,  and  explained  the  circumstances  in 
which  each  one  had  felt  prejudiced  because  of  her  religion  or  race,  except  the 
Protestant  white  housewife.  She  could  live  in  a world  feeling  no  restrictions  and 
the  rest  of  the  world  at  times  seemed  very  far  away.  She  discovered,  however,  that 
she  had  to  learn  about  other  people,  understand  their  differing  points  of  view,  even 
though  she  disagreed. 

Many  questions  were  directed  to  the  Panel  as  to  their  various  concepts  on  religion 
and  race  and  whether  there  had  been  criticism  received  because  of  their  participa- 
tion on  such  a Panel.  Each  felt  it  a worthwhile  experience  and  told  of  their  efforts 
to  get  other  Panels  organized,  such  as  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  New  Orleans. 
They  felt  it  helped  greatly  for  women  to  be  able  to  talk  with  such  a group  as  theirs. 

Following  a solo,  “Consider  and  Hear  Me,”  sung  by  Mrs.  Covert  Soule,  Jr.,  Dr. 
William  E.  Trice,  host  pastor,  gave  the  noon  day  meditation,  entitled,  “The  Romance 
of  the  W.S.C.S.”  He  dismissed  the  group  with  prayer. 


LUNCHEON 

The  luncheon,  using  as  its  theme,  “Love  in  Action,”  with  Mrs.  J.  B.  Kelley, 
presiding,  met  in  the  lovely  surroundings  of  the  L.S.U.  Cotillion  Bali  Room  in  the 
■Student  Union  building.  The  place  mats,  especially  made  for  the  occasion,  indicated 
that  the  program  would  show  the  work  of  the  Louisiana  institutions  of  the  Woman’s 
Division.  Mrs.  L.  G.  Thomas,  chairman  of  Board  of  Directors,  Business  Girls’  Inn, 
read  the  report  of  the  Director,  Mrs.  Maxine  Watkins.  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  chair- 
man of  Board  of  Macdonell  Methodist  Center,  told  of  the  work  there. 
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WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 


At  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  session,  Dr.  Arch  Tolbert,  minister  of  th'' 
University  Presbyterian  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  anci  President  of  the  Louisiana  Coun- 
cil of  Churches,  vt'as  introduced  to  the  session.  He  expressed  appreciation  at  being 
able  to  visit  in  this  meeting  of  Methodist  women  of  which  Mrs.  Dameron  is  presi- 
dent, having  been  closely  associated  with  her  in  the  Council  of  Churches.  Mrs. 
Charles  Giessen,  .Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  led 
in  prayer. 

Mrs.  George  Thomas,  Chairman  of  the  Tellers,  brought  in  a report  of  the  vote 
taken  at  the  morning  busine.ss  session.  Four  alternates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society 
were  elected  on  the  first  ballot  in  the  following  order:  1)  Mrs.  ^V.  E.  Trice;  2)  Mrs. 
John  Howe;  3)  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycock;  4)  Mrs.  Robert  Reich. 

Two  communications  were  read  to  the  Conference,  one  from  Miss  Sheila  Xuttall. 
former  deaconess  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  and  the  other  from  Mrs.  James  C. 
Whitaker,  former  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society. 

The  Officer  Confrontation  was  next  presented,  with  Mrs.  ^V.  E.  Trice  presiding. 
It  was  in  the  form  of  a take-off  on  a TV  quiz  show  and  was  entitled,  ''Everybod;. 
Wins.”  Members  of  the  audience  were  encouraged  to  call  out  numbers  that  the\ 
saw  fastened  to  a board.  TVhen  the  ntimber  was  removed,  there  was  disclosed  a 

question  concerning  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  .Society  which  could  be  directed  at 

any  one  of  the  Conference  Officers  seated  as  a panel.  The  questions  on  the  board 
were  largely  tho.se  which  had  been  placed  in  the  “Question  Box”  earlier  by  delegates. 

The  Pledge  Sendee,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher  and  assisted  by  the  eight 
district  treasurers,  was  an  inspirational  conclusion  to  the  afternoon  se.ssion.  Using 
the  passage  from  John’s  Gospel,  "You  did  not  choose  me,  but  I chose  you,”  Mrs. 

Gallaher  developed  the  thought  that  God  has  chosen  to  make  known  His  grace 

through  us.  Our  choice,  she  said,  is  not  for  privilege,  but  for  service,  and  our 
pledges  are  one  way  to  make  our  response  to  God’s  choice.  As  each  District  Treasurer 
accepted  the  pledge  for  her  Societies,  members  of  that  district  rose  as  a symbol  of 
their  acceptance  of  the  pledge.  After  all  districts  had  pledged.  Mrs.  Dameron  accepted 
with  gratitude  the  total  pledge,  explaining  the  miracle  that  takes  place  when  the 
coins  of  the  realm  are  stamped  with  the  image  of  Christ  instead  of  that  of  Cae.sar. 
Mrs.  Socolofsky  concluded  the  service  with  the  solo,  “How  Beatitiful  Upon  the  Moun- 
tain,” followed  by  a prayer  by  Mrs.  Gallaher. 

DINNER 

The  Youth  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  and  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  in  par- 
ticular, gathered  in  the  Student  Union  Building  for  dinner  and  to  hear  an  address 
by  Dr.  J.  Edward  Carothers,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  National  Division  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon  presided. 

Other  delegates  of  the  Annual  Meeting  assembled  again  in  the  Grand  Ballroom  of 
the  Capitol  House,  to  be  a part  of  an  International  Night,  featuring  the  Inter- 
national Neighbors,  young  wives  of  students  at  L.S.U.  from  abroad,  and  the  Federa- 
tion of  Methodist  Women.  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James  presided  at  this  festive  occasion. 
Decorations,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Roger  Swire  of  the  host  Society,  featureti 
a different  part  of  the  world  at  each  of  the  tables.  The  Rev.  Mr.  TVarren  Blakeman, 
of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  gave  the  in^ocation  before  the  dinner. 
A number  of  the  wives  were  presented  in  song  and  costume.  .An  unexpected  privilege 
Mrs.  James  had  was  in  introducing  to  the  assembled  guests  Dr.  Alargaret  Brand, 
famed  missionary  doctor  to  India  and  now  working  with  her  famous  husband  at 
Carville  in  the  government  hospital.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton  spoke  following  this  on 
the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  which  is  a fellowship  of  women  from 
many  countries  around  the  world,  and  of  their  conference  which  will  meet  in  London 
in  .August,  1966. 


WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

Following  the  organ  prelude  by  Mr.  Tim  Pyron,  the  evening  session  opened 
with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “O  Master,  Let  Me  W’alk  with  Thee,”  followed  by 
the  reading  of  the  Scripture  and  a prayer  led  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Del  ton  Pickering, 
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Minister  to  Students  at  L.S.U.  The  choir  of  the  host  church,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Roger  Hester,  sang  as  an  offertory  anthem,  “Almighty  God  of  Our  Fathers.” 

Dr.  J.  Edward  Carothers,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  National  Division  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Dameron.  Dr.  Carothers,  keeping  with 
the  theme  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  spoke  on  “He  Chose  Twelve.”  Jesus,  he  said, 
chose  twelve  ordinary  men,  whom  Matthew  says  were  to  extend  the  ministry  of 
Jesus  for  the  world.  Mark  and  Luke  expressed  it  as  those  who  were  to  rid  people 
of  unclean  and  evil  powers,  as  well  as  physical  and  mental  diseases.  The  church, 
therefore,  Dr.  Carothers  pointed  out  received  its  charter  to  minister  to  the  human 
needs  of  both  the  rich  and  the  poor  alike.  His  points,  growing  from  this  idea,  there- 
fore, are  that  1)  the  Church  today  is  composed  of  people,  too,  who  have  been  chosen, 
2)  to  be  chosen,  however,  is  not  to  be  privileged,  but  rather  to  be  responsible  people, 
responsible  to  all  human  need;  and  3)  because  we  are  the  people  who  have  agreed 
to  be  chosen,  we  are  under  compunction  to  be  faithful  to  the  Gospel  which  we  pro- 
i claim.  If  we  have  failed,  it  is  because  we  are  like  Peter,  who  was  a man  of  good 
intentions  and  inadequate  skills.  But  we  can  be  like  tbe  Disciples,  those  ordinary 
: men,  whom  God  took  charge  of,  and  multiplied  their  faltering  extensions  of  His 
ministry.

THURSDAY  MORNING 

Following  the  organ  prelude,  played  by  the  organist,  Mrs.  David  Bell,  the  final 
session  of  the  26th  Annual  Meeting  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “A 
Charge  to  Keep  I Have.”  With  the  conclusion  of  the  hymn,  Mrs.  Dameron  announced 
that,  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  there  had  been  the  death  of  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole, 
former  Conference  Officer,  and  of  Mrs.  D.  B.  Boddie,  who  had  attended  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Conference  Society  for  over  forty  years.  In  recent  months  there  had  also 
occurred  the  death  of  one  of  the  local  chairmen  for  this  meeting,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Eidson. 
.After  a period  of  silence  in  memory  of  them,  Mrs.  T.  M.  Ellis  concluded  with  a 
prayer. 

Mrs.  Dameron  introduced  Mrs.  George  .Sexton,  former  Conference  President,  who 
was  to  replace  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  in  the  .service  of  installation  of  new  officers.  In 
her  opening  remarks,  Mrs.  Sexton  said  she  was  reminded  of  another  beatitude, 
“Blessed  be  the  substitute,”  but  that  she  could  in  no  way  be  an  adequate  substitute 
for  Mrs.  Laskey.  In  speaking  to  the  newly  elected  officers,  she  spoke  of  the  joy  that 
comes  in  the  service  of  the  Woman’s  Society,  she  having  first  assumed  responsibility 
in  the  Conference  34  years  ago  this  Spring.  Quoting  the  Scripture,  “In  the  fullness 
of  time,  God  sent  His  Son  into  the  world,”  she  said  that  when  we  wait  for  God’s 
lime,  we  serve  in  the  fulness  of  His  time.  She  advised  those  being  installed  to:  1)  take 
joy  in  their  service  and  let  their  faces  show  it;  2)  take  gratitude— gratitude  to  Him 
for  opening  up  a place  of  service;  3)  take  love— the  redemptive,  sacrificial  love  that 
tan  accomplish  anything.  The  officers  then  knelt  in  prayer  at  the  altar.  They  were 
joined  then  by  the  other  officers  and  Mrs.  Sexton  gave  a commission  to  them  all, 
asking  the  congregation  to  join  in  a pledge  of  support  to  them. 

Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson,  former  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultiva- 
tion, spoke  words  of  recognition  to  these  retiring  officers:  Mesdames  T.  L.  James, 
T.  M.  Ellis,  John  Howe,  J.  B.  Kelley,  and  C.  R.  McCammon,  saying  that  this  service 
of  recognition  did  not  mean  the  end  of  service  for  them,  but  simply  an  end  to  one 
phase  of  their  work  in  the  Woman’s  Society.  She  then  presented  Honorary  Mem- 
lierships  to  Mesdames  James,  Ellis,  Howe,  and  Kelley,  and  a Patron  Membership  to 
Mrs.  McCammon. 

Mrs.  Robert  Reich,  chairman  of  the  Journal  Committee,  reported  that  the  min- 
utes had  been  examined  and  found  in  good  order. 

Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  lours,  said  that  the 
tours  had  been  so  successful,  and  that  each  one  was  thought  by  those  attending  to 
be  the  very  best.  She  asked  that  local  churches  help  make  it  po.ssible  for  the  youth 
to  go  on  these  tours,  even  though  it  is  impossilile  to  take  all  who  would  like  to  go. 
Phis  year’s  dates  will  be  July  18-30. 
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Mrs.  John  Howe  announced  the  dates  of  the  .School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Cen- 
tenary College  as  July  18-22,  explaining  that  there  would  be  a united  study  again 
this  year.  This  year’s  study  will  be  entitled.  "Affluence  and  Poverty;  Dilemma  for 
Christians.”  She  urged  each  Society  to  send  more  than  one  representative,  if  possible. 
The  April  issue  of  The  Christian  Service  Times  will  carry  all  of  the  details. 

Mrs.  S.  A.  .Seegers,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing expression  of  appreciation  which  was  adopted  by  a rising  vote: 

We,  the  delegates  and  members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  .Society  of 
Christian  Service  express  our  appreciation  to  our  many  friends  for  their  gracious 
hospitality  at  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Reily  Memorial  University  Methodist  Church 
in  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  March  8-10,  1966.  It  was  truly  a meeting  of  friends:  a 
paraphrase  of  an  old  song  marked  the  sentiment  of  the  occasion:

For  the  lovely  music,  the  beautiful  flowers  and  the  many  courtesies  rendered 
we  are  most  appreciative,  and  say  “Thank  you.” 

Friends  carefully  and  expertly  prepared  and  presented  an  inspiring  and  chal- 
lenging program.  The  presence  of  our  very  special  friends,  the  Bishop  and  his  cab- 
inet with  their  wives,  made  the  Tuesday  evening  banquet  memorable  and  we  arc 
thankful  to  the  Bishop  for  his  stirring  commemorative  message.  Our  horizons  were 
widened  by  the  Panel  of  American  Women;  the  address  of  Dr.  J.  Edward  Carothers 
was  most  provocative;  for  these  and  for  the  other  speakers  and  features  of  the  meet- 
ing we  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  on  Program. 

As  we  end  our  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  period  we  are  aware  of  and  grateful 
for  the  contributions  of  friends  who  have  been  leaders  through  these  years  and  we 
feel  they  were  chosen  for  the  days  in  which  they  served.

Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  urged  the 
women  to  tell  the  young  people  about  the  Tour  for  Mission  and  also  of  the  confer- 
ence for  youth  at  St.  Sequoyah  in  connection  with  the  Jurisdiction  conference  on 
Mission  in  August. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Hampton.  Chairman  of  Registration  for  tlie  .\nnual  Meeting, 
brought  in  a report  of  tho.se  who  had  attended,  which  included  two  former  Confer- 
ence Presidents,  one  Juri.sdiction  officer,  140  delegates,  and  3.6.5  visitors,  totaling  592 
persons.  Ill  Societies  sent  delegates. 

Mrs.  Dameron  called  for  an  invitation  for  next  year’s  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs. 
W.  W.  Paxton,  President  of  the  First  Church  Lake  Charles  \Voman’s  Society,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Ed  Hodges  and  Mrs.  Ben  Rule,  came  to  the  platform  and  extended 
an  invitation  on  behalf  of  their  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  Official  Board,  and

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pomeroy  for  the  1967  Annual  Meeting  to  convene  at  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Lake  Charles.  The  invitation  was  accepted  with  a rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reminded  the  delegates  of  the  evaluation  sheets  which  should  be 
given  to  one  of  the  pages  at  the  close  of  the  morning  session.  She  also  answered 
an  inquiry  concerning  the  supplementary  gift  to  MacDowell,  and  she  explained  that 
a letter  would  be  sent  to  each  local  Society. 

Mrs.  Dameron  announced  that,  at  the  close  of  this  session,  a buffet  luncheon 
would  be  served  in  Fellowship  Hall,  courtesy  of  the  First  Methodist  Church.  She 
asked  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  to  bring  their  lunch  to  the 
Executive  Committee  Room  for  a meeting. 

Mrs.  Ellis  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  on  sale  in  the  Literature  Room,  saying  that  it  will  be  studied  this 
summer  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

Mrs.  Dameron  took  a time  of  personal  privilege  to  express  hers  and  Reverend 
Dameron’s  appreciation  for  the  gifts  to  mi.ssions  that  were  given  in  their  name 
that  people  around  the  world  might  share  in  the  gifts  of  love. 

Mrs.  Patrick  Murphy,  moderator  for  the  Panel  of  American  Women,  telephoned 
from  New  Orleans  to  say  that  the  group  yet  had  not  been  completed  in  its  formation, 
and,  until  such  time  as  it  was,  the  Little  Rock  women  would  be  glad  to  appear  in 
local  groups.  Her  address  in  Little  Rock  is  423  Shamrock  Drive,  Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 

.At  this  time  Mrs.  Dameron  introduced  the  moderator  for  the  “Listening  Panel,” 
special  program  of  the  morning.  Dr.  Clinton  Bradford,  Professor  of  Speech  at  L.  S.  U. 
The  panel,  composed  of  Dr.  Bradford,  Mrs.  John  Howe,  Jr.  (Conference  Officer), 
Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner  (Conference  Officer),  the  Reverend  Mr.  Barry  Bailey  (Pastor, 
Broadmoor  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge),  Mr.  Joseph  Kavanaugh  (local  attorney 
and  active  layman  of  host  church),  and  Dr.  Carothers,  was  to  explore  through  ques- 
tions points  that  had  been  emphasized  by  Dr.  Carothers  in  his  address  of  the  pre- 
\ious  evening. 

Dr.  Bradford  said  the  purpose  of  the  panel  was  to  clarify  the  responsibility  of 
the  Methodist  Church  as  being  among  those  cho.sen  to  extend  the  ministry  of  Jesus 
in  meeting  human  needs.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Bailey  said  his  question  to  Dr.  Carothers 
would  be  what  can  be  done  in  the  local  church  to  do  a better  job  in  training  people 
to  work  in  the  areas  of  poverty  and  race,  etc.  Mrs.  Howe  spoke  for  the  workers  in 
various  fields  under  the  National  Division,  inquiring  how  the  workers  themselves 
could  inspire  communities  to  take  hold  to  meet  needs  of  the  people  within  that 
community  with  obvious  problems.  Mrs.  Gardner,  representing  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  asked  how  the  various  societies  could  grow  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  work  of  the  church  as  a whole.  She  asked  Dr.  Carothers  to  explain  how  the 
AVoman’s  Division  as  a whole  fitted  into  the  program  of  the  National  Division. 
Mr.  Kavanaugh  expressed  the  view  that  the  laity  of  the  Church  would  often  have 
other  laymen  believe  that  the  Church  should  not  be  involved  in  social  and  political 
matters.  What,  he  asked  Dr.  Carothers,  is  involved  in  training  people  to  take  lead- 
ership in  the  social  issues  of  the  time? 

In  turning  to  the  questions  as  posed.  Dr.  Carothers  said  to  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Bailey’s  question,  that  what  seems  to  be  involved  in  many  local  churches  is  the 
inability  of  the  laymen  to  think,  to  be  able  to  analyze  the  opportunities  in  its  own 
community.  The  local  church  needs  to  turn  its  thoughts  outward  toward  the  world. 

To  Mrs.  Howe’s  question.  Dr.  Carothers  said  that  the  various  agencies  in  rural 
and  urban  communities  alike  need  to  get  the  people  to  tackle  a few  problems  at 
a time.  Having  accomplished  .some,  then  they  can  move  on  to  others.  It  is  difficult, 
however,  to  get  any  city  to  become  humanized, 

I'o  Mrs.  Gardner’s  query  concerning  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  under 
the  .National  Division  of  Missions,  Dr.  Carothers  spoke  of  the  magnitude  of  work 
that  needs  to  be  done— new  work— besides  continuation  of  older  projects.  In  New 
York  City  alone,  he  said,  there  needs  to  be  work  begun  by  the  Church  among  the 
9(X),000  .Spanish  speaking  people.  From  coast  to  coast  community  centers  are  being 
established,  many  of  which  are  being  manned  by  persons  over  60  years  of  age.  Work 
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is  being  done  in  the  many  homes  for  children  and  working  girls.  The  money  for 
their  support  is  spent  more  carefully  than  most  family  budgets,  Imt  Methodist  giving 
for  these  purposes  is  48th  among  the  denominations  in  the  United  .States  and  is  not 
adequate  to  do  the  job  well.  Even  so,  the  National  Division  is  setting  up  new  work 
in  Urban  Service  Training,  working  with  young  ministers  who  will  be  able  to  stand 
up  under  the  pressures  of  the  day.  This  Easter  there  will  be  numbers  of  them  who 
will  go  to  meet  the  college  young  people  who  flock  in  such  numbers  to  the  beaches 
.■knd  finally,  to  Mr.  Kavanaugh’s  question.  Dr.  Carothers  said  we  need  to  look  foi 
people  in  the  Church  who  are  sensitive  to  the  need  of  bringing  together  people  of 
a variety  of  differences.  In  the  past,  he  said,  we  have  paid  no  attention  to  developing 
a skill  for  this  sort  of  thing.  We  have  thought  that  simply  believing  the  doctrine 
of  the  warm  heart  was  all  that  was  necessary  to  meet  people’s  needs.  At  the  pre.sent 
time  the  National  Division  is  getting  about  30  new  U..S.  ‘2’s  a year,  when— if  we  took 
ourselves  seriously,  there  would  be  500  new  recruits  a year. 

Some  of  the  critics  of  the  church.  Dr.  Carothers  said.  ha\e  .said  the  institution 
of  the  Church  is  not  necessary,  but  this  .sort  of  a remark  is  senseless.  4Vhile  we  have, 
in  the  critics’  terms,  been  “playing  church,”  we  have  developed  the  best  people  who 
know  how  to  get  things  done.  We  need  to  develop  the  technique  of  the  early  Church, 
he  concluded— to  preach  about  God,  even  as  they  did  in  Ephesus,  and  then  lay  low 
for  a while,  and  then  try  again.  Perhaps  a good  question  would  be,  “How  good  are 
you  in  keeping  the  waters  troubled?”  Most  of  us,  he  concluded,  wake  up  each  morn- 
ing hoping  that  we  have  sense  enough  to  stay  out  of  trouble. 

Following  the  singing  of  “Joyful,  Joyful,”  Mrs.  Robert  Reich  presented  the  work 
of  the  eight  Districts,  assisted  by  the  District  Presidents,  with  Mrs.  Wade  Stonecipher 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Moles  as  readers.  The  presentation  was  entitled,  “This  Is  Your 
Report.”  As  the  various  phases  of  work  of  the  Woman’s  .Society  in  each  District 
was  reported,  the  presidents  of  those  Districts  which  had  an  increase  in  membership 
in  1965-66,  as  an  example,  placed  the  figure  of  a woman  onto  a styrofoam  map  of 
Louisiana.  The  presidents  of  those  Districts  who  had  met  their  pledge  to  missions, 
placed  money  on  their  maps  in  the  area  of  their  respective  Districts.  Those  who  had 
held  a District-wide  Day  Apart,  placed  a facsimile  of  a Bible  over  their  District, 
while  those  Districts  which  reported  holding  a “Day  on  Campus,”  placed  a college 
banner  on  the  map.  Mrs.  Reich’s  question  to  the  conference  was,  “Are  you  satisfied?” 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  program  on  the  Districts,  Dr.  Trice,  assisted  by  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Humphreys,  served  Holy  Communion  following  which  the  Women’s 
Vocal  Ensemble  of  the  host  church  sang.  Dr.  Trice  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Mrs.  Dameron  declared  the  26th  Annual  Meeting  adjourned. 

Women  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  served  a delicious  btiffet  luncheon  in 
the  Fellowship  Hall  to  delegates  and  guests.

PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


CHOSEN 

j As  you  have  opportunity  to  study  the  printed  program  for  this  meeting,  you 

I will  see  that  the  divisions  of  the  program  are  keynoted  with  Biblical  quotations  which 
i are  related  to  the  over  all  theme,  “For  He  Has  Chosen  Me — For  the  Living  of  These 
Days.”  As  this  meeting  progresses,  you  may,  perhaps,  begin  to  stress  certain  of  these 
' words  as  the  theme  comes  to  have  more  meaning  for  you.  For  the  purpose  of  what 
I have  to  say,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  meeting,  as  I understand  it,  I would  like 
to  offer  this  theme  with  the  following  emphasis:  “For  He  Has  Chosen  Me — For  the 
Living  of  These  Days.”  This  emphasis  indicates  that  the  purpose  for  which  we  have 
been  chosen  is  not  of  our  own  decision  but  is  of  divine  initiative.  It  is  not  that  we 
I are  so  important,  and  therefore,  have  been  chosen,  but  that  we  derive  our  importance 
from  the  mission  for  which  He  chose  us. 

Choosing  implies  selection.  During  this  meeting  you  will  choose  a group  of 
officers  who  will  lead  and  serve  for  the  next  four  years.  Their  selection  by  you  will 
cause  them  to  bear  a very  special  responsibility  to  you.  Yes,  choosing  implies  selection 
— the  selection  of  a suitable  instrument  for  a particular  purpose.  In  1 Peter  2:9,  are 
these  words,  “But  you  are  a chosen  race — God’s  own  people.”  The  Interpreters’  Bible 
suggests  that  this  passage  refers  to  those  persons  who  have  made  God  central  in  their 
lives  and  are  willing  to  use  their  gifts  in  the  service  of  mankind — those  persons  who, 
because  of  their  commitment,  are  chosen  to  "reveal  and  fulfill”  the  purpose  of  God 
for  the  whole  human  race.  Within  the  context  of  this  thought,  we  find  the  charac- 
teristic of  the  “suitable  instrument,”  which  is  commitment,  and  the  “particular  pur- 
pose,” which  is  responsible  Christian  witness  and  service.  It  is  my  hope  that  each  of 
us — you  and  I — will  be  challenged  by  this  meeting,  to  test  our  suitability  as  chosen 
instruments  for  God’s  mission  in  these  days. 


CHOSEN-FOR  THE  NOW 

In  a prose  poem  by  Edna  M.  Kurtz  are  these  words: 

" I’he  time  is  today! 

The  time  is  this  hour! 

The  time  is  now! 

.And  Now  the  Time  is  different!" 

In  a similar  vein.  Miss  Jane  Stentz,  wrote: 

“.  . . given  to  us  is  the  Now 
this  moment, 

this  particular  place  in  history 
to  live  as  forgiven  people 

in  grateful  obedience 
turning  ourselves  outward 
to  all  around  us, 
responding  and  responsible 
wherever  we  are 
one  people  of  God 
engaged  in  one  mission 
to  the  ends  of 
the  earth  . . . 

Given  to  us  is  the  Now!  " 

I Ids  is  the  age  to  which  we  belong.  It  is  therefore  necessary  that  we  try  to  under- 
stand what  is  happening  to  it  and  to  us. 

There  are  many  ways  to  describe  this  Now  in  which  we  live.  .Surely  it  is  a time 
of  revolutions — political,  scientific,  social,  international,  and  theological — and  the 
factors  which  affect  one  revolution  affect  all  of  them.  It  is  a time  when  an  un- 
manned rocket  is  blasted  into  orbit  without  drawing  us  from  our  daily  routine.  Yet 
this  .same  scientific  and  technological  skill  makes  it  possible  for  two  astronauts  to 
spend  14  days  and  M,  million  miles  in  space  travel  and  to  make  a soft  landing  on  tlie 
moon.  It  is  a time  when,  in  tlie  face  of  advanced  scientific  knowledge,  700  million 
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adults  of  15  years  or  over  are  illiterate,  and,  in  present  circumstances,  about  25  to  30 
million  new  illiterates  will  be  added  yearly  to  the  adult  population  in  the  next  6 to  7 
years.  It  is  a time  when  one  in  three  persons  in  the  world  lives  under  communist 
rule.  It  is  a time  when  demonstrations  are  a common  pattern  for  expressing  approval 
or  disapproval  of  situations  or  events.  It  is  time,  when  in  “Christian”  North  Amer- 
ica only  one  person  out  of  five  has  a Bible;  and  one-half  of  all  Christian  homes  in 

the  world  have  no  Bible.  It  is  a time  when  a secular,  urban  culture  dominates  oin 

society,  and  when  73,000,000  people  in  the  United  .States  have  no  relationship  to  anv 
Christian  group.  It  is  a time  when  we — the  Christian  Church  in  all  its  denomina- 
tional expressions — are  called  to  "renewal.”  but  what  is  meant  by  ■’renewal"  has 
widely  different  interpretations.  It  is  a time  when  some  state  tliat  we  are  living  in 
a post-Christian  era,  and  a few  even  advocate  a so-called  bold  new  theology  which 
proclaims  that  "God  is  dead!"  It  is  a time,  however,  when  Christians  are  being  tlrawn 
together  in  dialogue  and  understanding  by  the  spirit  of  ecumenism,  which  is  sweeping 
across  our  churches. 

These  are  days  not  like  any  others.  We  cannot  go  back  to  less  confusing  times. 

We  are  dated,  and  the  date  is  Now.  .4s  far  as  we  are  concerned,  there  is  no  other 

time  for  us  to  make  a difference  in  the  world.  "Given  to  us  is  the  Now!” 

rhe  statements  which  1 have  made  about  this  time,  which  is  our  time,  are,  in 
no  sense,  meant  to  be  an  exhaustive  description.  They  are  really  only  a few  ideas 
and  facts,  selected  from  the  many  which  could  be  used,  to  stress  our  need  to  know 
the  movements  and  changes  which  not  only  help  to  make  our  world  what  it  is.  but 
also  challenge  us  with  unprecedented  opportunities  to  witness  and  serve  as  Christians. 

This  Now  in  which  we  live  is  both  near  and  far,  and  w’e  must  have  eyes  which 
can  see  both  the  distant  and  the  near-at-hand.  We  cannot  divorce  our  homes  nor 
our  local  communities  from  the  factors  which  affect  the  whole  world — for  we  are  a 
part  of  the  whole.  It  is  possible  to  read  about,  and  even  to  acquire  facts  about,  the 

' world  scene,”  and  still  not  be  aware  of  how  greatly  our  own  lives  and  communities 

are  affected  by  them. 

No  talk  is  quite  complete  these  days  without  some  reference  to  the  nuggets  of 
truth  to  be  found  in  Peanuts  or  Dennis  the  Menace.  Some  time  ago  I read  a Dennis 
the  Menace  cartoon  which  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  identifying  ourselves  with  world 
wide  issues.  The  cartoon  showed  Dennis’  mother  preparing  breakfast  while  his  fathei 
read  the  morning  paper.  Dennis,  standing  by  the  breakfast  table,  looking  at  his  father, 
observed,  "He  knows  what's  going  on  all  over  the  world,  but  he  don't  know  his 
paper's  in  his  coffee."  Yes,  we  are  often  unaware  that  the  same  conditions  which 

exist  in  the  world-at-large  also  exist  at  home,  and  that  the  news  from  around  the 

world  may,  indeed,  be  dipping  in  our  morning  coffee! 

The  question  for  you  and  me,  as  Christian  women,  is  "How  can  we  interpret  this 
Now?”  "How  can  we  find  Christian  meaning  in  it?"  Dr.  J.  Wallace  Hamilton,  one 
of  Methodism’s  outstanding  preachers,  speaking  to  this  point,  expressed  the  belief 
that  we  see  w’hat  we  are  prepared  to  see — what  is  in  our  hearts  to  see.  He  illustiated 
his  thought  by  quoting  the  nursery  rhyme: 

"Pussy  cat,  pussy  cat,  where  have  you  been? 

I’ve  been  to  London  to  see  the  queen. 

Pussy  cat.  pussy  cat,  what  did  you  there? 

I frightened  a little  mouse  under  tlie  chair. " 

Of  course,  said  Dr.  Hamilton,  one  expects  a pussy  cat  to  see  a mouse  even  though 
the  queen  was  the  object  of  the  visit!  Cats  are  prepared  to  see  mice!  What  are 
Christian  women  prepared  to  see?  .4  few  months  ago,  I was  privileged  to  hear  Dr. 
Robert  Terwilliger,  an  outstanding  Episcopal  preacher,  deliver  a series  of  lectures. 
The  opening  words  of  his  first  lecture  w'ere  these:  "God  is  disturbing  our  Church 
again!”  We  might  well  ask  ourselves  if  we  are  able  to  see  the  hand  of  God  at  work 
in  our  Church  and  in  this  Now.  I believe  that  Christian  insight  is  stronger  than 
human  eyesight  and  that  our  Christian  heritage  prepares  us  to  see  God  at  work  even 
in  the  unlikely  events  of  our  day.  I believe  that  this  Now  calls  us  to  a special  kind  of 
mission,  in  which  all  of  us  are  involved. 

I believe  that  God,  through  the  Church  anil  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian 
Service,  has  prepared  us  "for  the  living  of  these  days,”  as  understanding  and  com- 
mitted Christians.  This  year  brings  to  a climax  the  two  and  one-half  year  observa- 
tion of  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan

Service  Guild.  Calendars  are  interesting  and  important  instruments.  Not  only  do  they 
keep  us  reminded  of  dates  and  responsibilities,  but  in  a sense,  the  turning  of  the 
calendar  from  one  year  to  the  next,  marks  the  end  of  one  era  and  the  beginning  of 
another.  .As  the  calendar  turned  from  the  first  25  year  period  of  our  life  as  a Woman’s 
Society  and  ushered  in  a new  quarter  century,  we  found  that  we  had  learned  much 
about  our  past  that  has  prepared  us  for  the  present  and  that  will  give  us  courage 
for  the  future.  We  have  learned  that  changes  which  made  five  organizations  into  one 
did  not  dim  the  missionary  purpose  which  the  five  had  held  in  common.  We  learned 
tiiat  women  whose  world  was  torn  asunder  by  World  War  II,  were  undergirded  by 
a faith  that  dared  to  venture,  even  in  such  an  unpropitious  time,  into  new  under- 
i takings  and  to  chart  new  courses  for  untried  ways.  We  learned  that  Methodist 
i women,  properly  motivated,  will  give  of  their  material  substance,  so  that  in  25  years, 
S209,000,000  had  been  contributed  for  missionary  work  at  home  and  overseas,  for 
Christian  social  relations,  for  leadership  training,  for  spiritual  development,  and 
for  other  Christian  causes.  We  learned  that  "more  than  85%  of  all  giving  has  gone 
to  support  missionary  work"  as  the  first  and  principal  concern  of  Methodist  women 
(Quotes  from  Mission  Memo,  October,  1965)  . We  learned  that  more  than  700  women 
have  become  missionaries  or  deaconesses  in  this  25  year  period,  and  a larger  number 
of  young  women  have  become  short-term  missionaries.  We  have  learned  that  in- 
formed women  are  concerned  women;  that  the  spiritual  life,  to  be  merged  into  all 
of  life,  must  be  compounded  of  growth,  vitality,  and  Christian  discipline.  We  learned 
that  those  women  who  first  had  the  vision  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and  organized 
missionary  societies  to  help  meet  those  needs,  and  their  successors  through  the  years, 
were  dominated  by  a sense  of  mission  and  purpose,  strength  o'  conviction,  commit- 
ment to  Christian  witness  and  service,  and  the  love  of  Cod. 

.All  of  this  we  have  learned.  But  lest  we  come  to  the  climax  of  this  anniversary 
period  with  that  "let  down”  feeling  that  often  follows  an  experience  of  unusual 
stimulation,  let  us  be  aware  of  the  truth  of  these  words,  whose  source  1 do  not  know: 
"that  which  thy  fathers  have  bequeathed  to  thee,  earn  it  anew  if  thou  wouldst 
pursue  it."  Progress  has  been  macle  in  membership,  in  giving,  and  in  recruitment; 
and,  1 believe,  in  those  less  measurable  goals  of  spiritual  growth  and  understanding, 
increased  knowledge  of  needs  in  the  world,  and  growing  witness  and  service  through 
the  outreach  of  the  church.  But  progress  is  not  attainment,  and  goals,  yet  unattained, 
forbid  us  to  rest  from  our  labors.  We  must  continue  to  earn  that  which  has  been 
bequeathed  to  us. 

CHOSEN-FOR  COURAGEOUS  WITNESS  AND  SERVICE 

There  has  never  been  a time  when  the  world  did  not  tlemand  courage  of  its 
titizens.  Dr.  Robert  W . Spike  tells  of  one  of  his  best-remembered  teachers  who,  by 
way  of  taking  leave  of  a companion,  always  said  the  one  word,  "Courage.”  It  was  as 
though  he  were  saying,  "We’re  all  human  and  all  weak,  but  that  is  really  no  excuse!" 
We  often  say  of  a person,  "He  has  the  courage  of  his  convictions";  and  that  is  exactly 
what  courage  means — to  have  deeply  felt  beliefs  that  produce  energy  for  doing  the 
difficult  thing.  The  person  of  courage  has  a goal  that  means  more  than  his  personal 
ease  or  convenience.  Indeed,  he  has  set  for  himself  a course  of  action  which  he  knows 
may  require  a day-to-day  strength  of  spirit. 

It  takes  courage  for  a man  like  Joyce  C.  Hall,  of  Hallmark  Cards,  to  decide  that 
his  company  will  sponsor  no  program  on  television  which  will  embarrass  either  the 
company  or  the  viewing  family.  In  his  book.  Profiles  in  Courage,  the  late  President 
Kennedy  described  the  courageous  decisions  which  some  men  of  politics  made — tleci- 
sions  which  were  based  on  principle  rather  than  political  expediency. 

The  history  of  the  Christian  Churcii  is  replete  with  the  courageous  actions  and 
decisions  of  person.s — men  and  women — who  were,  and  are,  followers  of  the  Christ. 
Martyrdom  is  still  a part  of  the  Christian  witnc:ts,  especially  if  you  happen  to  have 
been  a missionary  in  the  last  :’ew  years  in  the  Congo,  like  Burleigh  Law;  or  if  you 
happen  to  have  heen  a native  Congolese  and  a member  of  the  Christian  Commu- 
nity. 

It  takes  courage  to  believe  in.  and  support,  missions  when  we  are  told  that  we 
no  longer  ride  the  tide  of  success  on  the  mission  field — at  least  not  the  kind  of  success 
which  was  a part  of  the  19th  century  mi.ssionary  enterprise.  Tor  instance,  in  North 
Korea,  the  only  Christian  Church  is  an  underground  church,  and  in  Shanghai,  China, 
where  there  were  formerly  217  churches,  there  are  now  only  9. 


Yet.  wliile  successes  on  the  mission  field  do  not  come  as  a swelling  tide,  they  do 
come.  Dr.  Harry  Haines,  former  Director  of  the  .Advance  for  the  Board  of  Missions, 
tells  how  the  Christians  of  Taiwan  looked  forward  to  the  Church’s  centenary  celebra- 
tion in  1965.  They  had  set  a goal  of  500  new  churces  in  10  years  leading  to  the  cele- 
bration. This  was  an  ambitious  goal  in  view  of  the  fact  that  only  490  churches  had  been 
built  in  the  previous  90  years.  Nevertheless,  on  July  22,  1965,  the  1000th  Church  in 
Taiwan  was  opened— the  goal  of  500  new  churches  in  10  years  had  been  reachedl 

Last  year  at  the  Louisiana  .Annual  Conference,  Mr.  Joe  Davis,  Missionary  to  tlie 
Congo,  told  us  that  over  50%  of  the  people  in  the  Congo  belong  to  the  Cihristian 
community. 

In  Algeria,  a Muslim  state,  authorization  has  been  given,  for  the  first  time,  to 
the  Methodist  Church  to  carry  on  medical  work  in  that  country.  .Ml  of  these  are 
evidence  of  success,  though  it  takes  courage  to  re-interpret  the  meaning  of  "success.  ’ 

It  takes  courage  for  a mission  board  to  conceive  and  try  new  mission  strategies. 
One  such  strategy  was  the  short-term  missionary  program,  which  was  begun  in  1948, 
for  Overseas-3’s,  and  in  1951,  for  U.S.-2's.  Since  those  dates.  402  persons  have  served 
as  U.S.-2’s  and  935  as  Overseas-3’s.  Despite  the  success  of  this  venture,  the  need  for 
missionaries  at  home  and  overseas — short  term  and  regular — has  never  been  met. 
We  must  continue  to  recruit,  even  within  our  own  families.  It  does  take  courage  to 
encourage  one's  daughter  or  son  or  granddaughter  or  grandson  to  join  the  missionary 
ranks  of  the  Church. 

Today,  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions  is  courageously  undertaking  new  pro- 
grams and  engaging  in  new  strategies  to  meet  the  challenge  of  "the  mission  to  six 
continents.” 

We  are  not  only  called  to  support  missions— though  the  need  for  our  prayers, 
our  concern,  and  our  money  is  great— we  are  also  chosen  to  be  involved  in  mission. 
What  does  this  mean?  I am  sure  there  is  no  simple  answer.  But,  to  me,  it  means 
that,  as  Christians— men  and  women,  Christian  lay  people— we  must  develop  a con- 
structive relationship  between  our  witness  to  God  and  our  service  to  man  as  the 
expression  of  our  personal  encounter  with  God.  Dag  Hammarskjold  said  it  in  these 
words:  “In  our  era,  the  road  to  holiness  necessarily  passes  through  the  world  of 
action.”  I think  this  is  the  goal  set  forth  for  us  in  the  Purpose  of  the  Woman’s 
■Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  namely:  that  we  grow  in  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence of  God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ  and  that  we  respond  to  Gocl’s  redemptixe 
purpose  in  the  xvorld. 

To  live  by  this  purpose  as  individuals  and  to  see  it  become  a vital  part  of  evert 
program  and  every  activity  of  the  Woman’s  .Society  and  Guild  takes  courage— courage 
to  dare  to  strive  for  a goal  .so  idealistic  and  demanding— courage  to  trv  new  ways 
for  new  days. 

It  is  said  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  space  age,  the  scientists  rediscovered  an 
ancient  law  of  human  behavior,  which  they  called  "Murphy’s  Law.”  Murphy’s  Law 
says  “If  anything  can  go  wrong,  it  will.”  .All  of  us  have  had  experiences  which  make 

us  feel  that  this  law  is  still  operative.  Hoxvever,  there  is  a corollary  to  Murphy’s 

Law  which  states  that  troubles  which  can’t  be  eliminated  can  be  kept  to  a minimum, 
and  they  can  be  overcome.  The  Romans  had  a motto  for  this  long  before  Murphy’s 
Law.  They  said,  “To  the  stars  through  difficulty.”  Our  purpose  may  be  idealistic 
and  difficult  to  achieve,  but  let  us  remember  that  the  stars  await  those  who  dare 
to  try  the  difficult. 

If  we  are  to  gi\e  courageous  witness  and  .service  in  this  troubled  Now,  I believe 
we  must  divest  ourselves  of  the  sin  of  satisfaction  xvith  the  mediocre.  .A  few  months 
ago.  Dr.  Orlin  Gorey,  of  Centenary  College,  speaking  at  the  Pinexille  Methodist 
Church,  .said,  “The  tragedy  (of  our  day)  is  not  the  size  of  our  problems,  but  the 
puniness  of  our  purpose.”  Our  own  Bishop  Walton  used  the  idea  of  the  “need  for 
excellence”  in  the  address  xvhich  he  gate  to  the  district  conference  last  fall. 

■All  of  us  who  are  parents  have  had  the  experience  of  calling  to  our  children, 
when  they  become  unusually  cjuiet,  “\Vhat  are  you  doing?”  we  would  ask.  .And  the 
reply  would  come,  “Oh.  nothing  much.”  Then  we  knew  it  xvas  time  to  inxestigate. 
I have  a feeling  that  if  God,  “hearing”  our  quietness,  would  call  to  us,  “What  arc 

vou  doing?”  some  of  us  would  have  to  reply  “Oh,  nothing  much,”  for  there  arc 
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times  when  some  of  us  are  dim  of  vision  and  are  occupied  with  small  and  inconse- 
(juential  activities. 

Dr.  Charles  Crowe  tells  the  story  of  a man  who  once  found  a shiny  dime  in  the 
road.  He  determined  from  that  moment  to  keep  looking  for  things.  Through  the 
next  40  years,  he  kept  his  eyes  on  the  road  as  he  walked,  and  at  the  end  of  that 
time  he  had  picked  up  ''34,947  buttons.  54,712  pins,  11  pennies,  a bent  back  and  a 
bad  disposition.”  What  might  he  not  have  gained  for  himself  and  others  had  he 
not  been  satisfied  with  buttons  and  pins  and  had  he  not  lost  the  glory  of  the  sun, 
the  beauty  of  nature,  the  smile  of  friends,  and  the  joy  of  service  to  others? 

I believe  that  there  is  but  one  level  at  which  Chiistians  can  function  and  main- 
tain their  Christian  integrity— and  that  is  the  level  of  the  highest  capacity  of  which 
they  are  capable.  How  many  times  have  you  seen  a program  in  the  Woman’s  Society 
fall  on  deaf  ears  and  disinterested  minds  because  someone  was  satisfied  to  make  a 
mediocre  presentation?  The  American  Bible  Society  reports  that  ‘‘The  greatest 
barrier  to  the  world-wide  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  is  the  inadequate  use  vast 
numbers  of  Christians  make  of  them.”  Does  this  statement  not  form  an  ‘‘uncomfort- 
able shoe”  for  some  of  us  in  the  Society  and  Guild  to  wear? 

Dr.  Kermit  Long,  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Evangelism,  stated 
that,  last  year  it  took  85  Methodist  Church  members  to  win  one  new  member  on 
profession  of  faith,  exclusive  of  those  who  came  in  through  the  Church  School.  Does 
this  say  anything  to  some  of  us  in  the  Woman’s  Society  and  Guild  about  out  witness 
in  terms  of  the  values  of  membership  both  in  the  Church  and  in  the  Society? 

Rufus  M.  Jones,  the  Quaker  mystic,  tells  of  a dedicated  man  who  established  a 
Sunday  School  off  the  Coast  of  Maine.  The  children  whom  he  gathered  together 
belonged  to  a few  families  who  made  their  livelihood  from  the  sea.  On  the  first  day  the 
children  gathered,  their  teacher,  seeking  to  relate  spiritual  truth  to  the  environment 
with  which  the  children  were  familiar,  asked,  ‘‘How  many  of  you  have  ever  seen  the 
.Atlantic  Ocean?”  Not  a hand  was  raised.  The  man  was  dumbfounded.  Children 
who  had  eaten  fish  from  the  ocean,  bathed  in  its  surf,  boated  on  its  waters,  had 
never  been  told  its  name.  They  had  never  discovered  the  Atlantic  Ocean!  Dr.  Jones 
pointed  out  that  in  a similar  way  many  Christians  are  unaware  of  the  world  of  the 
spirit  that  surrounds  them  though  they  have  been  reared  in  the  Church.  They  have 

never  had  a real  encounter  with  God  and  their  spiritual  lives  have  settled  into  a 

sterile  and  mediocre  rut.  Does  this  story  say  anything  to  some  of  us  about  the  medi- 
ocrity of  our  spiritual  growth  and  our  lack  of  awareness  that  the  spiritual  life  must 
be  a part  of  all  of  life  or  it  will  belong  to  none  of  it? 

■Are  we  satisfied  with  a 1%  increase  in  membership  w'hen  we  are  challenged  by 
a goal  of  25%  increase?  Are  some  of  our  members  satisfied  to  pledge  the  same  amount 
to  missions  they  pledged  25  years  ago  when  the  AA^oman’s  Society  first  came  into  being? 

The.se  are  some  of  the  questions  we  must  ask  ourselves.  Honest  answers  will 
require  courageous  self-appraisal,  as  individuals  and  as  a .Society. 

It  takes  courage  to  accept  the  truth  that  time  does  ‘‘make  ancient  good  uncouth.” 

Much  that  was  good  and  proper  a generation  ago  is  no  longer  acceptable,  whether 

it  be  in  style  of  dress,  modes  of  transportation,  attitudes  toward  social  issues  and 
relationships,  or  missionary  strategies.  It  takes  courage  to  move  with  ‘ ideas  that 
have  come  to  their  time,”  even  though  their  worth  has  not  been  fully  recognized. 
One  such  idea  is  the  ecumenical  movement.  This  is  one  of  the  great  new  facts  of 
our  day,  which  has  been  brought  forcibly  to  the  public  mind  by  the  recent  .sessions 
of  the  Vatican  Council.  Too  few  of  us  have  been  aware  of  the  ecumenical  aspect  of 
the  missionary  endeavor  which  has  been  developing  over  a period  of  years  and  is 
finding  increasingly  wider  expression.  The  Ecumenical  Mo\ement,  loosely  described, 
has  at  least  three  manifestations:  (1)  organizational,  such  as  the  World  Council  of 
Churches,  which  provides  a channel  through  which  the  member  communions  may 
express  their  common  concerns  and  make  a united  witne.ss;  (2)  internationalization, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  missionary  force:  (3)  interfaith  cooperation,  in  which  two  or 
more  denominations  join  together  in  a particular  endeavor. 

I he  AVorld  Council  of  Churches  grew  out  of  the  missionary  outreach  of  the 
(hurches.  Today,  among  its  many  areas  of  work,  it  sponsors  the  Joint  Action  for 
Missioti  and  the  Joint  Action  for  .Service,  through  which  backing  and  support  are 
given  by  several  churches  to  a single  church  which  is  strategically  located  for  a par- 
licidar  mission  or  .service. 
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riie  internationalization  of  the  missionary  force  is  a development  of  the  ecu 
menical  spirit.  Over  200  Asian  missionaries,  supported  entirely  by  their  churches, 
are  serving  in  the  world  today.  A Methodist  missionary  couple  have  recently  gone  to 
Hong  Kong  to  direct  the  planning  of  a $6,000,000  United  Christian  Hospital,  an 
ecumenical  project  involving  a number  of  denominations.  A Korean  Methodist 
couple  have  recently  joined  an  international  missionarv  force  in  Bolivia. 

More  familiar  to  us  are  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  the  .American 
Bible  Society,  to  which,  as  a Methodist  Church,  we  give  our  cooperation  and  support. 
Here  in  Louisiana,  the  employment  of  an  Executive  Secretary  for  the  State  Council 
of  Churches,  now  in  its  second  year  of  life,  foretells'  a future  of  greater  opportunit\ 
for  a united  Christian  witness  in  our  state.  In  addition,  a program  of  interfaith 
cooperation  is  represented  by  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  about  which 
you  will  hear  more  later.  For  Methodist  women  a still  more  familiar  and  practical 
way  of  expressing  our  interest  in  the  ecumenical  movement  is  our  support,  bv  par- 
ticipation and  finances,  of  United  Church  Women,  which  seeks  to  transcend  differ- 
ence and  division  by  emphasizing  the  beliefs  we  hold  in  common. 

If  we  are  chosen,  as  Christian  Methodists  and  as  Christian  women,  to  move  into 
a new  day,  we  cannot  lean  on  our  past  achievements  nor  be  satisfied  with  that  which 
is  mediocre  or  static.  The  accomplishments  of  the  past  give  us  inspiration;  the  needs 
of  the  present  challenge  us.  We  are,  therefore,  I believe— 


CHOSEN-TO  GO  FORWARD 

The  word  "go”  is  an  active  verb,  denoting  movement.  It  is  used  1.460  times  in 
the  Bible,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  the  people  of  God  were  not  suppo.sed  to 
stand  still.  God  gave  the  direction  in  which  we  are  to  go  when  He  said  to  Moses, 
"Tell  the  people  of  Israel  to  go  forward.”  The  forward  direction  is  traditional  with 
the  missionary  movement.  .St.  Paul,  missionary  to  the  Gentiles,  said,  "I  press  on 
toward  the  goal  for  the  prize  of  the  upward  cal!  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.”  (Phil.  .8:14): 
and  David  Livingstone,  a missionary  to  Africa,  said,  "I  will  go  anywhere  provided  it 
will  be  forward.”  Gladstone,  the  great  Engli,sh  statesman,  expressed  the  idea  in  these 
words:  “The  task  of  a statesman  is  to  find  out  which  way  God  is  going  to  move  in 
the  next  50  years,  and  he  had  better  move  with  Him.” 

In  about  two  and  one-half  months,  a new  conference  president  and  her  corps 
of  officers,  some  newly  elected  and  others  already  serving,  will  a.ssume  the  respon- 
sibility and  the  privilege  of  guiding  the  destiny  of  this  Conference  .Society.  I have 
no  doubt  that  the  direction  will  be  forward.  These  officers  will  guide,  but  only  you— 
the  8 District  Societies  and  Guilds  and  the  320  local  Societies  and  the  iOl  local  Giuld 
Units— only  YOU,  in  respojise  to  God’s  guidance  and  the  leadership  of  those  you  have 
chosen  to  be  your  officers,  can  determine  the  destiny.  But  I am  confident  that  we 
w'ill  not  stand  wdth  our  faces  to  the  past  and  our  backs  to  the  future,  for  He  has 
chosen  us— for  the  living  of  these  days.  The  sun,  rising  in  the  East,  has  often  been 
used  as  a symbol  of  promise  and  opportunity.  A few  months  ago,  I saw  a television 
documentary  called  “The  Constitution.”  The  film  depicted  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  1787.  The  men  who  met  to  draft  the  constitution  struggled 
to  put  into  words  the  truths  which  they  believe  would  provide  the  foundation  for  a 
great  nation.  Throughout  the  meeting,  Benjamin  Franklin  sat  where  he  could  .see 
the  back  of  George  Washington’s  chair,  which  bore  a painting  of  the  sun.  AVhen 
the  time  came  for  Franklin  to  affix  his  signature  to  the  document,  he  said  to  his 
fellow  statesmen.  ".As  I have  sat  in  this  convention,  I have  been  unable  to  determine 
whether  the  sun  on  the  back  of  Mr.  Washington’s  chair  was  rising  or  setting.  But 
now,  I have  the  happiness  to  know  that  this  is  a rising  sun!” 

We  too  have  the  happiness  and  the  faith  to  know  that  we  base  hut  to  open  our 
doors  eastward  and  walk,  with  courage,  into  the  rising  sun. 
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REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  OFFICERS  AND  SECRETARIES 


VICE  PRESIDENT 


There  has  been  some  excellent  work  done  and  growth  recorded  In  the  area  of 
programming  in  the  Woman’s  Society  during  the  past  year. 

The  vice  presidents  with  their  Committees  on  Program  at  all  levels  have  planned 
and  presented  some  very  fine  programs  from  which  action  in  old  and  new  ways  have 
resulted.  The  programs  from  the  Program  Book,  "Living  in  Such  an  Age,”  were 
used  in  manv  cases  for  the  general  meetings.  The  women  showed  ingenuity  and 
creativity  in  planning  programs  for  the  circle  meetings,  which  incidentally  were  not 
published  in  the  book  as  was  usually  done.  However,  some  .societies  had  difficulty 
in  providing  adequate  materia!  for  the  programs  for  the  circle  meetings.  You  will 
be  glad  to  note  that  22  programs  are  included  in  the  new  book,  “Dialogue  and 
Design”  and  two  extra  packets,  “How  to  Choose  Children’s  Books”  and  “Helping 
College  Students  Discover  Truth”  as  well  as  the  Elective  Theme,  “Races  and  Recon- 
ciliation,” will  give  an  ample  supply  of  material  for  the  year. 

Good  Fall  workshops  were  held  in  all  eight  districts  and  reports  of  co-operation 
and  participation  by  entire  church  congregations  in  the  local  churches  were  reported. 
This  will  be  the  continued  emphasis  for  1966-67  and  we  are  recommending  that  the 
Woman’s  Society  not  assume  the  role  of  leadership  in  the  studies  but  assist  the  Com- 
missions on  Mission  and  Education  in  their  respective  districts  and  local  churches. 

To  those  alert  to  the  possibilities  of  securing  persons  with  special  training,  I 
would  suggest  the  delegates  and  representatives  in  your  district  to  the  Seventh  As- 
sembly, the  Convocation  on  Worship  and  the  Bicentennial  of  Methodism  in  the 

United  States  as  special  speakers.  Several  ministers  from  Loui.siana  were  in  attendance 
at  some  of  these  meetings  and  have  a great  experience  to  share.  Youth  delegates  to 
the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  and  the  Mission  Tour  can  give  you  a 
lift  and  a refreshing  insight  into  .some  of  the  experiences  our  young  people  are 
encountering  and  are  eager  to  share  them  with  you. 

With  these  suggestions  and  reports  and  others  you  can  readily  discover  for  your- 
selves, and  with  the  help  of  the  new  program  book,  “Dialogue  and  Design,”  we  should 
be  able  to  go  forward  to  a new  day  with  greater  love,  concern  and  resources  to  enlist 
and  challenge  the  unenlisted  Methodist  women  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  whose  purpose  is  to  assist  women  to  grow  in  knowledge  and  experience  of 
God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ.

S.  Barefield  led  a special  interest  group  on  "The  University  World’’  with  sixteen 
ladies  participating  in  excellent  discussion.  Two  districts  had  full  "Day  on  Campus” 
programs;  three  others  had  a fellowship  period  at  the  campus  with  opportunity 
given  for  questions,  discussion  and  growth  in  understanding  the  campus  ministry.

SECRETARY  OF  MEMBERSHIP  CULTIVATION 
Mrs.  Max  L.  Clayton,  Conference  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation 

This  has  been  a year  of  much  adjusting,  counting  and  planning.  We  have  been 
adjusting  to  a new  name  and  new  duties,  counting  for  our  own  information  and  for 
Assembly,  and  planning  ahead,  ^\’e  found  that  through  inaccuracies  of  records,  popu- 
lation shifting  and  other  reasons,  we  had  actually  lost  members  instead  of  the  25% 
increase  we  had  hoped  for.  AV'e  are  suggesting  that  in  each  society,  the  president,  secre- 
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tary  of  membership  cultivation  as  well  as  the  recording  secretary,  keep  an  accurate 
list  of  members.  \Ve  realize  that  keeping  the  roll  is  but  the  beginning,  for  the 
committee  on  membership  will  need  to  keep  in  touch  with  active,  inactive  and 
potential  members  if  we  are  to  fulfill  our  purpose.  Although  they  are  not  numbered, 
some  interest  groups  have  been  formed  in  the  Conference  and  are  engaged  in  Christ- 
like  service.  Although  few  of  us  have  worked  to  capacity,  we  are  grateful  to  have 
had  a part  in  the  work  that  helps  women  grow  in  Christian  experience  and  are 
challenged  to  work  harder  that  all  women  can  have  this  opportunity  to  grow  in 
understanding  and  spiritual  power,  through  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 


MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 
Mrs.  Garland  Dean,  Secretary 

This  has  been  a year  of  innovations.  Instead  of  separate  studies  for  home  mis- 
sions, foreign  missions  and  Christian  social  relations  there  was  a unified  study, 
MISSION:  THE  CHRISTIAN’S  CALLING,  undergirded  by  the  Bible  study,  ACTS: 
THEN  AND  NOW.  The  total  number  of  study  classes  in  which  the  Woman’s 
Society  participated  was  421,  total  attendance  of  adults,  16,054;  classes  maintaining 
minimum  goals,  240;  attendance,  5,256. 

There  has  been  an  increased  emphasis  on  joint  mission  study  for  men  and 
women  and  church-wide  Schools  of  Mission.  In  order  to  prepare  local  church  lead- 
ers to  make  the  best  use  of  mission  study  material,  guidance  for  new  committees 
on  mission  study  are  being  proposed  on  the  conference,  district  and  local  levels; 
and  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  cooperative  training  of  both  men  and  women 
from  the  “grass  roots”  up. 

The  conference  office  of  missionary  service  was  added  to  that  of  missionary  edu- 
cation. To  help  the  local  societies  know  the  workers,  active  and  retired,  to  whom 
we  are  now  especially  related  as  a Conference  Society,  a Directory  for  1965-66  was 
prepared,  also  a Birthday  Calendar.  These  lists  were  mailed  to  local  secretaries  of 
missionary  education  and  service,  assignments  of  names  being  made  to  each  society 
for  “keeping  in  touch.”  Names  of  workers  have  also  been  divided  among  the 
district  secretaries  of  missionary  education  and  service,  the  district  secretaries  of 
supply  and  district  treasurers  sharing  responsibility  for  maintaining  contact  with 
workers  in  Louisiana  projects  of  the  National  Division.  Your  conference  secretary 
considers  it  a privilege  to  have  as  her  special  concern  all  of  these  workers. 

We  have  lost  by  death  two  retired  missionaries  who  resided  in  Louisiana,  Miss 
Clara  Chalmers  and  the  Rev.  Clyde  Stuntz. 

New  short-term  workers  who  have  gone  from  our  conference  are  Miss  Carol

As  I make  my  last  report  to  the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  Conference 
1 am  experiencing  a bit  of  nostalgia,  for  I realize  I will  not  be  in  close  contact 
and  communication  with  so  many  friends  who  have  meant  so  very  much  to  me 
these  past  years.  And  too,  I feel  we  should  have  accomplished  more  in  the  area 
of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.  When  I say  Area  of  Spiritual  Life— I do  not  mean  to 
imply  that  it  is  something  isolated  or  separated  from  the  total  life  of  the  society,  it 
must  be  involved  in  every  aspect  of  it.

For  those  who  did  not  have  one,  it  is  not  too  late  and  I feel 
sure  you  will  be  greatly  rewarded  for  the  time  involved,  both  in  planning  and  par- 
ticipation. 

There  is  evidence  of  much  more  interest  in  Prayer  Groups,  Days  Apart,  Retreats, 
and  Schools  of  Prayer.  It  is  very  important  that  careful  study  and  preparation  be 
made  in  planning  for  these  events.  I hope  every  district  will  have  at  least  one 
district-wide  Day  Apart  this  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation,  and  I know  I speak  for  the  entire 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  to  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel  who  led  our 
Quiet  Hour  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Annua)  Meeting,  and  to  Mrs.  Walter  Brock 
and  Mrs.  Richard  Veale  for  the  lovely  music  which  added  so  much  to  the  program.

The  Supply  Work  Askings  for  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  1966-1967  were 
$16,387.58  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  $2,005.00  for  the  'Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild.  At  the  close  of  the  third  period  $15,505.21  has  been  paid;  this 
amount  included  special  offerings  for  Christmas.  Reports  from  five  District  Treasurers 
show  that  all  have  paid  their  Askings  in  full  and  some  have  paid  more  than  was 
asked.  Most  of  the  Supply  Askings  for  this  year  went  to  institutions  and  projects 
within  Louisiana  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  met  show  the  concern 
that  is  felt  by  the  Woman’s  Societies  and  Guilds.  Each  gift,  regardless  of  size,  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  total  giving  to  help  meet  the  great  need  that  exists. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Red  Scissors  Coupons  sent  to  St. 
Mark’s  Community  Center.  The  quota  of  65,000  for  the  year  is  unlikely  to  be  met. 
More  emphasis  needs  to  be  placed  on  this  project  as  it  means  much  to  St.  Mark’s. 

Work  other  than  Cash  for  Supply  has  been  done  by  many  of  the  societies  but 
is  sometimes  lost  in  the  reporting.  One  district  reported  clothes  valued  at  $350.00 
had  been  sent  to  Dulac  Community  Center  and  other  districts  small  gifts  to  other 
institutions.

1.  That  the  Vice-President,  as  Chairman,  call  the  Committee  on  Program  to- 
gether as  soon  as  possible  after  elections  to  discuss  the  responsibilities  of  each  mem- 
ber to  the  committee:  to  consider  all  the  program  areas  for  which  the  committee  is 
responsible;  and  to  initiate  plans  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  That  the  District  Vice-President,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  plan  the 
Fall  Workshops,  attend,  and  encourage  the  committee  members  to  attend,  the  School 
of  Christian  Mission  that  the  maximum  training  might  be  received  for  planning  the 
■Workshop. 

3.  That  the  Vice-President,  in  cooperation  with  other  officers  and  secretaries, 
seek  to  interpret  and  support  the  Ecumenical  Movement,  especially  as  it  is  expressed 
through  United  Church  Women  and  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women; 
and  that  materials  from  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  “The  Picture 
Story  of  United  Church  Women,’’  and  letters  from  the  Conference  Vice-Pre.sident  be 
used  to  promote  ecumenical  understanding.

1.  1 hat  the  Secretary  for  Campus  Ministry  cooperate  with  her  pastor  in  plan- 
ning the  observance  of  Student  Recognition  Day,  Methodist  Student  Day,  and  the 
Universal  day  of  Prayer  for  Students. 

2.  That  the  local  .secretary  send  gold  student  information  cards  for  each  student 
from  the  local  church  to  the  campus  minister  by  June  15,  1966. 

3.  That  the  secretary  seek  ways  in  which  she  can  effectively  participate  in  the 
mutual  ministry  with  international  students  and  faculty. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS-Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  Secretary 

Christian  women,  including  the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  are  called  to  informed,  responsible  Christian  action.  It  is  therefore,  recom- 
mended: 

1.  That  each  local  .Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  help  her  .Society  to 
become  better  informed  on  election  issues  on  the  local,  state,  and  national  levels; 
and  that  she  make  a concentrated  effort  to  learn  more  about  the  problems  related 
to  such  important  issues  as  school  drop-outs,  poverty,  and  alcohol. 

2.  That  each  Woman’s  Society  member  secure  and  study  factual  material  about 
the  United  Nations  in  order  that  she  may  better  understand  its  functions  and  that 
of  its  agencies. 

3.  That  each  Society  seek  to  understand  the  steps  which  have  been  taken  re- 
cently in  the  Ecumenical  Movement  and  become  affiliated  with  the  local  Council 
of  United  Church  Women;  or,  where  there  is  no  council,  make  a financial  contribu- 
tion, through  the  state  treasurer  of  United  Church  Women,  to  the  State  Council. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE-Mrs.  Garland  Dean,  Jr. 

1.  That  the  local  Secretary  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  information  in 
the  leaflet.  So  You  Want  to  Study,  giving  special  attention  to  the  topics  in  the  leaflet: 
■'Who  Studies?”,  “Who  Plans  Study?”,  “What  .\re  Goals  for  Study?”,  and  “^Vhat  Action 
After  Study?” 

2.  That  the  .Secretary  promote  and  interpret  projects  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
by  encouraging  the  creative  use  of  such  resources  as:  audio-visuals,  current  printed 
materials,  missionary  letters,  and  special  speakers. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  assume  responsibility  for  the  local  society  keeping  in  touch 
rvith  missionaries  and/or  other  workers  especially  assigned  it,  enlarging  the  list  as 
love  and  concern  dictate. 

MEMBERSHIP  CULTIVATION-Mrs.  Max  L.  Clayton,  Secretary 

1.  That  the  Woman’s  Society  members  develop  an  interest  in  all  women  as 
individuals  and  try  to  help  them  find  a place  to  serve  in  the  Woman’s  .Society  of 
Christian  Service  or  tV’esleyan  Service  Guild  or  Special  Interest  Group. 

2.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Membership  Culti\ation  continue  to  enlist  Dis- 
trict Members  from  every  church  where  there  is  no  Il'oman’s  Society. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation  cooperate  fully  in  the  effort 
to  have  an  Officers  Training  Day  in  every  local  .Society. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation  attend  regularly  the  .services 
of  her  Church. 
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MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL— Mrs.  C.  R.  McCanimon,  Secretary 

1.  That  the  Committee  on  Nominations  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  each  local  church  nominate,  and  the  society  elect,  a Representative  to  serve 
with  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Vocations  in  the  local  church.  This  representative 
shall  channel  bi-annual  evaluation  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
for  the  district. 

2.  The  Representative  of  the  Woman’s  Society  to  the  Committee  on  Christian 
Vocations  in  the  local  church  shall  refer  names  (with  addresses  and  all  pertinent 
information)  of  youth,  students,  and  adults  who  have  an  interest  in  church-related 
vocations  to  the  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel.

Report  of  1965  School  of  Christian  Mission 

The  total  number  registered  for  the  1965  School  of  Christian  Mission  was  212. 
This  number  includes  258  students— 222  in  application  groups  and  34  registered  for 
other  group  activities.  Of  the  remaining  14,  9 were  leaders  of  groups  and  4 were 
staff  members. 

Total  sales  in  Program  Materials  amounted  to  $970.35. 

Miss  Margaret  Wade  Campbell,  Louisiana’s  own  missionary  on  furlough  from 
Mexico,  led  morning  meditations  and  served  as  a resource  person  throughout  the 
school.  Special  emphasis  was  given  to  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
in  a program  directed  by  Mrs.  Garland  Dean,  dean  of  the  school. 

An  Honorary  Membership  was  given  to  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey,  retiring  Churcli 
and  Community  worker.  A missionary  offering  in  the  amount  of  $200.00  was  given 
to  missions,  honoring  Mrs.  B.  F.  Patterson,  former  recording  secretary  of  the  con- 
ference, who  recently  moved  to  Liberty,  Texas.  Announcement  was  made  of  a 
$100.00  IN  HONOR  GIFT  for  missions  honoring  Miss  Margaret  4Vade  Campbell.

1966  MISSION  TOUR 

REPORT  or  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TOURS 
Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon 

The  hfth  annual  Mission  Tour  sponsored  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
.Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be  held  in  the  summer  of  1966  from  July  18-30. 
The  itinerary  will  include  several  stops  in  the  Mid-West  with  particular  emphasis 
on  mission  projects  in  the  Chicago  area. 

The  tour  directors  will  be  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Oldham  of  Baton  Rouge.  Mr. 
Oldham  is  the  District  Director  of  Youth  Work  for  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  and 
Mrs.  Oldham  is  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  They  have  been  active  for  several  years  in  all  phases  of  youth 
work.  This  will  be  the  third  conference  tour  which  the  Oldhams  have  directed. 
They,  with  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Johns  of  Hosston,  directed  the  very  successful 
tour  in  1965  which  covered  some  3,000  miles  of  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Alabama, 
Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  and  Virginia.  Thirty-five  young  people  participated  in 
this  tour. 

The  cost  of  the  tour  will  be  $85  for  each  member.  This  includes  meals  and 
transportation.  Overnight  stops  are  made  at  the  projects  visited  or  in  churches  along 
the  route.  This  necessitates  sleeping  bags  or  bed  rolls. 

•Selection  of  tour  members  will  be  made  by  a committee  from  applications 
received.  An  applicant  must  be  a junior  or  senior  in  high  school  or  of  college  age 
and  active  in  his  church  or  student  group. 

.Application  blanks  will  be  mailed  in  April  to  all  local  presidents  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  to  all  pastors.  These  blanks  should  be  filled  out 
and  returned  to  Mrs.  John  Oldham,  10465  Cedarlane  Drive,  Baton  Rouge,  by  May 
20,  1966.  Those  selected  as  tour  members  will  be  notified  by  June  15,  1966. 

Participation  in  the  Mi.ssion  Tour  has  proven  to  be  a revealing  and  inspiring 
experience.  Many  young  people  have  commented  on  the  new  understanding  of  the 
ministry  of  the  Church  which  has  come  to  them  as  a result  of  seeing  the  church  at 
work  in  so  many  varied  ways.  A real  sense  of  Christian  fellowship  has  also  been 
developed  among  tour  members.  The  1965  tour  group  held  a reunion  on  March  5 
and  6,  1966. 

Excellent  cooperation  in  the  promotion  of  the  tour  has  been  received  from  local 
societies  and  churches,  and  the  committee  and  the  directors  are  most  grateful.  Socie- 
ties and  churches  are  urged  to  inform  their  young  people  concerning  this  tour  and 
to  encourage  applications  from  those  who  will  derive  the  most  benefit  from  it.

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  OF  THE  METHODIST 
CHURCH  COMMUNITY  CENTERS 

PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 
2019  Simon  Boliver  Avenue,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  70113 

Tuesday,  September  7,  1965,  marked  the  beginning  of  the  forty-third  year  of 
Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  as  an  institution  giving  services  to  the  com- 
munity. As  usual  the  first  day  of  school  for  children  of  this  age  group  (two  to 
seven  years)  stirs  up  a vast  variety  of  emotions  from  hilarious  joy  to  deepest  despair. 
While  some  are  happy  to  be  back  with  old  friends  and  playmates  and  to  meet  new 
friends,  others  are  distressed  at  the  prospect  of  being  away  from  home  and  mother 
and  familiar  surroundings. 

For  most  the  period  of  adjustment  is  short  and  soon  they  are  enjoying  the  new 
experience  of  being  in  Nursery  School.  Within  a few  days  they  begin  to  realize  that 
being  away  from  home  and  mother  is  not  so  bad  after  all;  not  when  one  can  spend 
the  day  with  playmates  of  ones  own  age  and  kindly  adults  who  wipe  your  nose  and 
tie  your  ribbons  and  put  a band-aid  on  your  bruised  knee  just  like  mother  does  for 
you. 

Then  too  there  are  the  toys  and  blocks  and  dolls  to  play  with  indoors  plus  the 
slide,  the  jungle  gym,  the  swdngs  and  the  merry-go-round  on  the  playground.  There 
are  also  tricycles,  wagons  and  horses  to  ride  outdoors.  Ring  games,  jumping  rope, 
throwing  balls,  just  plain  running  or  marching  around  the  big  playground  can  be 
fun  too.  Modeling  clay  into  fantastic  objects  and  shapes  or  coloring  pictures,  listen- 
ing to  records  and  stories  and  other  fascinating  activities  can  persuade  a pre-schooler 
to  change  his  mind  about  not  w'anting  to  be  away  from  home  and  mother  for  the  day. 

Hardly  had  the  year  begun  w'hen  we  were  so  rudely  interrupted  by  Hurricane 
Betsy.  Fortunately  the  center  suffered  only  minor  damage  and  was  able  to  resume 
operation  within  a few  days.  But  tlie  homes  of  many  of  our  children  and  staff  mem- 
bers were  not  so  fortunate.  So  it  w'as  some  time  later  before  things  were  back  to 
normal. 

And  now  Peoples  Center  w’as  called  upon  to  face  another  challenge.  That  of 
helping  to  alleviate  the  suffering  and  misery  of  the  hundreds  of  people  who  sustained 
such  tragic  losses  as  a result  of  the  catastrophe.  Even  though  space  is  always  at  a 
premium  it  became  necessary  to  sacrifice  the  use  of  a large  room  so  that  space  could 
be  made  available  for  use  as  a distribution  center  of  clothing  and  household  articles 
to  flood  victims  throughout  the  city.  Hundreds  of  boxes  and  bundles  poured  in  from 
many  different  sources  and  many  people  were  thereby  helped. 

Another  major  service  was  offered  to  the  community  through  the  facilities  of 
Peoples  Center— that  of  Operation  Up-grade.  This  was  a city-w'ide  project  sponsored 
by  a committee  of  civic  minded  citizens  to  provide  free  instruction  for  illiterates. 
Classes  were  held  twice  W’eekly  in  the  evenings  and  many  took  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  up-grade  their  educational  standing. 

As  of  now  we  are  operating  at  full  schedule  with  an  enrollment  of  seventy-five 
in  the  nursery  classes,  eighty-four  in  the  kindergarten  and  forty-two  in  the  primary 
grades.  Due  to  Hurricane  Betsy  the  Fall  Festival  was  a bit  late  getting  under  wav 
this  year.  But  nevertheless  a good  showing  was  made  even  though  it  was  not  the 
financial  success  of  former  years,  thanks  to  Betsy. 

Another  event  of  importance  occurred  this  year,  a cliange  of  administrators. 
Rev.  Calvin  was  called  to  pastor  one  of  the  larger  churches  in  the  city  and  was  re- 
placed by  Rev.  Nathaniel  P.  Perry.  Rev.  Perry  comes  to  us  with  a splendid  back- 
ground of  educational  preparedness  and  experiences  in  the  field  of  social  welfare. 
Having  served  as  a foster  care  worker  with  Montgomery  County,  Maryland  Welfare 
Department  and  as  supervisor.  .So  we  are  confident  of  a bright  future  for  Peoples 
Center  under  his  leadership. 

As  we  move  on  from  one  degree  of  .service  to  anotlier  vve  are  ever  mindful  of 
and  grateful  for  the  material  and  spiritual  support  of  the  'W’oman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
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SOCIAL  WELFARE  AND  MEDICAL  WORK 
ST.  MARK’S  COMMUNITY  CENTER 
1130  N.  Rampart  St.,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana 
Fae  L.  Daves,  Director 

Our  fall  program  this  year  opened  with  the  blast  of  "Betsy.”  Service  to  refugees 
took  precedence  over  everything  else.  The  doors  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center 
were  opened  to  the  overflow  Friday  night  September  10th.  About  200  refugees  were 
housed,  fed,  and  cared  for  here  from  Friday  night  to  the  following  Tuesday  morning. 
^Ve  were  glad  to  be  able  to  help  in  such  an  emergency. 

St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  has  been  attempting  to  meet  some  of  the  needs 
of  the  people  of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located  since  1909,  offering  a variety 
of  services  to  persons  of  all  ages  and  many  nationalities  on  a non-sectarian  basis. 
It  was  not  until  September  1965,  however,  that  the  doors  were  opened  to  Negroes 
who  presently  form  the  largest  population  group  between  St.  Mark’s  and  Claiborne 
.\venue. 

The  purpose  of  St.  Mark’s  as  stated  in  the  Bylaws  is  “to  offer  a program  of  Group 
Work,  Informal  Education,  Recreation,  and  Camping  for  the  enrichment  of  life, 
individual  and  family,  and  for  the  betterment  of  the  community  of  which  it  is  a 
part.”  While  the  program  of  activities  includes  all  ages,  4 to  91  this  past  year, 
emphasis  has  always  been  upon  services  for  children  and  youth.  This  emphasis  is 
not  on  rehabilitation  but  development.  We  believe  it  is  the  right  of  every  child  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  grow  in  the  right  way  so  that  each  may  realize  fullness  of 
life.  Another  program  aim  is  leadership  development.  Last  summer  we  had  a num- 
ber of  our  own  young  people  on  our  staff,  two  had  just  graduated  from  High  School- 
are  now  in  college— two  are  High  School  Seniors  now  and  two  others  were  Junior 
Leaders.  .411  had  been  in  leadership  training  here  and  had  assisted  with  groups  on  a 
weekly  basis  (volunteer)  for  at  least  a year.  These  young  people  who  grow  up  in  the 
work  bring  understanding  to  the  job  that  it  usually  takes  new  staff  a long  time  to 
attain. 

Having  the  refugees  here,  most  of  whom  were  Negro,  served  as  sort  of  prelude 
to  integration  for  some  of  us.  It  was  our  first  real  contact  with  a large  group  of  per- 
sons of  this  race.  We  found  them  cooperative,  helpful,  and  appreciative.  It  helped 
us  in  understanding  and  strengthened  our  desire  to  serve  them.  Integration  was 
accomplished  without  incident  but  of  course  there  have  been  a few  problems.  In  a 
transition  period  it  takes  time  to  work  things  out  satisfactorily.  Up  to  this  point 
most  of  our  afternoon  groups  and  adult  groups  are  integrated.  There  has  been  little 
mixing  on  the  teenage  level  and  we  are  not  pushing  it,  feeling  it  is  better  for  the 
young  people  to  w'ork  this  out  themselves.  It  is  too  soon  to  evaluate  this  program. 

We  are  most  happy  to  be  a part  of  the  Adult  literarcy  program  “Operation 
Upgrade.”  Three  classes  (30-35)  meet  here  two  nights  a week  with  all  teaching  and 
supervision  being  done  by  volunteers.  There  is  great  appreciation  and  enthusiasm 
among  the  new  learners.  We  have  continued  our  extension  program  in  the  Iberville 
Housing  Project  with  classes  for  preschoolers  and  clubs  for  girls.  This  year  the  Eng- 
lish classes  for  .Spanish  folk  have  been  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Eakers  of  the  Inner-city 
staff. 

We  Need  Our  Own  Pool! 

Last  summer  we  had  our  usual  big  program  with  great  interest  and  enthusiasm 
for  swimming,  play  camp  and  other  activities.  Camp  St.  Mark’s  was  operated  at 
capacity  for  live  weeks  (94  campers).  It  was  a good  session.  Since  1955  we  have  had 
the  privilege  of  using  the  Salvation  Army  Camp  Pool  for  our  camping  program  for  a 
small  fee,  but  the  pool  is  not  always  available  to  us:  this  was  the  case  one  week  last 
summer.  In  fact  our  Board  and  Staff  feel  this  so  strongly  that  plans  are  now  under 
way  to  build  the  Carmol  Tackaberry  Memorial  Pool  at  camp  this  spring.  We  are 
proceeding  on  faith  believing  that  the  balance  of  the  money  we  need  will  come  in. 
Me  are  proceeding  with  plans  for  our  .Annual  Fair,  April  Isl,  again  not  knowing 
exactly  what  to  expect  under  our  new  setup.  We  can  hardly  expect  to  do  as  well  as 
last  year  but  hope  to  realize  at  least  the  $800.00  we  have  to  have  for  camp  mainte- 
nance. We  do  not  plan  to  integrate  our  camp  this  summer  but  to  take  our  white  and 
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colored  members  separately.  We  are  surely  grateful  for  all  the  help  the  New  Orleans 
Woman’s  Societies  and  Guilds  give  us  with  the  Fair  each  year. 

Last  year  I thought  I was  making  my  final  report  but  it  did  not  work  out  that 
way.  1 will  be  retiring,  however,  at  the  end  of  March  1966.  I am  very  happy  to  be 
able  to  turn  the  work  over  to  one  as  understanding,  capable,  and  dedicated  as  our 
new  Director,  Miss  Louise  Sharp,  I know  you  will  all  give  her  the  wonderful  coop- 
eration you  have  given  me.  Thank  vou,  and  may  you  continue  to  enjoy  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord  in  all  your  work. 


MACDONELL  METHODIST  CENTER 
1210  East  Main  Street,  Houma,  Louisiana 
John  L.  Howe,  Jr.,  Director 

MacDonell  Methodist  Center  is  a home  for  dependent-neglected  children.  It  is 
related  to  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
.\bout  twenty-five  boys  and  girls  of  school  age  are  housed  in  three  group-living  units. 
At  the  present  time  an  average  of  two  in  every  eight  of  the  children  living  at  the 
Home  have  severe  emotional  disturbance.  Forty-three  children  were  served  by  Mac- 
Donell during  1965.  Twenty-one  left  the  Home  during  the  year;  eighteen  were 
admitted:  only  four  still  at  the  Home  this  spring  were  residents  throughout  1965. 
MacDonell  touches  the  lives  of  these  children  and  their  families  for  a comparatively 
short  time.  To  keep  the  services  offered  abreast  of  the  constantly  changing  needs,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  the  director,  the  caseworker,  and  the  child-care  staff  are  con- 
tinually reviewing  (1)  facilities,  (2)  community  resources,  (3)  program,  and  (4)  the 
specific  needs  of  the  children. 

This  year  Hooper  Hall,  tiie  large  four-story  frame  building  used  as  a school 
before  the  children  were  enrolled  in  public  school,  was  tom  dow’ii.  A one-storv  brick 
cottage  housing  ten  children  and  their  houseparent  will  be  built  in  the  spring  of 
1966.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  to  erect  a .second  cottage  replacing  McCoy 
Hall  within  the  next  two  years. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  work  on  a cooperative  basis  with  the  Mental  Health 
Unit  in  Houma— providing  them  yvith  facilities  for  outpatient  care  in  return  for 
readily  available  psychiatric  services  for  the  children  who  need  them. 

Casework  services  continue  to  be  given  to  children  and  to  their  families.  The 
Board  is  working  on  a plan  that  will  allow  Mr.  Carl  Haydel,  caseworker,  to  obtain 
his  second  year  of  graduate  schooling  and  a Master’s  degree  in  Social  Work.  Mr. 
Howe,  already  a graduate  Social  Worker,  has  been  working  under  the  superyision 
of  Mrs.  Betty  Spencer,  director  of  casework  sendees  at  Louisiana  Southeast  State 
Hospital,  to  sharpen  his  skills  in  supervising  MacDonell’s  casework  program. 

Miss  Marjorie  Landshof.  a US-2  from  Canton,  Ohio,  has  joined  the  staff  this 
year  with  responsibility  for  special  programming. 

A recent  survey  of  the  cost  of  child-care  at  MacDonell  shows  the  per  diem  cost 
of  care  for  each  child  has  increased  from  $3.95  in  1953  to  $5.08  in  1965.  Up-to-date 
facilities  will  help  keep  this  cost  in  line  with  national  averages,  but  the  fact  is  that 
the  specialized  type  of  service  toward  which  MacDonell  is  moving  is  an  expensive 
service.  The  challenge  issued  by  the  growing  need  for  this  type  service  to  children 
and  families  is  to  all  Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Cuikl  members.  We. 
here  at  MacDonell.  need  atid  appreciate  your  support. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  WORK 
DULAC  COMMUNITY  CENTER

The  Dulac  Community  Center  is  located  18  miles  .south  of  Houma,  Louisiana, 
(or  for  other  points  of  reference,  85  miles  soutlirvest  of  Nerv  Orleans  or  90  miles 
south  of  Baton  Rouge). 
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Our  service  area  is  long  aiul  narrow.  We  are  located  at  tlie  fork  of  the  Bayou 
Grand  Caillou  and  the  Bayou  Dulac.  There  are  few  people  who  live  to  the  south 
■of  us  as  this  area  is  mostly  marshland.  It  is  here  that  our  people  fish  and  trap.  To 
our  north,  as  the  bayou  winds  its  way  toward  Houma,  people  have  settled  along  both 
banks  forming  a neighborhood  which  is  virtually  two  blocks  wide  and  ten  miles  long. 

The  farm  area  to  the  north  of  Dulac  is  nearly  all  in  sugar  cane.  Very  few  of 
the  people  we  serve  are  farmers,  however.  Most  of  our  people  probe  the  vast  en- 
tanglement of  bayous  and  marshlands  to  the  south  which  extend  some  twenty  miles 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  It  is  here  that  they  shrimp  and  fish;  it  is  here  that  they 
have  their  oyster  beds  and  do  their  trapping. 

Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper,  who  had  stayed  through  all  the  history  of  the  Center 
as  a teacher,  was  retired  in  1965  after  33  years  of  service  to  the  people  here  at  Dulac. 
Even  though  she  was  never  the  director,  it  can  be  assured  that  she  will  go  down  in 
history  as  the  one  person  who  has  done  more  for  the  people  of  Dulac  than  any  other. 

We  have  been  without  an  adequate  boys’  worker  here  for  many  years  and  antici- 
pate that  this  may  be  remedied  in  the  near  future.  We  are  contemplating  having- 
one  more  full  time  worker  on  our  staff  next  year  to  fill  the  gap  which  was  left  at 
the  retirement  of  Miss  Hooper. 

Our  greatest  task  here  at  the  Center  is  teaching  social  science,  not  in  the  text 
book  fa.shion  of  new  theory  but  in  practical  application.  Through  our  clubs  and 
organizations  it  is  our  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  teach  applied  Christian  living- 
in  the  Twentieth  Century.  We  find  ourselves  limited  in  both  staff  and  time  for  such 
a great  task,  but  we  are  stuck  with  it  and  shall  do  our  best. 

Looking  toward  the  future  we  find  many  possibilities.  The  federal  government 
has  opened  new  horizons  with  new  programming  from  the  poverty  program.  We  are 
hoping  there  can  be  some  way  worked  out  whereby  our  people  may  benefit. 

We  are  looking  at  our  own  situation  and  hoping  that  it  will  only  be  a mattei 
of  time  until  we  may  have  both  adequate  staff  and  space  to  enlarge  our  program  to 
meet  the  present  needs. 

As  to  space,  we  are  now  planning  a new  residence  building  which  will  house  the 
present  professional  staff  and  provide  room  for  one  or  more  women  workers.  This 
will  be  a duplex  located  on  land  adjacent  to  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Station  about 
a block  from  the  Center. 

We  are  also  planning  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present  Center  which  will 
house  the  library,  a club  room,  the  craft  room,  the  clothing  sales  room,  and  the 
offices.  With  the  addition  of  this  new  building  we  should  be  able  to  carry  on 
just  about  any  type  of  program  that  the  community  would  need.  After  these  build- 
ings are  built  we  will  be  able  to  tear  down  the  old  building. 

Now,  of  course,  you  are  probably  wondering  where  we  shall  find  the  money  to 
finance  all  of  this.  The  Woman’s  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  has  nearly  been 
our  sole  source  of  support  for  these  many  years  and  as  we  project  into  the  future 
it  appears  that  they  will  have  the  burden  of  supporting  us  for  many  years  to  come. 
We  cannot  solicit  your  financial  support  directly  even  though  it  would  be  deeply 
appreciated.  We  only  pray  you  will  continue  to  support  the  total  mission  of  the 
church  through  both  the  'VVoman’s  Ditision  work  and  Church  World  .Service. 


EDUCATIONAL  WORK  AND  RESIDENCES 

THE  BUSINESS  GIRLS’  INN 
814  Cotton  Street,  Shreveport,  Louisiana 
Mrs.  Maxine  F.  Watkins,  Director 

Early  each  weekday  morning  forty  to  fifty  young  women  hasten  forth  from  The 
Busine.ss  Girls’  Inn  to  their  tasks  for  the  day.  .Some,  poised  and  well  groomed,  move 
with  a.ssurance  to  downtown  Shreveport  offices  where  they  hold  responsible  secretarial 
positions.  Some  go  forth,  hesitantly  and  unsure,  to  more  recently  acquired,  simpler, 
but  no  less  important,  jobs.  One,  an  illustrator,  emulates  the  fashion  figures  she 
draws  for  a local  department  store.  Another,  in  her  snowy  uniform,  looks  the  part  of 
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diligence  and  responsibilitiy  as  she  leaves  for  hospital  classes  wliere  she  is  studying 
to  be  ail  X-ray  technician.  Another,  in  similar  uniform,  is  in  beauty  school.  The 
many,  in  teen-attire  and  laden  with  books  and  notebooks,  are  obviously  business 
school  girls.  All  are  representative  of  an  ever-growing  number  of  older  adolescents— 
young  adults  whose  ‘’campus”  is  the  pavement  of  city  streets  and  sidewalks,  whose 
‘ classrooms”  are  within  the  highwalled  brick  and  stone  buildings  rising  abruptly 
above  the  sidewalks,  and  whose  lives  may  evohe  without  particular  plan  of  guidance, 
through  casual  contacts  iii  this  kind  of  community. 

In  order  that  these  young  women  may  have  a temporary  home  in  which  it  is 
possible  to  continue  in  the  development  of  their  "whole”  person,  the  Inn  seeks: 
(1)  to  maintain  a plant  which  will  contribute  to  their  physical  comfort  and  reflect 
beauty  (2)  to  involve  the  young  women  in  ways  which  will  nurture  their  growth 
(3)  to  broaden  their  community  contact  and  cultural  enrichment.  To  this  end,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  we  have  added  storage  space,  refurbished  the  .Snack  Kitchen,  secured 
a professional  hair  dryer,  been  given  a stereo  for  playing  classical  music  in  the  living 
room,  had  landscaping  done,  and  created  out  of  already-at-hand  materials,  a Quiet 
Room  for  personal  meditation.  Many  girls  have  worked  in  small  groups  as  commit- 
tees. They  have  planned  for  morning  devotions,  a World  Day  of  Prayer  Service, 
Thanksgiving  Service,  carried  out  Advent  Wreath  Candle  weekly  services,  a Christ- 
mas tree  trimming  party,  given  gifts  for  children  through  the  .Salvation  .\rmy,  shared 
planning  and  hostessing  a Christmas  dinner  for  residents  and  the  Board  of  Directors, 
participated  in  very  responsible  fashion  in  Saturday  do-it-yourself  Suppers.  Guests, 
chosen  for  particular  abilities  and  vocational  skills,  made  notable  contributions.  These 
were  Mrs.  Paul  Hildreth  in  a book  review,  a soloist.  Miss  Diane  Baldridge,  and  guitar- 
ist, Mr.  Ernie  Gaw,  in  a program  of  folk  songs,  Mr.  Bill  Hunter,  Jr.,  Crusade  for 
Christ  speaker.  Miss  Ann  Fox  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Blount  leading  study  groups,  and 
Shreveport  Mayor  Clyde  Fant  in  a dinner  talk. 

Staff  members,  working  together,  study  their  task:  what  a girl  is  like  when  she 
comes  to  live  at  The  Inn,  from  whence  she  came,  how  best  to  help  her  take  new 
steps  in  her  changing  world.  Planning  both  individual  and  group  ventures,  then 
evaluating  response.  Staff  persons  strive  ever  to  provide  direction  that  each  young 
resident  may  discover  herself,  may  grow  in  her  own  best  way  toward  a mature  inde- 
pendence, and  have  an  increasing  awareness  of  God’s  plan  for  her  life  and  all  of  life. 


METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER

A student  wrote,  "Bill,  you  want  me  to  tell  ministers,  who  do  not  know,  what 
Wesley  is  ? Let  me  tell  them  that  Wesley  is  what  the  student  makes  it.”  In  this 
report  I share  other  quotes  from  this  letter.  What  is  Wesley  Foundation? 

“It  is  a chance  to  work  and  to  relax  from  work.  It  is  a chance  to  be  still,  to  be 
Cjuiet,  and  to  feel  the  awe  of  the  Supreme  Sacrifice.”  Thursday  and  Sunday  \’espers. 
conducted  by  the  students,  are  most  important  in  their  lives.  Here  students  witness 
for  Christ,  sharing  their  faith  with  other  students.  For  many  speakers  it  is  a personal 
testimony  of  some  religious  experience  which  they  have  had.  Dr.  Mack  B.  Stokes, 
Candler  School  of  Theology,  Emory  University,  spoke  to  the  students  on,  “'Why  I 
Believe  In  God.”  Thanksgiving.  Christmas,  and  Easter  communion  services  are  held 
the  morning  before  the  students  begin  the  holidays.  Special  worship  .services  sched- 
idcd  are  a Galilean  Service  and  Pre-Easter  Vespers.  Bible  Study,  held  each  week,  pro- 
vides for  study  in  the  Christian  faith. 

"It  is  a deputation  team,  a great  chance  to  witness:  a chance  to  exhibit  a faith 
not  a wish,  a chance  to  be  an  inspiration  to  maybe  just  one  adult  who.se  youthful 
enthusiasm  and  idealism  may  have  become  tarnished  by  weathering  elements  present 
in  our  ‘Christian’  ctilture;  a chance  to  establish  and  re-establish  the  knowledge  that 
I,  the  Methodist  college  student,  am  needed  in  the  outreach  of  the  Church  of  Christ.” 
\ deputation  team  is  a group  of  the  college  students  who  go  to  the  District  churches 
to  present  a morning  or  evening  worship  service,  speak  to  the  WSCS,  Methodist 
Men’s  Club,  MYF,  or  be  of  service  any  way  they  can.  Already  scheduled  this  year  are 
33  deputations. 
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j "Wesley  is  a chance  to  smile  when  a young  child  from  the  Methodist  Children’s 

! Home  wins  the  chocolate  Easter  bunny;  and  a chance  for  your  heart  to  tug,  your 
throat  to  swell,  and  your  eyes  to  mist  when  he,  with  grass  stains  on  his  bluejeans, 
a button  off  his  shirt,  a wisp  of  hair  down  in  his  face,  asks  you  to  bend  down,  to  hug 
, your  neck  and  to  say  that  he  loves  you  as  simple  as  that.”  With  the  Methodist  Student 
I Movement  Fund  the  students  learn  about  missions  and  share  in  the  financial  support, 
i The  students  shipped  11  boxes  of  engineering  and  science  books  to  students  in  India 
j who  did  not  have  funds  for  purchasing  textbooks.  The  students  helped  to  sponsor 
a project  on  campus  raising  money  for  an  orphanage  in  Korea.  The  students’  pro- 
gram goes  beyond  the  local  campus  in  sharing  their  faith.  The  planning  commit- 
j tee  for  the  party  honoring  our  international  students  is  composed  of  our  students 
] and  some  of  the  international  students,  which  helps  to  develop  understanding  and 
I co-operation. 

Students  participate  in  campus  activities;  first  place  in  homecoming  display  “Bull- 
dogs K.O.  Southwestern”;  first  place  in  Campus  Carnival  “Wesley  County  Jail”;  first 
place  with  the  Spirit  Trophy;  Open  House  in  honor  of  Mother’s  Weekend  and  Father’s 
IVeekend;  and  intramurals. 

Fall  Planning  Retreat  is  held  before  the  Fall  Semester  for  the  Council  to  plan 
the  year’s  program.  The  students  are  in  complete  charge— discussion  leaders,  pre- 
paring the  meals,  the  message  at  the  morning  worship  service— of  a Spring  Retreat, 
attended  this  past  year  by  60  students. 

The  pastors  of  our  churches.  Reverend  Douglas  McGuire  and  Reverend  Wilson 
^Vatson,  and  their  members  extend  to  the  students  a welcome  to  the  services,  offering 
them  affiliate  or  regular  membership.  Dr.  Henry  Rickey,  District  Superintendent, 
is  to  be  commended  for  his  outstanding  leadership  in  presenting  our  program  to 
the  churches.  W'e  are  grateful  for  the  support  and  interest  given  by  the  Woman’s 
.Society  of  Christian  Service. 

“Wesley  is  this  and  a thousand  things  more;  a feeling,  a warmth,  a glow,  a 
chance,  a smile,  a laugh,  a tear,  a silence  in  a chapel,  a nevei'-ending  report  on 
I Wesley,  a dream,  a work,  a sweat,  a stomach  of  butterflies,  a pride,  a challenge,  and 
j a love.  It  is  something  that  someone  can  love  so  greatly  that  he  would  attempt  the 
I absurd  possibility  of  trying  to  explain  to  those  Insensitives  who  have  not  ripened  in 
the  glow  of  IVesley’s  light.” 


METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER 
University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana,  Lafayette,  Louisiana

The  semester’s  program  began  with  a Pre-School  Planning  Retreat  at  Evangeline- 
I Longfellow  State  Park  in  St.  Martinville,  Louisiana.  Some  eighteen  students  at- 
tended this  over-night  retreat  where  plans  were  made  for  the  entire  fall  semester. 
Evaluation  and  recommendations  from  the  Spring  Retreat  for  1965  were  used  as  a 
basis  for  this  very  successful  planning  retreat.  This  retreat  serves  not  only  the 
purpose  of  initiating  our  activities  early,  but  also  takes  the  place  of  many  short  meet- 
ings during  the  regular  semester. 

Thursday  night,  which  is  known  as  Wesley  night,  serves  as  a basic  time  for  the 
activities  of  the  Wesley  Foundation.  A variety  of  programs  and  speakers  were  pre- 
sented this  fall.  The  emphasis  in  September  was  Freshman  Orientation  Month,  and 
in  October  the  theme  was  Science  and  Religion.  In  November  a very  helpful  series 
on  Sex  Morality  on  Campus  was  pre.sented.  In  December  a very  outstanding  Christmas 
play  was  presented  by  the  drama  group  of  the  Wesley  Foundation,  the  Wesley  Players. 
A total  of  160  different  people  attended  the  Thursday  night  activities  with  an  average 
I attendance  of  43. 

Our  Sunday  morning  program  begins  with  a snack  breakfast  and  includes 
Sunday  .School  and  worship  at  First  Methodist  Church.  A variety  of  teachers  taught 
this  fall  with  the  director  teaching  every  other  month.  The  average  attendance  at 
Sunday  School  was  22,  with  50  different  people  participating.  On  Sunday  night  the 
Wesley  Foundation  Covenant  Community  met  each  week.  Those  who  participate  in 
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this  program  feel  that  it  is  the  most  meaningful  part  of  our  Wesley  Foundation 
activities  as  a depth  of  study  and  participation  is  reached  that  is  not  found  in  the 
other  activities.  This  program  runs  from  7 until  10  p.m.  each  Sunday  night.  Thirty 
different  people  attended  with  an  average  attendance  of  20. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  fall  semester  was  our  Fall  Spiritual  Life  Retreat 
with  Reverend  L.  Ray  Branton  of  New  Orleans  as  platform  speaker.  The  theme  for 
this  conference  was  the  “Revival  of  the  Laiety,”  and  25  persons  were  in  attendance. 
Another  highlight  of  the  Fall  semester  was  the  1965  MSM  Regional  Ecumenical  Con- 
ference at  Houston,  Texas.  Ten  students  from  our  campus  attended  this  week-long 
roiiference  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  pastoral  counseling  ministry  of  the  director  continues  to  be  a most  effec- 
tive aspect  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  program.  Throughout  the  semester  numerous 
students  come  for  regularly  scheduled  counseling  appointments. 

The  Methodist  Student  Center  has  been  used  more  this  fall  by  a greater  variety 
of  students  than  any  time  in  the  past  several  years. 


SAGER  BROWN  SCHOOL 
Baldwin,  Louisiana

The  1965-1966  fiscal  year  for  Sager  Brown  School  began  with  new  challenges,  new 
inspirations,  new  hopes.  During  the  month  of  June,  some  of  the  workers  had  par- 
ticipated in  a workshop  the  Woman’s  Division  held  for  staff  members  of  its  schools 
and  there  we  received  inspiration  and  a greater  challenge  for  service  in  the  days  ahead. 

The  summer  program  of  Sager  Browni  School  consisted  of  tutoring  for  the  slow 
learners,  sewing  classes  for  the  girls  and  cooking,  arts  and  crafts  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  There  were  swimming  parties,  outdoor  games  and  sports  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  This  program  was  carried  on  by  the  two  US-2’s  and  tvas  conducted  for  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  dormitory  only.  It  is  our  hope  that  in  the  near  future  our 
facilities  will  permit  us  to  include  our  day  pupils  and  others  from  the  community. 
The  last  two  weeks  of  July  we  cooperated  with  the  Trinity  Church  in  holding 
Vacation  Church  School. 

The  school  term  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  145  pupils  over  against  128  last 
school  term.  We  were  also  happy  to  have  on  our  staff  3 new  w'orkers— 2 US-2’s  and 
1 employed  worker.  We  began  our  ungraded  Primary  Class  in  the  grade  that  -we 
formerly  called  the  first  grade.  This  has  been  done  on  an  experimental  basis  but  so 
far  it  seems  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  We  are  considering  having  the  first  three  grades 
of  our  school  ungraded. 

Unfortunately,  we  went  through  the  same  experience  of  evacuating  for  a hur- 
ricane in  1965  as  we  had  done  in  1964.  We  rvere  in  the  path  of  Hurricane  Betsy 
and  the  entire  family  had  to  leave.  This  time  we  were  blessed  because  we  were  off 
campus  only  one  day  and  not  five  as  previously.  Our  damage  was  not  nearly  as  great 
from  the  Hurricane  Betsy  as  it  was  from  Hurricane  Hilda.  'We  had  much  for  which 
to  be  thankful. 

At  this  writing  plans  have  been  completed  for  a building  program  and  the 
work  has  been  started.  This  program  will  include  the  building  of  an  all-purpose 
building  that  can  serve  as  a gym  and  an  auditorium,  kitchen-cafeteria,  kindergarten, 
and  library  building,  and  a girls’  domiitory. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Woman  Societies  of  Christian  Service,  'Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds  and  all  friends  for  your  financial  help  and  your  prayers  for  the  work  at 
Sager  Brown  School.  May  God  bless  each  of  you.

ARTICLE  II  ~ Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Connmittee  of  the  conference  society 
composed  of  the  officers  and  secretaries;  all  members  of  the  Division  and  officers  and 
'■  secretaries  of  the  jurisdiction  society  residing  within  the  conference;  chairmen  of 
ij  committees,  the  president  of  each  district  society,  the  retiring  conference  president, 
j who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  the  Bishop  of  the  area  and  such  other  persons  specifi- 
I cally  related  to  the  work  of  the  conference  society  as  the  society  may  determine;  and 
li  the  following  ex-officio  members  who  shall  be  without  vote:  the  district  treasurers, 
ji  the  district  secretaries  of  membership  cultivation,  and  the  wife  of  the  resident  Bishop, 
j who  shall  be  an  honorary  vice-president.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 
|,  The  Division  shall  provide  for  the  expense  of  Division  members  to  attend  one 
; executive  meeting  a year  of  their  conference  society.  (Amended  March  1965) 

This  committee  shall  be  the  coordinating  group  for  the  total  educational  and 
promotional  program  in  the  conference,  and  shall  determine  the  officer  or  secretary 
to  be  responsible  for  publicity.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  officers  or  chair- 
!|  men  of  committees  of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committe  upon  the 
. nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  (See  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the 
f conference  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  bylaws  in  regard  to  ad  interim  vacancies  of 
the  Guild.) 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
■ Administrative  Committee  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  who  shall  meet  upon  the 
I call  of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  busine.ss  in  the  interim  between  meet- 
|.  ings  of  the  executive  committee.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the 
secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  and  two  other  members.  The  executive  com- 
mittee shall  be  advised  immediately  of  business  transacted  by  the  administrative 
" committee. 

Section  3.  Three  years  or  more  of  an  iinexpired  term  of  a conference  office 
I shall  constitute  a full  term  of  office. 

; ARTICLE  III  — Committee.? 

Section  1.  The  conference  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the  needs 

• require. 

I Section  2: 

(a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  president,  vice- 
president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  member- 
ship cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual  life 
! cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The 
j committee  .shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

' (b)  The  committee  shall  be  re-sponsible  for  planning  a program  of  information 

and  impiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpo.se  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society.  (Amended  March  1966) 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  composed 
of  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  as  chairman,  the  chairman 
of  Christian  social  relations  for  the  conference  guild,  the  district  secretaries  of  Chris- 
tion  social  relations,  the  members  of  the  Section  of  Christian  social  relations  of  the 
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Division  residing  within  the  conference  serving  as  members  ex-officio,  and  such  co- 
opted members  as  may  be  needed.  This  committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  time 
and  place  authorized  by  the  conference  society.  It  shall  make  plans  and  bring  recom- 
mendations to  the  conference  society  for  the  strengthening  and  promotion  of  the 
total  program  of  Christian  social  relations  as  defined  in  the  constitution  and  bylaws. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  conference  society  as,  chairman,  the  president,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social 
relations,  membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  supply  work,  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  the  treasurers  of  the  district  societies  and  a limited  number 
of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society.  This 
committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the  chairman.  It  shall 
receive  an  annual  cultivation  budget  request  from  the  Wesleyan  Serv’ice  Guild  of 
the  Conference. 

The  committee  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societies  and  guilds  in  the  local 
churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  conference  income  and  dis- 
bursements; local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  recommend  to  the  conference 
society  constructive  plans  for  securing  funds  for  conference  and  district  cultivation; 
and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  conference  pledge  and  cultivation  budget 
and  recommend  it  for  approval. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  a chairman 
and  four  district  presidents.  The  district  members  shall  be  rotated  by  districts  as 
set  forth  in  the  Standing  Rules  No.  29  (Conference)  and  shall  serve  for  two  years. 
When  vacancies  occur  among  the  district  members  of  the  committee,  the  successor 
in  office  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term.  (Amended  March  1965). 

The  chairman  shall  be  a person  with  background  and  experience  in  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Society,  who  has  served  as  a Conference  officer  and  shall  have  served 
as  a member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  within  four  years  prior  to  her 
election.  She  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  and  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  four 
years. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  find  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  conference  who  may  serve  as  officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees (except  those  committees  which  elect  their  chairman)  and  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations.  The  Committee  shall  submit  to  the  Conference  Society 
for  election  an  equal  number  of  nominations  for  each  office  (one  or  two).  Additional 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  School  of  Christian  Mission  with  a 
dean,  elected  annually  by  the  committee,  who  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
committee.  The  office  of  dean  shall  be  rotated  among  the  members  of  the  committee 
with  no  one  serving  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the 
secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership  cultivation,  missionary  educa- 
tion and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual  life  cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
conference  society.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  promote  a Conference  School  of 
Christian  Mission  which  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian 
Church  through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  social 
relations,  spiritual  life  cultivation  and  program  building,  and  which  shall  train 
leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the  Society  and  Guild. 

The  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  conference  society  and  the  chairmen  of  the 
conference  guild  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  a Regional  School  of  Chris- 
tian Mission  annually  at  conference  expense. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  of  which 
the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  shall  serve  as  chairman.  This  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful 
research  develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall 
promote  Christian  stewardship,  special  studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other 
devotional  materials.  This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  regarding  resources  and  opportunities  which 
will  help  in  the  realization  of  the  purpose  of  the  society. 
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Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  consisting  of 
five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legislation 
and  call  attention  to  any  overlapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  pre- 
pare for  use  in  the  annual  report  a copy  of  the  Bylaws  adopted  by  the  Conference, 
and  the  Standing  Rules  of  Order.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive 
committee.  (Amended  March  1965). 

Section  9.  (a)  An  Advisory  Committee  for  Town  and  Country  Work,  whose  chair- 
man shall  be  chosen  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  set  up  to  help  in  planning 
and  interpreting  the  work  of  the  conference  where  there  are  one  or  more  church 
and  community  workers.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society,  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  one  of  the  three  area  council  directors,  the 
chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  the  district  superintendents  of 
the  districts  in  which  church  and  community  workers  are  located,  and  one  or  more 
members  at  large.  The  executive  secretary  of  the  Town  and  Country  Bureau  of  the 
^Voman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee.  Other  persons 
may  be  added  who  will  be  helpful  to  the  committee  in  line  with  the  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Handbook  for  Advisory  Committee  for  Town  and  Country  Work. 
IVhile  the  committee  may  make  recommendations,  the  actual  decision  as  to  the  area 
in  which  the  Church  and  Community  Worker  shall  serve  rests  with  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  church  and 
community  worker  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country 
Work. 

(b)  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  district  where  there  is  a church  and 
community  worker  a District  Advisory  Committee,  composed  of  the  members  of  the 
Conference  Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  district,  one  or  more  ministers  of  the 
churches  served  by  the  worker,  and  any  additional  members  which  the  Conference 
.Advisory  Committee  suggests.  This  committee  shall  prepare  for,  plan  with,  and  guide 
the  worker  and  shall  recommend  annually  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  con- 
ference the  advisabilitv  of  continuing  the  work  for  another  year.  (Amended  March 
1965). 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Report  composed  of  the 
recording  secretary,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  president,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary 
of  membership  cultivation,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The 
committee  may  co-opt  one  additional  person.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Conference  Society.  (Amended  March 
1965). 

Section  II.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  composed  of  three 
members,  the  chairman  of  which  shall  be  a conference  officer  or  secretary.  These 
members  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the  president,  who  shall  designate  the 
chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  select  suitable  meeting  places  for 
Mid-Year  and  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  their  availability  one  year  in  advance  of  the  meeting.  Whenever  possible 
the  committee  shall  alternate  the  meetings  between  northern  and  southern  parts  of 
the  state.  (Amended  March  1965). 


ARTICLE  IV  - Elections 

.Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  or  who 
are  actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference, 
shall  be  elected  as  conference  officers  or  secretaries. 

The  officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years. 
No  officer  or  secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  following  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium:  a president,  a 
secretary  for  campus  ministry,  a secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  a secretary  of  pro- 
gram materials,  a secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation,  a .secretary  of  supply  work. 

.At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  following 
shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of 
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Christian  social  relations,  a secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  a secretary  of  mis- 
sionary education  and  service.  (Amended  March  1966) 

Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

(a)  Where  there  is  only  one  nominee,  the  election  shall  be  by  voice. 

Section  2.  Officers,  secretaries,  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  take  office  June 
1st  after  their  election  dr  appointment,  with  the  exception  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program,  who  shall  take  office  immediately  after  her 
election.  The  outgoing  officers  shall  make  the  annual  report.  (Amended  March  1965). 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  office  or  chairmen  of  committees 
of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
committee  on  nominations. 

Section  4.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  society  shall  elect 
six  conference  officers  and  secretaries  for  membership  in  the  juri.sdiction  society,  all 

of  whom  serve  four  years.  (Amended  March  1965). 

(a)  Three  of  these  officers  or  secretaries  shall  be  the  president,  the  treasurer  and 
the  secretary  of  membership  cultivation.  The  other  three  shall  be  elected  by  name. 
(Amended  March  1965). 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  during  the  quadrennium  among  the  designated 
officers,  the  successor  in  the  office  shall  be  the  conference  representative. 

(c)  Four  reserve  delegates  from  the  conference  officers  shall  be  elected. 

(d)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  among  the  officers  elected  by  name,  the  reser\c 
delegates,  in  the  order  elected,  shall  replace  them. 

(e)  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

.Section  5.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society  preceding  the  last 

annual  meeting  in  the  quadrennium  of  the  jurisdiction  society,  the  conference  society 

shall  nominate  three  w'omen  for  membership  on  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  names 
to  be  sent  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society.  The  Conference  Society  shall  also  nominate 
one  woman  to  serve  as  alternate.  This  reserve  alternate  shall  be  nominated  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  nominees  and  her  name  retained  by  the  Conference  society.  If 
there  is  need  to  substitute  the  name  of  the  alternate  when  there  has  been  withdrawal 
by  a nominee,  the  name  of  the  alternate  shall  be  added  after  the  last  named  nominee. 

Section  6.  At  an  annual  or  executive  committee  meeting  of  the  conference 

society,  at  least  six  months  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates  to  the  Assembly  shall 
be  elected  as  follows:  the  conference  president,  one  other  conference  officer  or  secre- 
tary, the  conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  or  her  representative 
and  one  delegate  from  each  district.  (See  district  bylaw's.  Article  IV,  Elections,  Sec- 
tion 4,  concerning  election  of  delegate.) 


ARTICLE  V - Funds 

Section  I.  The  conference  society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  4Voman’s 
Division. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Division  on  a basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no 
division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Division  through  the  regular  channels.  (Amended  March  1965). 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  “In  Remembrance” 
gifts  are  a part  of  regular  pledges  on  appropriations  and  may  not  be  directed  by 
the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Beginning  in  1960-61  an  amount  up  to  fifteen  per  cent  (13%)  of  the 
pledge  of  the  Woman’s  Division  may  be  set  aside  each  year  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
conference  society  for  cultivation  in  the  conference.  Expenses  of  officers,  speakers 
at  annual  meetings,  expenses  of  executive  committee  meetings,  expenses  of  delegates 
to  annual  meeting  of  the  Jurisdiction  4Voman’s  .Society,  expen.ses  of  conference  dele- 
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gates  to  the  Assembly,  expenses  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the  con- 
ference society  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  con- 
ference work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

There  shall  be  one  cultivation  fund  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  records  of  receipts  from  each  group  to  be  kept 
separate  on  the  treasurer’s  books. 

Section  6.  One-half  of  one  per  cent  per  adult  member  of  the  conference  society 
shall  be  sent  by  the  conference  treasurer  to  the  Woman’s  Division  for  the  Division 
Cultivation  Fund. 

Section  7.  The  offering  received  from  the  observance  of  a Call  to  Prayer  and 
Self  Denial  shall  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Division  through  regular  channels. 

(Amended  March  1965). 

Section  8.  All  orders  on  the  treasury  must  l)e  approved  by  the  Conference  Presi- 
dent and  Recording  Secretary. 


ARTICLE  VI  — Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  provided  a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in 
writing  to  all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  executive  committee  or  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Division. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  bylaws  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  secretary  of 
the  Division  for  presentation  to  the  Division. 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  majority  vote  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  provided 
a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in  writing  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  conference, 
or  to  the  standing  committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  and  provided  they  are  in 
harmony  with  the  Division  constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  Conference  Society.  Copies 
shall  be  made  for  distribution  to  delegates. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  meeting  the  Conference  recording  secretary 
shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the  conference  registration  cards,  which 
she  will  fill  in  with  the  names  of  the  delegates  and,  with  check  covering  meals,  mail 
immediately  to  the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society  entertaining  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

2.  Representation  at  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  one  delegate 
for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  society,  however  small, 
shall  have  one  delegate. 

3.  The  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
persons  who  have  the  privilege  of  voting:  the  executive  committee,  all  local  delegates, 
the  wife  of  the  resident  Bishop,  all  past  conference  presidents,  the  chairman  of  the 
Deaconess  Board,  all  district  officers  and  secretaries,  and  all  zone  leaders. 

4.  The  hostess  society  for  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  provide  homes  for  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  and  delegates  from  societies  with  20  members  or 
less.  Hotel  accommodations  shall  be  arranged  for  delegates  from  societies  with  more 
than  20  members,  the  expenses  to  be  paid  by  their  societies. 

5.  The  conference  shall  pay  expenses  of  the  conference  president,  the  recording 
secretary,  the  treasurer  and  the  chairman  of  Annua!  Meeting  Program  at  a hotel 
during  Annual  Meeting. 

().  A half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  A typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  typing  of  committee 
reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program  shall  meet  during  or  immediately 
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following  the  Annual  Meeting  to  consider  plans  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting.  'When- 
ever possible,  speakers  who  come  from  a distance  shall  be  secured  to  address  both  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  (Amended 
March  1965) 

9.  The  president  may  attend  an  annua!  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  one 
time  during  her  term  of  office  at  conference  expense  . (Amended  March  1965). 

10.  Each  officer  or  secretary  shall  submit  to  the  treasurer  itemized  statements 
covering  her  expenses.  These  expense  accounts  may  be  submitted  in  advance  of 
expenditures  or  afterwards.  (Amended  March  1965). 

11.  Officers  and  secretaries  shall  provide  postage  for  ail  communications  such  as 
circulars,  letters,  literature,  etc.,  that  are  sent  to  corresponding  district  officers  and 
.secretaries  for  mailing  to  local  societies.  (Amended  March  1965). 

12.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  .Service:  (a) 
to  endorse  and  promote  through  its  channels  plans  from  business  concerns  to  help 
local  societies  of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits  by  selling  their  products;  (b)  to 
release  the  lists  of  officers  to  any  organization  or  commercial  firm. 

13.  Since  the  Woman’s  Society  has  a definite  responsibility  for  support  of  the 
program  of  the  'W^oman’s  Division,  the  Louisiana  Conference  wishes  to  point  out  that 
it  is  not  the  responsibilitiy  of  the  Woman’s  Society  officers  at  the  Conference  or  Di.s- 
trict  level  to  seek  contributions  from  the  Woman’s  Societies’  treasuries  for  the  support 
of  projects  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Annual  Conference  or  the  District  of 
the  Church. 

14.  Transportation  by  car  for  conference  officers  on  official  business  shall  be 
allowed  five  cents  per  mile.  Car  pools  are  recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised 
to  accommodate  four  persons  in  a car  whenever  possible.  When  conference  and  dis- 
trict officers  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  'Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  and  other  riders  travel  together  in  a car,  each  person  should  share  in  the 
expenses  of  the  car;  the  conference  officer  charging  her  pro  rata  share  to  the  confer- 
ence, and  the  district  officer  charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  the  other  riders  assum- 
ing their  share  in  the  expenses  of  the  car. 

15.  A sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  year  shall  be  allowed  the  secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  for  the  promotion  of  this  department  of  work  in  the  confer- 
ence. 

16.  In  each  year  where  there  is  a surplus  from  Cultivation  Funds,  an  amount  up 
to  $300.00,  the  exact  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  shall 
be  set  aside  as  Designated  Funds  to  be  u.sed  for  recruitment.  The  limit  to  the  fund 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Adinmistrative  Committee. 

17.  An  amount  not  to  exceed  $3000.00  may  be  raised  on  the  local  level  by  free- 
will offerings  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  member  to  be  allocated  toward  the  salars 
of  a Youth  Worker  on  the  staff  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation. 

18.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  executive  committee,  to  members 
of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  within  their  homes,  an  In-remem- 
brance gift  of  $5.00  may  be  sent  as  a memorial.  (Amended  March  1965). 

19.  When  persons  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned  as  Deacon- 
esses or  as  Missionaries,  a gift  of  $25.00  shall  be  presented  them  and  a Special  Mem- 
bership given  in  their  honor.  When  missionaries  return  to  the  field  after  furlough, 
an  additional  $25.00  is  to  be  given  them.  (Amended  March  1966). 

20.  Expenses  of  one  car  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of  Missions 
will  be  paid  by  the  conference  from  the  point  where  car  pool  originates.  The  district 
will  assume  expenses  of  persons  to  the  place  car  pool  originates. 

21.  A subsidy  of  $9.00  per  person  shall  be  paid  all  the  district  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  conference  chairmen  of  lines  of 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  attending  and  meeting  the  requirements  of  work 
of  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

22.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the 
.\nnual  and  Executive  Committee  Meetings.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  l)e 
signed  by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary.  (Amended  March  1965). 
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23.  The  conference  recording  secretary  shall  have  printed  in  the  Annual  Report 
a mailing  list,  according  to  categories,  to  whom  the  Annual  Report  is  to  be  sent. 

24.  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the  seat 
of  the  Annual  Meeting.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  its  own  quorum. 
Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of  each  standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

23.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  visit  home  institutions  within  the 
bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District  Treasurer,  and  the  District  Secretary 
of  Supply  Work. 

26.  A retiring  Conference  officer  or  secretary  who  has  served  a full  term  may 
be  given  an  honorary  membership;  one  who  has  served  a second  term  may  receive  a 
membership  of  higher  denomination  than  one  already  held,  or  a gift  to  missions  may 
be  made  in  her  honor;  one  who  has  served  less  than  a full  term  may  have  a gift  to 
missions  made  in  her  honor,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

27.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  shall  have  the  authority  to  in- 
corporate in  the  conference  and  district  bylaws  any  changes  made  by  the  Woman’s 
Division,  and  to  make  needed  editorial  changes.  (Amended  March  1965). 

28.  A conference-wide  one  day  training  school  for  district  officers  and  secre- 
taries shall  be  held  each  year  beginning  in  1965-1966,  if  finances  permit.  (Amended 

1966). 

29.  Rotation  of  district  presidents  for  membership  on  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations shall  be  as  follows:  Group  1— Lake  Charles,  New  Orleans,  Ruston,  Shreve- 
port; Group  2--Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge,  Lafayette,  Monroe. 

30.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Society,  District 
Society  or  Conference  Society,  or  the  disability  of  such  Treasurer  to  the  extent  that 
she  is  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  the  President  of  the  Local  Society, 
District  Society  or  Conference  Society  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Admin- 
istrative committee  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  said  Society.  New  Rule, 
March,  1966. 


BYLAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  District  Societies  will  be  found  in  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 


ARTICLE  I — Officers  and  Secretaries 

For  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  AND  SECRETARIES  SEE  BYLAWS  OF  THE 
DISTRICT  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY,  Section  1 to  13  inclusive  AS  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
WOMAN’S  DIVISION. 


ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  district  society  com- 
posed of  officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  district  society;  zone 
leaders;  members  of  the  W’oman’s  Division  and  the  officers  and  secretaries  of  the 
jurisdiction  and  conference  societies  who  are  members  of  the  district  society;  and 
Ihe  district  superintendent.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

This  committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  district  society,  shall  con- 
sider the  advance  plans  projected  by  the  conference  society,  make  recommendations 
to  the  district  society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans,  and  shall  determine  the  officer 
or  secretary  to  be  responsible  for  publicity.  Vacancies  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chair- 
men of  committees  of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon 
the  nominations  of  the  Gommittee  on  Nominations. 

■Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  members  an 
Administrative  Committee  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  who  shall  meet  upon  the 
call  of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meet- 
ings of  the  executive  committee.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
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who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the 
secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  and  two  other  members.  The  executive  com- 
mittee shall  be  advised  immediately  of  business  transacted  by  the  administrative 
committee.  (Amended  March  1965). 

ARTICLE  III  — Committees 

Section  l.The  district  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the  needs  may 
require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  2.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  compo.sed  of  the  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations, 
membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual 
life  Cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 
The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

(b)  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  a program  of  infor- 
mation and  inspiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  District  Society.  (Amended  March  1966). 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  district,  as  chairman,  the  president,  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations, 
membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  supply  work,  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  district  society.  This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on 
call  of  the  chairman.  It  shall  receive  an  annual  cultivation  budget  request  from  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  district. 

The  committee  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societies  and  guilds  in  the  local 
churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  district  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of 
the  district  pledge  and  cultivation  budget;  and  cooperate  with  the  conference  society 
in  promoting  and  supporting  the  total  financial  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  Ire  a Committee  on  Nominations  elected  in  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  district  society  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  find  specially  qualified  women 
in  the  district  who  may  .serve  as  officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees,  except 
those  committees  which  elect  their  own  chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  committee  shall  submit  these  nominations  to  the  district  society 
for  election. 


ARTICLE  IV  - Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  district,  or  who  are 
actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall 
be  elected  as  district  officers  or  secretaries.  The  district  society  shall  determine  the 
method  of  election  of  its  officers. 

District  Officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office.  No  officer  or 
secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  vears.  One  year 
or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term,  wdth  the  privilege  of  re- 
election. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  offices  .shall  be  divided 
into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of  one  group  each  year.  Group  number  one  shall 
be  composed  of:  a president,  a secretary  for  campus  ministry,  a secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations,  a secretary  of  program  materials,  a secretary  of  spiritual  life  culti- 
vation, a secretary  of  supply  work.  Group  number  two  shall  be  composed  of;  a vice- 
president,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  a 
secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  a secretary  of  missionary  personnel. 
(Amended  March  1965). 

Section  2.  Officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  take  office  June 
1st  after  their  election  or  appointment.  The  outgoing  officers  shall  make  the  annual 

report.  (Amended  March  1965). 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chairmen  of  committees 
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of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
committee  on  nominations. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  executive  committee  meeting  at  least  six  months  pre- 
ceding the  Assembly,  one  delegate  shall  be  elected  from  each  district  by  the  district 
executive  committee,  who  shall  be  a district  officer  or  secretary.  The  expense  of  the 
district  representative  shall  be  paid  by  the  District. 

Section  5.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their  size.  A leader 
for  each  zone  shall  be  elected  by  her  respective  zone  for  a term  of  two  years  with 
the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term.  The  number  of  zone  meetings 
to  be  held  during  the  year  and  program  for  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  district 
executive  committee.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader  may 
deduct  any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  district  treasurer. 


ARTICLE  V — Cultivation  Funds 

Section  1.  Each  district  shall  set  up  a fund  for  district  cultivation  and  expenses 
according  to  its  needs,  secured  through  a plan  recommended  by  the  conference  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  approved  by  the  conference  society. 

(a)  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  district  cultivation  an 
amount  not  less  than  fifteen  cents  (ISjf)  nor  more  than  twenty-five  (25^)  per  member, 
to  be  remitted  to  the  district  treasurer,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  District 
Committee  on  Finance. 

(b)  District  treasurers  shall  .set  aside  funds  each  year  for  the  expenses  of  a dele- 
gate to  the  Assembly. 


ARTICLE  VI  — Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  (See  Article  6,  Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws,  Conference 
Society.) 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  District  Woman’s 
.Society  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Woman’s  Division  constitution  and 
bylaws  for  the  district  society. 


BYLAWS  OF  THE  LOCAL  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  society  shall  be  composed  of  the 
officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees  and  circles,  the  representative  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Christian  Vocations;  the  president,  the  treasurer  and  the  co- 
ordinator of  each  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  .Service  Guild  in  the  local  church;  members 
of  the  Division  and  the  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  jurisdiction  conference  and  dis- 
trict societies  who  are  members  of  the  society;  and  the  pastor.  A majority  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. 

This  committee  shall  meet  once  a month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the 
society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to 
the  .society  for  action.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  nominations  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

.Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
.\dministrative  Committee  of  seven,  who  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  president  to 
transact  only  necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee. 


ARTICLE  III  — Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  composed 
of  the  .secretary  of  Christian  social  relations,  as  chairman,  and  such  other  members  as 
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the  society  shall  designate.  This  coinniittee  shall  meet  regularly  and  study  com- 
munity, national  and  world  issues  and  needs  of  concern  to  the  church.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
society  for  its  consideration  and  action.  .Special  subcommittees  may  be  appointed 
as  need  arises. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer 
as  chairman,  the  president,  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership  culti- 
vation, missionary  education  and  service,  supply  work,  the  chairman  of  local  church 
activities,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  society  shall  designate. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  prepare  the  total  budget  of  the  society 
for  approval  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  adoption  by  the  .society.  This  budget 
shall  include  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer  and  the 
amounts  to  be  expended  locally.  Officers,  secretaries  and  committees  of  the  society 
shall  present  all  anticipated  needs  for  funds  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the 
society  for  consideration  in  making  the  budget  to  be  recommended  to  the  society  for 
adoption.  All  funds  of  circles  are  a part  of  the  total  budget  of  the  society. 

Requests,  made  either  to  the  circles  or  to  the  society  for  funds  not  included  in 
the  budget  adopted,  shall  be  referred  by  the  society  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
for  study  in  relation  to  the  total  financial  responsibility  of  the  society  and  for  recom- 
mendation to  the  society. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  bring  to  the  society  recommendations  and 
plans  for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent  locally  or  channeled  to  the  district  or  confer- 
ence treasurers.  (NOTE:  Funds  for  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by  the  trea.s- 
urer  of  the  Woman’s  .Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  district 
or  conference  treasurer.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings 
may  be  used  as  methods  of  securing  the  total  budget  of  the  society  in  the  local  church. 
The  monies,  which  must  be  sent  to  the  district  and/or  conference  treasurer  for  for- 
warding to  the  Woman’s  Division,  include  bequests  and  devises  to  local  societies  from 
decedent  estates  which  are  designated  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  donor  for  home 
and/or  foreign  missions.) 

.Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Local  Church  Activities  composed  of 
the  chairman  of  the  local  church  activities,  as  chairman,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary 
of  the  membership  cultivation,  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  shall  designate. 
The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  recommending  and  co-ordinating  fellowship 
activities  of  the  society  in  the  local  church.  It  shall  recommend  activities  and  needs 
in  line  with  the  responsibilities  of  the  society.  As  the  need  arises,  it  shall  work  with 
the  minister  and  local  church  committees  in  making  plans  for  fellowship  activities. 
It  shall  refer  items  related  to  finance  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  consideration 
and  recommendation  to  the  society. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Membership  composed  of  the  secre- 
tary of  membership  cultivation,  as  chairman,  the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation, 
representation  from  each  of  the  circles  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  shall 
designate.  This  may  be  a joint  committee  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  In  this 
instance,  the  committee  shall  have  co-chairmen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the  women  in 
the  community.  It  shall  make  definite  recommendations  to  the  society  regarding 
plans  for  meeting  responsibility  in  the  enlistment  of  women  in  the  life  and  work 
of  the  church.  It  shall  plan  creatively  for  the  involvement  of  women  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  study,  service  and  action  of  the  society.  1 he  committee  shall  strive  to  estab- 
lish such  relationship  with  new  members  of  the  society  as  will  enlist  their  eager 
participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee 
shall  seek  to  interpret  the  place  and  responsibility  of  women  in  the  local  church.  The 
committee  shall  cooperate  in  the  total  program  of  evangelism  and  membership  culti- 
vation of  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  responsible  for  the  pres- 
entation of  nominations  for  officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  he  secured 
before  presenting  names.  The  committee  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  vacancies 
which  occur  ad  interim. 

The  committee  shall  nominate  a representative  from  the  society  to  serve  on  the 
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Committee  on  Christian  Vocations  of  the  church,  or  to  work  with  the  secretary  of 
Christian  vocations  where  the  committee  does  not  exist.  The  nominations  shall  be 
given  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  church  and  the  election  shall  take 
place  in  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  church. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  vice- 
president  as  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership  culti- 
vation, missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  and  spiritual  life  culti- 
vation. Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee 
if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  make  recommendations  to  the  .society  for  the 
total  program  of  study  and  action  of  the  society  and  give  guidance  to  the  imple- 
mentation of  these  plans. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Publicity  composed  of  the  recording 
secretary  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  shall  designate.  The  committee 
shall  send  to  the  church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings 
of  the  society,  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society 
meetings,  programs  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and 
stationery. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  of  which 
the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  shall  serve  as  chairman,  the  secretary  of 
membership  cultivation  and  such  other  members  of  the  society  may  designate.  This 
committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living; 
it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional 
materials.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  society  regarding  resources  and  opportunities  wliich  will  help  in  the  realization 
of  the  purpose  of  the  society. 


ARTICLE  IV  — Nominations  and  Elections 

.Section  1.  At  the  time  all  officers  and  secretaries  are  elected,  the  society  shall 
elect,  for  a three-year  term,  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  three  to  five 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  chairman  by  the  society.  The  member  of  the 
committee  who  is  elected  chairman  shall  serve  as  chairman  no  more  than  one  year 
and,  while  serving  in  this  capacity,  she  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Membership  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  sliall  be  divided  into  classes  with 
no  member  serving  more  than  three  consecutive  years. 

.Section  2.  At  the  time  of  the  election  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall 
present,  for  the  ensuing  term,  nominations  of  all  officers  and  secretaries,  the  chairmen 
of  the  committees,  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor.  Elections 
may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 

Section  4.  A majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall  assume 
their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

•Section  5.  No  officer  or  secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years,  with  the  possible  exception  of  llie  treasurer,  who  may  serve  eight 
vears. 

.Section  (i.  \^acancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  among  the  chairmen 
shall  he  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Committee 
on  Nominations. 


ARTICLE  V - Meetings 

.Section  I.  There  shall  he  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  .society  during 
a month.  Adequate  time  shall  fje  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  suc- 
ce.ssful  promotion  tjf  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women.  One  regular 
meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration  of  the  plans,  programs  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  year.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  bring  a report 
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and  an  election  shall  be  conducted  for  the  officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  given  and  installation  held  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Section  2.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles  which  shall  meet 
once  a month  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans  and  program  of  the  society. 
Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel 
(annually  or  biennially)  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

.Section  3.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  a worship,  reports  of  officers, 
secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees,  and  a program  presenting  the  total  work 
of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  4.  A special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  president  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  5.  The  president  may  call  a special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE  VI  ~ Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaw.s 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  may  be  made  by  majority  \ote  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Division,  provided  a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in  writing  to 
all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  by  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Division. 

Proposed  amendments  to  these  bylaws  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  secretai'N 
of  the  Division  for  presentation  to  the  Division. 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  society  pro- 
vided they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Division  constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  society 
in  the  local  church. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  .sent  to  the 
District  treasurer  and  a period  report  to  the  secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  Annual  Meeting  may  not  be  de- 
prived of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals  shall  be  served  by  an  outside  agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  a delegate  to  the  .4nnual 
Meeting  of  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  that  society  may  elect  its  zone 
leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may  also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  calling  of  an  Execu- 
tive meeting  the  last  of  each  period,  at  which  time  the  reports  should  be  made  out 
and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 

6.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the  total  budget  to 
the  district  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15.  The  budget  shall  include  an  amount 
not  less  than  fifteen  cents  (15^)  ncr  more  than  twenty-five  cents  (25f')  per  member 
for  district  cultivation,  amount  to  be  determined  by  district  committee  on  Finance. 
(Amended,  March  1966). 

7.  The  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation  in  each  society  shall  send  the 
Memorial  Roll  to  the  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation  of  the  District  not  later 
than  March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  the  Circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the  membership 
of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

9.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should  be  made  by 
the  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  after  the  .Annual  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

10.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  except 
those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be  .sent  to  the  District  treasurer  to  be  channeled 
by  her  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 
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11.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  before  being  presented  to 
the  Society. 

12.  District,  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  shall  be  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  their  local  societies. 

13.  A contribution  of  25#*  per  member  may  be  sent  annually  through  regular 
channels  for  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation. 

14.  Officers  should  be  elected  in  February.  Tho.se  elected  shall  assume  their 
duties  the  first  of  June.

Communications  were  read  from:  Mi.ss  Laura  Lynch  thanking  the  Committee 
for  the  gift  in  memory  of  her  mother;  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  thanking  the  Guild  for  a 
Gift  to  Missions  in  her  honor;  from  Governor  John  McKeithen  acknorvledging  a 
resolution  by  the  Guild  March  27,  1965,  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  immoral  literature; 
and  from  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  extending  greetings  and  best  wishes  for  a successful 
meeting. 

Mrs.  Rountree  gave  a preliminary  report  on  registration  and  made  announce- 
ments in  reference  to  mechanics  of  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Mainous  made  one  correction  in  the  program— a typograhpical  error. 

Miss  Langford  moved  that  a telegram  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  Miss  Evans  tonight 
Carried. 

The  following  committee  appointments  were  made  by  Miss  Tyler:  (See  Minutes 
of  the  Afternoon  Session  for  this  list). 

Reporting  for  the  Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Langford  read  the  following  suggested  changes  and  additions  (changes  in  bold  type): 

BYLAWS: 

In  the  membership  of  the  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  delete 
“the  editor  of  Guild  Times,”  and  insert  in  its  place,  “The  Guild  editor  of  Chris- 
tian Service  Times.” 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  4;  Amend  to  read; 

“There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  ive  members  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  all  officers.  Chairmen  of  Lines  of  IVork, 
and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.” 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  6:  Amend  to  read; 

“There  shall  be  within  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  a Budget  Com- 
mittee. The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  President,  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and 
two  other  Guild  members  appointed  [here  delete  the  word  biennially]  by  the 
Conference  Secretary.” 
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ARTICLE  V,  Section  7:  Amend  to  read: 

“There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary, the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairman  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  the  Guild 
Editor  of  Christian  Service  Times,  and  the  District  Secretary  of  the  district  in 
which  the  meeting  is  being  held. 

The  Program  Committee  shall  elect  the  chairman  for  each  meeting  one 
year  in  advance  of  the  meeting.” 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  1 (b):  Delete  “The  Recording  Secretary.” 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  1 (c):  Amend  to  read: 

“.Alt  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chair- 
man of  Missionary  Education,  the  Chairman  of  Supply  Work,  the  Chairman  of 
Program  Materials,  and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected.” 

[The  action  in  the  above  two  paragraphs  moves  the  election  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  from  the  second  to  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  so  that  the 
expiration  of  her  term  will  not  coincide  with  that  of  the  Conference  Secretary.] 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  4:  Amend  to  read: 

"Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election. 

Where  there  is  only  one  candidate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice.” 
.Alternate  w'ording  for  the  above: 

“All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  tvhere  there  is  only  one  candidate  for 
office  the  election  may  be  by  voice.” 

“A  majority  vote  shall  constitute  an  election.” 

STANDING  RULES: 

RULE  3:  Amend  to  read:  [Complete  new  Rule,  replacing  Guild  Times.] 

“The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  publish  a newspaper  for  promotion  of  Conference  work. 

For  the  publication  of  this  paper,  there  shall  be  a Committee  composed 
of  the  Editor,  who  shall  be  the  Chairman,  two  Assistant  Editors,  and  a Circula- 
tion Manager.  The  Editors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  President  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  after  consultation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild.  One  Assistant  Editor  shall  be  a member  of  the  Woman’s 
■Society  and  one  a member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  each  selected  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Editor.  The  Circulation  Manager  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Editor.” 

RULE  4;  (Committee  on  Nominations)  Amend  to  Read: 

“(a)  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee. 

(b)  Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  during  the  second  year  of 
the  quadrennium  and  tw’O  members  during  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium. 

(c)  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

(d)  Each  member  of  the  Committee  shall  serve  a term  of  four  years.” 

RULE  7(c):  [Editorial  change] 

“In  the  expression  “and/or”  delete  the  word  “or.”  Delete  the  expression  “In 
the  pattern”  in  both  places. 

Mrs.  Thomas  moved  that  the  Article  V,  Section  7 of  the  Bylaws,  the  wording 
of  the  second  paragraph  read:  “Annually  at  the  spring  meeting  the  Committee  on 
Program  shall  name  the  chairman  for  each  meeting  of  the  succeeding  calendar  year.” 
Carried. 

Miss  White  moved  that  the  wording  for  Article  VI,  Section  4 read:  “Elections 
shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election.  When  there  is  only  one 
candidate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice.”  Carried. 
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Miss  White  moved  that  the  word  “Committee”  be  deleted  from  the  end  of  Rtile 
4 (a).  Carried. 

Miss  Carter  moved  that  Rule  4 (c)  read:  “The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  elected  at  the  second  and  fourth  years  of  the  quadrennium  from  the  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Nominations  by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.”  Carried. 

Mrs.  Mainous  reported  for  the  special  committee  appointed  in  October,  1%5, 
to  clear  the  files  in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  Secretary.  The  committee  met 
February  19,  1966,  at  the  home  of  the  Conference  Secretary.  Their  decision  was  to 
file  only  that  material  pertinent  to  the  function  of  the  office  of  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary and  of  the  Conference  Committee.  They  found  and  retained  copies  of  the 
Annual  Report,  Guild  Times,  Programs  of  Conference  Guild  Meetings,  and  other 
valuable  material. 

Mrs.  Mainous  moved  that  the  Annual  Report  include  the  reports  of  the  Lines 
of  Work  Chairmen.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Files  be 
accepted  with  thanks.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Mainous  moved  that  the  Conference  Secretary  be  authorized  to  donate  the 
old  filing  cabinet  to  a good  cause.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Rountree  was  authorized  to  secure  at  nominal  cost  a two-drawer  filing  cabi- 
net for  the  use  of  the  Conference  Secretary. 

Mi,ss  Carter  submitted  the  report  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations.

The  meeting  adjourned  until  8:00  A.M.  breakfast.

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan 
! Service  Guild  convened  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisiana,  at  1:00  P.M.,  Saturday,  March  4,  1966,  with  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Conference 
I Secretary,  presiding. 

Mrs.  Alvin  Sandefur,  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  gave 
I the  opening  prayer,  after  which  Miss  Tyler  declared  the  meeting  in  session. 

The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Communion  was  administered  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Dana  Dawson,  pastor  of  First  Church,  assisted  by  Rev.  James  Humphries,  Rev. 
Charles  Humphries,  and  Rev.  Walter  L.  Baker. 

Dr.  Dawson  welcomed  the  assembly  as  did  Mrs.  Joe  Rountree,  District  Secretary 
of  the  Baton  Rouge  District. 

Mrs.  Mainous,  Program  Chairman,  presented  the  program  as  printed. 

Miss  Tyler  introduced  Woman’s  Society  and  Guild  Members  of  the  Conference 
Guild  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  then  read  the  following  Recommendations  from  the 
Conference  Guild  Committee: 

1.  That  each  local  Guild  unit  work  through  existing  agencies  in  a program  of 
“Upgrading”  for  women  in  living  accommodations  and  vocational  training. 

2.  That  the  local  Guild  use  the  method  of  small  conversation  groups  which 
may  take  the  form  of  neighborhood  groups,  vocational  interest;;,  ecumenical 
dialogue,  avocational  skills  and  action  groups. 

3.  That  the  local  Guild  acquaint  its  members  with  the  qualifications  for  mis- 
sionary service  and  the  need  for  professionally  qualified  women  to  serve  as 
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career  missionaries;  and  that  all  Guild  members  be  encouraged  to  participate  H 
in  the  study  and  training  opportunities  of  the  Church,  the  Woman’s  Society,  ■] 
and  the  Guild.  ’ !

4.  That  attention  be  called  to  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Section  of 

Christian  Social  Relations  with  particular  regard  to  alcohol  and  alcoholism, 
and  to  equal  opportunities  of  training  and  employment.  ’

5.  That  we  continue  our  earnest  prayerful  efforts  to  reach  and  involve  women  i 

in  the  purpose  of  the  Guild  through  a creative,  challenging  program.  ' 

6.  That  we  may  find  spiritual  renewal  and  fulfillment  let  the  membership  of  the 
Guild  make  use  of  the  resource  material,  observe  the  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  and  other  special  observances  as  Retreats,  Time-apart,  and  Self  Study.  , 

7.  That  we  continue  our  support  of  Missions  through  our  pledges,  special  gifts,  ; 
and  Supply  Askings. 

8.  (a)  That,  at  the  request  of  the  National  Divisioti  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  make  a Supplementary  Gift  of  $10,000  toward  the  expenses 
of  building  two  new  cottages  at  MacDonell  Methodist  Center. 

(b)  That  this  amount  be  paid  over  a period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  seven  years 
beginning  with  $1,200  in  1966-67. 

(c)  That  local  Guilds  be  requested  to  include  a Supplementary  Gift  for  Mac- 
Donell Center  in  their  budget,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  each  group. 

9.  That  the  Retiring  Conference  Secretary  be  a member  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee  for  one  year.

Miss  Elizabeth  Langford,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing 
Rules,  presented  the  following  changes  in  Bylaws,  due  notice  to  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee  having  been  made,  and  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Committee  having 
been  given:  (Changes  are  in  bold  type). 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  4,  Amend  to  read: 

“There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  five  members 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  ail  officers,  Chairmen  of  Lines  of 
Work,  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.” 

ARTICLE  V.  Section  6,  Amend  to  read: 

“There  shall  be  within  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  a Budget  Commit- 
tee. The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  President,  the  Confer- 
ence Treasurer,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  two 
other  Guild  members  appointed  by  the  Conference  Secretary.” 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  7,  Amend  to  read: 

“There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary, the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  the  Guild 
Editor  of  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES,  and  the  District  Secretary  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  the  meeting  is  being  held.” 

“Annually  at  the  Spring  Meeting  the  Committee  on  Program  shall  name  the 
chairman  for  each  meeting  of  the  succeeding  calendar  year.” 
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ARTICLE  VI,  Section  1(b):  Delete  “the  Recording  Secretary.” 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  1(c):  Amend  to  read: 

‘‘At  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chair- 
man of  Missionary  Education,  the  Chairman  of  Supply  Work,  the  Chairman  of 
Program  Materials,  and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected.” 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  4:  Amend  to  read: 

‘‘Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election.  When 
there  is  only  one  candidate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice.” 

Miss  Langford  then  read  the  following  recommended  changes  in  the  Standing 
Rules,  these  changes  having  been  approved  by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee: 

RULE  3:  Amend  to  read: 

“The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall,  in  co-operation  with  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  publish  a newspaper  for  promotion  of  Conference  work. 
For  the  publication  of  this  paper,  there  shall  be  a Committee  composed  of  the 
Editor,  who  shall  be  the  Chairman,  two  Assistant  Editors,  and  a Circulation 
Manager.  The  Editors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  President  of  the 
Woman’s  Society,  after  consultation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  One  Assistant  Editor  shall  be  a member  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
and  one  a member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  each  selected  after  consultation 
with  the  Editor.  The  Circulation  Manager  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Editor.” 

RULE  4:  Committee  on  Nominations,  Amend  to  read: 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild. 

(b)  Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  during  the  second  year 
of  the  quadrennium  and  two  members  during  the  fourth  year  of  the  quad- 
rennium. 

(c)  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  second  and  fourth 
years  of  the  quadrennium  from  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

Miss  Langford  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Ella  Callahan  moved  that  changes  in  the  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  be 
adopted  as  read.  Carried. 

Voting  delegates  were  counted,  there  being  92  present. 

Miss  Marilynn  Carter,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  submitted 
the  names  of  the  following  to  fill  the  offices  indicated,  giving  their  qualifications: 
Conference  Secretary,  Miss  Mildred  Evans;  Recording  Secretary,  Miss  Maree  White; 
Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Mrs.  Milton  Baldridge;  Chairman  of  Christian 
Social  Relations,  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford;  Woman’s  Society  Member-at-large,  Mrs.  G. 
W.  Dameron;  Committee  on  Nominations,  Mrs.  Lester  Beard,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lowery, 
Mrs.  Rosa  McCollough,  Mrs.  Cay  Richardson,  Miss  Arline  Tyler. 

Miss  Tyler  called  for  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Mrs.  Eula  Mae  King  moved  that  the  officers  as  presented  by  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  be  elected  by  acclamation.  Carried. 

Miss  Grace  Lawson  moved  that  the  persons  named  for  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations be  elected  by  acclamation.  Carried. 

Miss  Tyler  urged  all  local  Presidents  to  send  in  to  her  an  accurate  membership 
count. 

The  Conference  Secretary  announced  that  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  would  be 
June  17-19,  1966,  at  Mount  Sequoyah.  She  announced  Louisiana  Conference  Guild 
Weekend  to  be  July  22-24,  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  preceded  by  the  Confer- 
ence School  of  Christian  Mission. 

Miss  June  Burnett  sang  a solo,  ‘‘Great  Peace  Have  They  Which  Love  Thy  Law,” 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Pierce. 

-An  offering  for  Missions  was  taken. 
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Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  Conference  Treasurer,  led  the  pledge  service  in  which  the 
District  Secretaries  made  the  following  Pledges  to  Missions  for  the  districts:  Alex- 
andria, $2072;  Baton  Rouge,  $4138;  Lafayette,  $2064;  Lake  Charles,  $3430;  Monroe, 
$3546;  New  Orleans,  $3460;  Ruston,  $2804;  and  Shreveport,  $3460;  Total,  $24,974.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

Miss  Arline  Tyler 


“And  they  devoted  themselves  to  the  Apostles’  teachings  and  fellowship,  to  the 
breaking  of  bread  and  the  prayers.”  This  might  well  be  the  summary  of  our  Guild 
work  for  1965-1966. 

Three  conference  officers  participated  in  the  first  Regional  School  of  Christian 
Mission  held  at  Southern  Methodist  University  in  Dallas,  Texas.  This  brought  into 
clearer  focus  the  concept  of  “Oneness”  in  our  church  and  its  actions.  The  Juris- 
diction Guild  Weekend  brought  II  Guild  members  to  Mt.  Sequoyah  for  an  experi- 
ence of  learning  and  fellowship  with  particular  emphasis  on  Guild  work. 

In  further  preparation,  the  members  of  the  conference  committee  had  a time 
of  “Self-Study  Before  God”  preceding  the  Guild  Weekend  at  Centenary  College, 
Shreveport,  Out  of  this,  we  went  forth  to  teach  through  clinics  for  officers,  panels 
on  relevant  topics,  the  approved  studies,  and  to  worship  with  the  186  Guild  members 
in  attendance.  Following  the  Guild  Weekend,  thirteen  members  remained  for  the 
School  of  Christian  Mission  and  to  attend  the  Guild  Clinic. 

The  “Self-Study  Before  God”  became  a part  of  each  district  coaching  conference. 
The  district  secretaries  have  done  a commendable  work-reporting  accurately  and 
promptly;  attending  the  conference  committee;  and  promoting  the  work  of  the  dis- 
tricts. 

The  Christian  Service  Times,  joint  publication  for  the  Guild  and  Woman’s  So- 
ciety, has  been  well  accepted  among  Guild  members.  We  feel  that  this  has  been  a 
wise  step  to  take. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  have  been  held  with  excel- 
lent attendance.  The  decisions  and  action  of  this  group  from  these  sessions  are 
reflected  in  our  work  throughout  the  year.  Again,  we  feel  that  having  these  meetings 
apart  from  program  meetings  has  been  most  helpful. 

Other  conference  committees  have  functioned  effectively  as  revealed  in  tlie  reports 
of  the  chairmen;  the  revision  of  the  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  to  meet  current  sit- 
uations; and  through  the  two  conference  programs  and  other  areas  of  work. 

The  spring  conference  held  in  Baton  Rouge,  March  4-6,  1966,  found  205  in 
attendance  at  all  sessions  with  approximately  280  at  the  Saturday  evening  dinner 
session.  The  program  brought  a depth  of  renewal  and  dedication  to  all  who  par- 
ticipated. 

It  was  my  privilege,  along  with  Elizabeth  Lowery  of  Mansfield,  to  attend  the 
Seventh  Assembly  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  in  Portland,  Oregon,  May  12-  15,  1966.  It  was  truly  an  experience  of 
Renewal  in  Spirit  and  Service. 
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With  the  new  year,  there  comes  new  leadership.  We  commend  each  to  you. 
Supported  by  your  service  and  prayers,  these  will  continue  the  breaking  of  bread  to 
all  Guild  members  through  prayer — teaching — fellowship — and  service.

BYLAWS  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

ARTICLE  1 ~ Name 

With  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  shall 
be  for  employed  women  a Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE  11  - Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  plan  and  di- 
rect the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference  in  accordance  with  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

ARTICLE  III  - Membership 

The  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  the  Officers  and  Chairmen 
of  Lines  of  Work  in  each  district,  and  the  elected  delegates  from  local  Guild  units 
shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  membership  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  at  the  annual  meeting. 


Article  IV— Officers  and  Their  Duties 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  who  shall 
be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Conference  Guild.  There  shall  be  a Recording  Secre- 
tary. 

SECTION  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  within  the  conference. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  conference  Guild  and  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  conference.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Guild 
within  the  conference;  receive  reports  from  district  secretaries  of  the  Guild;  report 
annually  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  conference  and  to  the

jurisdiction  secretary  of  the  Guild.  In  accordance  with  the  pattern  of  the  AVoman’s 
Division  she  shall  report  to  the  executive  .secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  .Service  Guild  of 
the  Division.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  of  meetings  of  the  conference 
Cdiild;  and  shall  represent  the  Guild  and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of 
the  conference  Society,  of  which  she  shall  he  an  official  member.  She  shall  attend, 
as  far  as  possible,  district  meetings  of  the  Guild  and  shall  be  a member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  conference  Society.  She  shall  present  a budget  to  the  committee 
on  Finance  of  the  conference  Society. 

(b)  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  conference  meetings 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  conference  Guild. 


ARTICLE  V — Committees  and  Their  Duties 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  com- 
posed of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  Lines  of 
Work,  the  District  Secretaries,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  the 
Guild  Editor,  the  President,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation, 
and  two  other  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  to  be  elected  bv  the  Conference 
Guild:  members  of  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction  committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  residing  in  the  Conference;  and  such  co-opted  members  as  the  work  demands. 

SECTION  2.  The  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Conference 
shall  assist  in  the  planning  of  the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  Conference.  Chairmen 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Missionary  Education  and  .Service, 
Christian  Social  Relations,  Supply  Work,  and  Program  Materials  shall  be  elected. 

SECTION  3.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee,  composed  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  who  shall  be  the  chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  three  other 
members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  who  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by 
the  Conference  Secretary.  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  transact  only  neces- 
sary business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  five  mem- 
hers  whose  duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  all  officers.  Chairmen  of  Lines  of 
Work,  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

SECTION  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  ap- 
pointed by  the  Conference  Secretary.  The  Conference  Secretary  and  the  Recording 
Secretary  shall  be  members  of  this  Committee. 

SECTION  6.  There  shall  be  within  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  a Budget 
Committee.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  President,  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  two 
other  Guild  members  appointed  by  the  Conference  Secretary. 

SECTION  7.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  the 
Guild  Editor  of  Christian  Service  Times,  and  the  District  Secretary  of  the  district  in 
which  the  meeting  is  being  held. 

(b)  Annually  at  the  Spring  Meeting  the  Committee  on  Program  shall  name 
the  chairman  for  each  meeting  of  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 


ARTIC  LE  VI  - Elections 

SECTION  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  Conference  'Wesleyan  .Service  Guild,  the 
Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work,  the  two  representatives  of  the  Conference  W’oman's 
Society,  and  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild 
in  regular  meeting.  Elections  shall  be  biennially.  A term  of  office  shall  be  four  years, 
and  no  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

(b)  .So  that  all  vacancies  shall  not  occur  within  the  .same  year,  the  follow- 
ing pattern  shall  be  the  rule  in  the  election  of  officers:  at  the  second  year  of  the 
quadrennium  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation, 
the  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  three  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected. 
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(c)  At  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrenuium  the  Recording  Secretary,  the 
Chairman  of  Missionary  Education,  the  Chairman  of  Supply  Work,  the  Chairman  of 
Program  Materials,  two  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  and  one  Woman’s 
Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected. 

SECTION  2.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  inlerim  shall  be  hlled  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term  involved  by  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

SECTION  3.  The  election  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Guild  shall  be  con- 
hrmed  by  the  conference  Woman’s  Society. 

SECTION  4.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election. 
IVhen  there  is  only  one  candidate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice. 

SECTION  !).  Officers  shall  assume  office  June  1st  after  their  election  or  appoint- 
ment. riie  out-going  officers  shall  make  the  necessary  reports. 

SECTION  6.  Three  or  more  years  of  an  iinexpired  term  of  a Conference  officer 
shall  be  considered  a full  term. 


ARTICLE  VII  - Meetings 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  conference  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  where  reports  shall  be  received  and  necessary  business  transacted.  All 
regular  elections  will  be  held  at  this  Spring  Meeting. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Guild  Weekend  meeting,  dates  to  be 
determined  by  the  conference  Committee.  All  necessary  business  may  be  transacted  at 
this  annual  Weekend. 

SECTION  3.  The  annual  Spring  Meeting  and  the  annual  Guild  Weekend  are 
designated  as  regular  business  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII  - Amendments 

SECTION  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  pertaining  only  to  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference may  be  made  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  conference,  provided  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  be  sent  to  the  Committee  of  the  Conference  Guild  thirty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting,  and  the  Committee  has  had  an  opportunity  to  approve  the 
proposed  amendments  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  membership. 

SECTION  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Woman’s 
Division  Constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  Conference  Guild. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

RULE  1.  At  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  and  the  Guild  Weekend  there  shall 
be  one  voting  delegate  for  each  20  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  in  each  local 
unit.  Each  unit  shall  have  at  least  one  voting  delegate. 

RULE  2.  (a)  Conference  Guild  Committee  Meetings.  There  shall  be  at  least 

two  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  each  year.  One  of  these  shall  be 
in  connection  w'ith  the  annual  Spring  Meeting.  The  other  shall  be  a mid-year  meet- 
ing, the  date  to  be  designated  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a program  of  training  in  Guild  work  within  each  dis- 
trict, to  be  directed  by  the  district  Guild  committee. 

RULE  3.  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES:  (a)  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall,  in  co-operation  with  the  Woman’s  .Society  of  Christian  Service,  publish  a news- 
paper for  promotion  of  Conference  work. 

(b)  For  the  publication  of  this  paper,  there  shall  be  a Committee  com 
po.sed  of  the  Editor,  who  shall  be  the  Chairman,  two  Assistant  Editors,  and  a Circu- 
lation Manager.  The  Editors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  President  of 
the  Woman’s  Society,  after  consultation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild.  One  Assistant  Editor  shall  be  a member  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
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and  one  a member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  each  selected  after  consultation 
with  the  Editor.  The  Circulation  Manager  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Editor. 

RULE  4.  Committee  on  Nominations:  (a)  The  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild. 

(b)  Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  during  the  second 
year  of  the  quadrennium  and  two  members  during  the  fourth  year  of  the  quad- 
rennium. 

(c)  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  second  and 
fourth  years  of  the  quadrennium  from  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

RULE  5.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  at  each  meeting  to  review 
the  minutes  of  the  Recording  Secretary  before  they  are  mailed  out  to  the  members 
of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  Such  mailing  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible 
after  each  meeting. 

RULE  6.  The  two  elected  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  'Weekend  shall  be 
Guild  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

RULE  7.  Finances:  (a)  Expenses  of  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  shall  be  paid 
from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  This  includes  expenses  of  the  members  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

(b)  Expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  to  the 
mid-year  meeting  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  shall  be  paid  from  the  Con- 
ference Cultivation  Fund. 

(c)  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the 
Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work,  and  co-opted  Guild  members  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee,  to  the  Conference  Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
Cultivation  Fund. 

(d)  Expenses  of  the  District  Secretaries  to  the  Conference  Guild  Weekend 
shall  be  paid  from  District  Cultivation  Funds. 

(e)  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and 
the  Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work  who  attend  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  and 
the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultiva- 
tion Fund.  If  four  or  fewer  of  this  group  attend,  travel  shall  be  in  one  car,  and  5^ 
per  mile  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  If  five  or  more  persons 
make  up  the  official  delegation,  the  expenses  of  two  cars  at  5^  per  mile  each  car 
shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  Travel  to  and  from  the  place 
of  meeting  of  an  official  car  shall  be  paid  by  the  Conference.  If  any  designated 
person  elects  to  travel  by  means  other  than  above,  she  shall  do  so  at  her  own  expense. 

(£)  Expenses  of  the  two  elected  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend 
shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  The  two  elected  delegates  shall 
travel  in  one  car  with  an  allowed  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile.  If  they  elect  to 
travel  in  separate  cars,  they  shall  prorate  the  allowed  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile, 
or  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  per  car. 

(g)  Transportation  by  car  for  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
on  official  business  within  the  Conference  shall  be  allowed  at  five  cents  per  mile. 
Car  pools  are  recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised  to  accommodate  four  per- 
sons in  a car  whenever  possible.  When  conference  and  district  officers  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  other  riders 
travel  together  in  a car,  each  person  should  share  in  the  expense  of  the  car,  the  con- 
ference officer  charging  her  pro-rata  share  to  the  conference,  and  the  district  officer 
charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  the  other  riders  assuming  their  share  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  car. 

(h)  All  expense  accounts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Secretary. 

(i)  All  funds  over  and  above  expenses  at  any  conference  meeting,  %vith 
the  exception  of  special  offerings,  shall  be  directed  to  Conference  Cultivation  Fund. 

(j)  The  Conference  Trea.surer  shall  distribute  all  funds. 
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RULE  8.  Cultivation  Fund;  The  district  cultivation  fund  shall  be  on  the  basis 
of  30^  per  member. 

RULE  9.  The  Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  shall  have  the  authority 
to  incorporate  into  the  Conference  and  District  Bylaws  any  changes  made  by  the 
Woman’s  Division,  and  to  make  needed  editorial  changes. 

RULE  10.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Com- 
mittee, to  members  of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  within  their 
homes,  an  “In  Remembrance  Gift”  of  $5.00  shall  be  sent  as  a memorial. 


CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 
Mrs.  Alvin  Sandefur,  Chairman 

This  year,  my  last  as  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  has 
been  an  interesting  one.  Many  letters  have  gone  out  from  this  ofRce  to  District 
Chairmen  concerning  legislation  relating  to  gambling,  alcohol,  school  drop-outs,  the 
poverty  program,  etc. 

Learning  the  purpose  and  function  of  the  United  Nations  has  been  promoted 
and  the  sale  of  United  Nations  stamps  and  stationary  was  carried  out  at  Christmas 
time.  One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year’s  work  was  attending  the  Citizenship  Brunch 
in  the  Baton  Rouge  District  in  January. 

Active  response  to  the  victims  of  Hurricane  Betsy,  plans  conceived  and  carried 
out  to  aid  the  victims,  was  a rewarding  experience.  It  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
me  to  read  the  reports  from  the  Guilds  that  have  responded  to  the  word  “UP 
GRADE”  and  that  our  program  shows  a definite  trend  towards  action. 

I have  had  the  opportunity  of  serving  on  the  commission  of  Christian  Social 
Concerns  of  our  local  church  and  I recommend  that  all  chairmen  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  ask  to  be  a member  of  her  church  Commission. 

It  has  been  a privilege  and  a most  pleasant  experience  working  with  people  who 
are  vitally  interested  in  being  known  by  their  relations  as  Christians. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 
Mrs.  Clayton  Mainous,  Chairman 

In  comparing  the  years  1964-1965  and  1965-1966  in  the  field  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  there  are  additions  and  some  subtractions.  According  to  the 
reports,  many  units  had  not  used  the  materials  available  to  them  or  that  had  been 
placed  in  their  hands.  This  was  reflected  in  the  reports.  Some  units  had  made  much 
progress  in  presentation  of  studies  and  in  overall  education. 

The  total  number  of  classes  for  the  year  was  161  with  attendance  of  1197.  Per- 
sons attending  classes  and  participating  in  class  assignments,  409,  with  43  classes 
meeting  the  suggested  “Goals  for  Excellence.” 

Attendance  at  training  opportunities  and  study  of  available  material  would 
prove  most  helpful  in  understanding  our  job  in  the  field  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service.  Then  there  is  reporting.  Study  of  the  report  blanks  and  more  accurate 
and  punctual  reporting  will  help  get  the  picture  of  our  achievement  to  the  proper 
sources. 

.As  we  stand  at  the  door  of  another  unknown  year  and  face  the  days  ahead,  let 
us  lift  our  hearts  in  prayer  for  guidance  as  we  chart  our  course. 
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
